was cloathed 1n light Taffety for the commodity of 
the ſeaſon , thorow which her dainty limbs ſeemed 
to appear in admirable proportion, leaving nothing 
to be hid that bindred the true knowledge of her ex- 
cellent ſhape, but yet covered thoſe beauties which 
are encreaſed only by opinion arid--defire.' i She was 
crowned with a chaplet of white and red Roſes, not 
yet ſully blown , her -hair was combed to 'the full

as if art were ambitous of natures liberty; her ſleeves 
were open, and lyned with needlework of the ſtory 
of Diana and Atteon, wherein the Nymphs with a 
confuſed baſhfulneſs ſeemed to hide themſelves a- 
mongſ} the ruſhes ;' and all the reſt of her ſcarce any 
apparel was ſo becomminsg, that either ſhe made it fo 
by her perfections, or her perfetions could not be 
fitted by better inventions. EE 
But the Queen quickly removed Caſſianns from 
that object that began already lo {trongly to charm 
all his ſenſes, for raking Hz by the hand, ſhe 
walked with him many turns about the Taraſe,whilſt 
inthe mean time he diſcourſed to her his adventures ; 
however now andthen he could not chooſe but di- 
{turb his ſtory, by caſtiffs his looks where rhe Princeſs 
itood, though at laſt ſhe ſuddenly ſhot from his ſight 
like a bright ſtar in the firmamenr', which made him 
ſeek her with his eyes to as little purpoſe: After ſome 
time that the Queen ſeemed ſufficiently to! have're- 
created her ſelf in the air, ſhe was informed-by an of-

The room'was only” divided from the gardens by a - 
parution of brighvglaſs; interwoven with certain þl- 
ver Terms that afforded a moſt deleRable proſpeR

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upon the Orenge-trees , and beautiful Fountains : nox 
long after their entrance (in which ſpace the King in- 
ſtructed Caſſianss in the Maſters of his principal pi- 
ctures) ſupper was ſerved upon a Marble Table with- 
out covering, for the more coolneſs, neer which was 
a lake of clear water, where Neptaneſate in Majefty 
with his 7ritoxs, that by the artificial turning of a 
cock, ſounded their Trumpets compoſed of ſhels at 
the entrance of every courle. 

Caſſianns was placed by fortune right over againſt 
Cloria, which not only gave him ſufficient opportu- 
nity to conzemplate her beauty, bur the contemplati- 
on it felf afforded him fuch abundant matter to 
work upon, that he fed more his ſoul by thar delight, 
than his appetite with the delicious diſhes of the Kings 
table,and certainly had been abſolutely loſt in that ra- 
viſhing lethargy, if Exarchas had not often wakened 
bim. by divers queſtions concerning his journey, and 
the reſt of his adventuresin Armenia, to make a civil 
though ſcarce a ſatisfaRory anſwer,but however,as if 
he eſteemed his eyes bound tothe duty,hecaſt his look 
again that way , which occaſioned ſtill more diſtra- 
Ctednels 1n his reply 3 ſo that the King believing his 
Nephews travels required a neceſlary reſt, not only 
preſently roſe from#the Table, but commanded the 
chief Nobility of the Court, to conduct the Prince to 
his lodging, where he had privacy enough to fulfill 
the deſires of his curious fancies, which entertained 
him all the night with little or no ſleep, untill the 
Kings Muſick the next Morning ſaluted him with this 
Ditty. h

But Caſſiamrs, who was willing otherwiſe to- be-: 
imployed , thinking that confuſion ſpoke nor to-his':

ſently from the crowd, though he ſuffered his Horſe 
ina manner to be his own DireRor , untill the 
trhepovongh within a ſhort ſpace, brought: them 
th into an ample Plain.; notwithſtandivg fo in- 
vironed with low wood, that the eye could ſcarce 
diſcern-any other paſſage than what Caſianus bad 
found, witeres Iſo a gentle, though plentitul ſeem- 
\ng Spring, had made a pretty Brook, if the bac 
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Faſon had not tyrannically fuppreſt part of its cur« 
rent, yetit appeared beautifull in that littleneſs, be-

Casfianns, ſaid he, you know that 
your virtuous Mother , for my more abſolute breed- 
ing lent me-into Cyprss to be trained in the Wars 
under the command of that excellent Duke, finding 


_ my ——_—_— and years ſuited well enough with the 


profeſſion, which for the time ſeparated you and me, 
to both our griefs, though the intention was honour- 
able; and Fein ſo, 1 had reaſon to diſpoſe my 
thoughts Raves the accompliſhment of fome 
perteFtion in that Noble Exercife ; where remain- 
ing two Years, as you may have heard, Fortune ſo 
favoured my Aﬀions, that in many attempts upon 
the Enemy, I gained a convenient Reputation , how- 
ever my Ambition raiſed my ns 99” ro higher 
Fancies, in ſo mufh as I not only thought upon a Mi- 
ſtris unto. whom T might conſecrate all my Military 
Endeavours, as an cleacial part (as thought) of a 
Souldier, but was reſolved to fly.in no lower a place 
than in that region where the Dukes onely Daughter 
moved,the fair Eretheria,whoſe perfeQions(I concei- 
yed)were alone fit to captiyate'my intenti6s,& to that 
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payee, upon all occaſtons I ſtrived to let the world 
fee my ayms , which ſoon procured me a multitude 
of Rivyals.of no mean quality, who thought it ſcarce 
juſtice to let a Stranger carry away the Glory of Cy- 
pri : but notlong atter, by the violent folicxation 
of the youthfull Courtiers , a Turnament was pro-. 
'clamed , upon the Birth-day of the Princeſs, where 
every one hoped to ſhew that valour, that 'mighr 
render him worthy of the high prize ordained tor 
the Conqueror. The time being come for the Trial, 
the bright Star, Ererheria,was placed upon a Throne, 
like a Deity ſent by the Heavens to captivate all Mor- 
tal hearts, which tight certainly enflamed every cou- 
rage with a nev Spirit, though we all beheld her as 
a Comet threatning deſtruction to many , ſince bur 
one Pretender could hope to live by her favour, but 
the ſounding of the Trumpets quickly wakenet| vs 
out of this admiring ſlumber, -to be more gloriouſly 
ative, which (in truth) pertormed ſuch deeds of 
all ſides, that Eretheria ſeemed not to be diſhonour- 
edinthe Encounters ; however a young Nobleman 
of Cyprw , paſsionatly alſo taken with her beauty, 
ſeemed all the day to carry away the chief Victory, © 
which procured him, as you may imagine, a com- 
petent number of emulators, if not enviers;, amongſt 
which company, I muſt conteſs, I wiſht him not bet- 
ter than the rel” ſince I ſuppoſed' my ſelt as deeply 
intereſled in the Quarrel : Wherefore vr gee, Phea 
- of the biggeſt Spears I could finde, though my heart 
was a great deal bigger with the defire of his 
diſgrace, I Song him out in the crowd, with 
10 == a ſuccels to my thoughts, that I quickly un- 
hors'd him in the midd'{t of his prevailing glory, to 
the no ſmall amazement of the people, wh eſteemed 
him almoſt Immortal ; and therefore watatsh 
ACUOR 
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. his injuſtice, at laſt gave me an unfortunate VI.

Rion with 'ſo loud a-ſhout , that the Heavens. 


ſeemed to ring for a long time with the noiſe , which, 
tomy infinite content poſſeſſed me intirely with the 
rich Prize from the fair hands of Eretheria , beſides 
:B a multitude of other honours belonging to the Cere- 


mony. 


But however 1 ſeemed to be carried triumphantly 
ina Chariot, beyond the reach of any envy, yet my 
Rival forgot not the effects of revenge, ſince he 
eſteemed himſelf nat only to ſuffer in Honour , but 
in Love, and the rather, tor that be imagined from 
thatinſtant Ererheria turned in ſome ſort her looks 
more graciouſly towards me than formerly ſhe had 
done, by reaſon of the fortunate Succeſs I had inthe 
Tilting. Wherefore one day meeting me half arm'd 
in the Park belonging to the Court, he ſet upon me 
with all violence, both with his Language and Wea- 
pon, inſamuch that I had enough to do to avoidthe 
one, asI did not at all mos with him in the other, 
ſince my belt faculties had imployment ſufficient- to 
defend my perſon againſt ſo ſpightfull a valour ;

ſince not only his life was the price of my Conquel 

but the fear of a diſhonourable death compelled me 
quickly to quit Cyprus, to avoid the proſecution of 
his powerfull Friends , where however 1 have left 
my heart a priſoner, to be condemned or ſaved by 
the mercy of beautious Eretheria ; which occafion- 
ed alſo the flaughter of this Beaſt before your eyes; 


_ for conceiving my own Countrey my beſt place of 


refuge until this ſtorm might be blown over, 1 re- 
tired hither with-two ſervancs only, who are not yet 
arrive , and travglling the Woods, having loſt

my way, I accidentally met with this-hunted/Be 
that ſet upon me with fome fury, which forced me a 
firſt to the encounter, elſe I ſhould have ſcarce | 
fo uncharitable as to have deſtroyed the ſport : The 
accidents, dear Caſſianxs, ſaid he; have been the re 
ſons that brought me into Lydia, only happy nowi 
our meeting. | 

Caſſianvns having both kept ſilence , and obſerved 
attenuveneſs in his friends diſcourſe , asit were con 
pon his ſtory and welcome, by four or five ſad 
hes, being compelled by his importnnity, . to make 
relation of his own fortunesalſo, without many cir-/ 
cumſtances, began in this manner : After my unfor- 
tunate Father,as'yon well know, ſaid he,had paid the 
death of his raſh attempt (in taking u>on him the 
Crown of Meſopotamia, contrary to the good liking 
of Artaxes great King of Armenia) with his death, 
and loſs of his fruitful Ceuntrey of Iberia, my In-' 
fancy, as you were a witneſs, was carefully-cheriſhed 
by my Mothers natural goodneſs, inſomuch asſhe 
thought not my yeers capable of your a 099 
in Cypres, although both my dedires and wiſhes ac-_ 
companied youin your journey ; however,after your 
departure ſhe deſigned me toanother War , though 
by much more gentle, yet not ſo honourable , which 
was to court-the love of a rich Heir, not far off the 
place where we lived, by whoſe power ſhe conceived 

(if I could compaſs the Marriage ) I might be again 
rendred capable to contend with Tygrancs Duke of | 
Eolchis, who enjoyed the Poſleſſion of my native 
Countrey, by the donation of Artaxis, inretributi-' 
on of that ſervice he did bim in the proſecution of * 
my Father-z bur no ſooner had a ficting preparation 
elevated my thoughts to the enterpriſe, bur the King 
became renin of the intenpon , ſo thgt arriving 
| | a. 
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at her.Caſtle I was etcountred by my. double Rivall 
the Duke , contrary to my expectation , who came 
chere alſo with the ſame deſign, though forrified as 
+l he thought with far greater pretenſions, ſince he 
WMbrcoughe with him the ſtrong recommendation, of his 
I mighty friend the King of Armenia; but the Gods 
Af know, with what labour I ſuppreſt the paſſion of my 
ſoul, that it might not burſt out into a rude, andin- 
{{ hoſpitable contention, to deſtroy abſolutely my in- 
{tended proceedings,ſo that both of us addreſſing our 
ſelves to the Ladies preſence, with a quier civility, we 
were received in outward ſhew with equal courtelie, 
which continued: us for ſome weeks in her Palace, 
only ſeeking occaſions how we might beſt preſent our 
affetions, with moſt conveniency to deceive each 0- 
ther; But the Duke , whether impatient of his long 
attendance, or ſuſpeRing I received,;private favours 
to his prejudice, of a ſudden one Morning before any 
Yone waSup in the houſe, took his leave both of his 
Chamber and. the Caſtle, by which means 'he lefe me 
in full poſſeſſion of my deſfitcs,ſince I thought no ob» 
ſtacle now was able to hinder my proceedings. of a 
proſperous iſſue, in which panddite of felic.ry I con- 
tinuedfor many dayes, ſolacing my ſelf wich delight-, 
full fancies , whilſt in the mean time the Duke: was 
preparing a ſnare not only to caprvate rhe Lady,buc 
toentrap me; for not long after he marchedin per- 
| Jon with a powerfull Army to befiege the Caſtle 
; I vhere we both remained ; which newes made:me dif- 
* Ipoſe of my ſelfby flight, into-certain obſcure Woods 
, Jnrotfaroff, whereby I might not only be ſecure from = 
- ihe danger of my,mortal enemy, but have conveni- 
Jency by my eſcape to- procure: ſome relief to ſyccour 

the;diſtreſſed Lady ; whichaccident hath brought me 
Into Lydia; to renew my Fathers. old ſute to Z#x47- 
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chus for the retovery of our antient inheritance th 
Principality of Iberia ; ſince the Lady as I hear hath 
not- only loſt her Caſtle but I my hopes, for ſhes 
conſtrained to become a captive wite to the cruel Tyi 
rant Tygranes Duke of Colchis. Ant this, dear Ew 
mene, 15 the ſadſtoryot my fortunes, and the mart 
to be lamented, (ince I am not certain to what reſos 
Intion my Uricles thoughts will be brought, he yet 
being determined but to ſend an Ambaſſador to treaf 
for a peaceable and friendly reſtitution, whillt in the 
mean time I languiſh between hope and deſpait. - 4 
But ſcarce was he come to this iſſue, when they 
might hear che Hounds in full cry purſue the foot# 
ſteps of the dead Boar towards the 'plare whete they 
were, which gave Emumenes no Conveniency for re 
BE hardly-ime ſufficient to prote& the teſtimony bf 
is victory, from the violent cruelty-of the Dogps; 
who ſeemed not to be parihed in his death. Where 
fore riſing from the ſeat where he far; and ſnatching' 
up the head ; he held it upon the point of the ſpear 
inthe air, whilſt the Hounds with open mouthes, ſee- 
med to beſiege his perſon, untill the Huntſmen them- 
ſelves comming into the quarr, were forced to de- 
fend him foo hate rude violence , and in that im-' 
ployment he'continned , while the other almoſt loſt 
company, had leifure to afſemble; to perfe the tri- 
umph for the ſlaughrer of that cruel Beaſt; that had 
done ſo much miſchief in the Country; terrifying the 
common people with the frightful apprehenſion of' 
his aſpeR, = durſt not travel by the places of his! 
habitation,to follow their neceflary occation.But not ' 
long had the Ladies ſatisfied their curioſities-in be-" 
holding the dead Boar, _ yet at fore diſtance, ' 
ſcarce believing him ſo in effect, as alſo infinitly com-'' 
mending Exmenes valour , that had in fingle Cay 
ate 
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bate brought him to his deſtruction, as they under- 
ſtood by C as franss , that had been the eye-witneſs of 
the.encounter ; Bur the Kinig and Queen in a gentle 
hand-gallop, made towards them through the ſame 
paſſage that Cas fianus had found our in his ſolitary 
contemplation ; which gave Enmenes occaſion, ac- 
companied with his friend Prince Casſ1anxs , to pre- 
ſent himſelf, before their perſons, not only offering 
rothe Queen the Boars-head as a facritice to her 
beauty, bur deſired liumbly to be excuſed that he had 
4 unwillingly interrupted their ſport. When Casſ- 
2 had certified Ewarchas fully of all the procee- 
EF dings in that Combate, wherein he let nothing paſs 
VF that concerned his friends honour, and alto —_ the 
&}| King acquainted with his breeding , condition, . and 
bf} Countrey, he ſoon obtained abſolution for his vali- 
s;4 ant fact : However, the envious evening commi 

ez on, which denyed the undertaking. of a new Chace, a 
gJ ceſſation from that ſport was quickly proclamed by 
ir} the Kings command, and the rather, tor thatthey re» 
e-F turned with victory and ſpoil - Wherefore Fuarchus

fl Emmenes receiving this injunction from the King, 
's'] bowever he ſuppoſed, :he rather defired to have his 
£8 curioſity ſatisfied mis ability , than that his knows 
7 ledge could any way; be in{tructed by his relation, 
, excuſing | himſelf concerning his own particular 
adventures, as not worthy! His, Majeſties attention, 
he proſecuted this difcqurie : Fryly.Sir;- laid he, iris 
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no ſmall difficulty for a perſon of my mean capacity; 
to particularizethe true cauſes or motives of the firſt 
revolts in any Kingdom ; though you are pleaſed to 

ve me the imployment; ſince as the complaints for 
© moſt part are confuſed and uncertain , more 
verned perhaps by the paſſions and fancies of the 
common people , than grounded upon right and 
knowledge : ſo ofthe other fide; it cannot be denied, 
bur that often times prerogative and power will find 
out wayes and ſhifts to caſt off the aſperſions, either 
againſt themſclves or favoiirites , though I muſt con- 
feſs both may have reaſon enough; to defend their al- 
tegations, before an indifferent auditory, if ſuch a 
Tribunal could be inſtituted ; but that nor being poſ- 
ible to be had upon earth, mioſt conimonly ſuch con- 
etentions are only ended by the ſword , which Fate 
hath befell the fruitfull Tfland of Cypras; though 
now it be eſtabliſhed in a perfe& proſperity. 

Tothis purpoſe, the King of Egypt, natural Lord 
of thoſe Countries , having placed a Lady of emi: 
nent vertues as ſupreme governeſs for him , bothin 
Cyprus and Pamphylia, whether the people preſu: 
ming upon the ſuppoled weaknels of. her ſex, joyned 
with the inconſtancy of their own humours and di- 
ſpoſitions , of rather being put on to demand fome- 
thing (though they knew not very well what) that 
ſeemed to appertain to their antienr privileges, by 
the ambition of ſome of the Nobility ; (that belike 
feemed not very well ſatisfied) of a ſudden began 
moſt violently to complain of the obſtruction of their 
Cuſtoms, as alſo of the cruelty of the laws made (as 
they pretended) both againſ their freedom and con- 
ſciences ; And being tranſported with theſe furious 
fancies, when the Court leaſt choughr of their diſor- 
ders, they ran violently to all the chief Temple 

thel- 
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I City, where 1 may ſay, they committed 'marty out- 
ft duscd of neereſt affinity with ſacrilege and rebellion: 
ON but the Governeſſes extraordinary mildneſs and tem- 
r er, not only quickly aſſwaged all theſe begun mif- 
+ W8- y 
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demeanours ; bur readily pardoned their offences; 

though ſhe yery well knew, many principal perſons 

were interefſed inthe occaſion. of thoſe Tumults ; 
d, | notwithſtanding ſhe wiſely aid diſcreetly ſeemed 
df hot to take notice of them in regard ſuch intimati- 
ry ,ons might create thoſe jealouſies ; that probably 
"5 wouldapain kindle a new fire of diſcontent and ay- 
-J + prehenfion. WIEIE Roh 
a However the Court 2nd Councell of E E)P 3 ha- 
- ving underſtood theſe proceedings ; whoſe great- 
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thunder, he gave the people cauſe of fear andter-' 
-rour, before the tempeſt arrived , which cauſed ma- 
"ny of them, by the report only, to quit their dwel-. 
Aings; .as of the other ſide , not a few of the Noble- 
; men, that were the leaſt confident of their own loy- 
alty, preſently engaged one another in privat coun+ 
ſels. As ſoon as this great General arrived, he not 
only diſpoſſeſt the Governeſs her ſelf of her chief 
authority, by producing a larger Commiſlion, but 
ſeized upon the perſons of many of the Nobility, 
whoſe hves were publickly ſacrifized to his fury, 
whilſt terrour and amazement ſeized the hearts of 
the common people : Notwithſtanding this rough 
demeanour, he proclamed every where, ſhould 
maintained by the {word-, untill his own thoughts 
could become ſatisfied of the ſubjeRs entire obedi- 
ence to his commands. 6 

Theſe rigorous and new proceedings, quickly in- 
volved the whole Ifland of Cyprxs in a trembling 
confufion, as well as in a fucure rebelhon, in-, 
ſomuch as almoſt all people entertained thele 
ſtrange begingings , as ſad omens, if not preven- 
ted by ſome timely reſiſtance, that threatned a gene- 
rall deſtruction, as well to their lives as eſtates ; 
when as formerly they held themſelves the freeſt 
ſubjects of the world , by reafon of rhoſe privi- 
leges they had gained, by the indulgent natures 
ot their many good and mercifull Princes. 

Andthus, Sir, I muſt ſay, was the firſt fatal fire 
kindled in Cyprus, which ſince hath been augmen= 
ted by the powerfull intereſt of moſt of the Poten- 
- tates1n Aſa : For asupon theſe pretences the people 
preſently flew out into open hoſtility, ſo did they 
call in as many forein Princes, as they could to 
wheir aſliance, who glad of any occaſion to give 
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bounds to the Egyptian Mornarchy ; that then 
began to ſwell to a vaſt largeneſs in command, 
readily contributed their beſt endeavours , eſpecially 
the Father of Orſames King of Syria: in ſo much as 
the effects ſince have produced 6G much blood and 
ſlaughter; with other varieties of ſucceſs and for- 
tune, that many Books might be amplified with the 
ſory ; untill the ſucceſſion of command fell tos 
this gallant Duke, that now bears ſway inthat Regi- 
on; who hath been ſo- principal an inſtrument of 
the happineſs and preſent flouriſhing condition of 
the Iſland ( being not more valiant in war, than 
wiſe tn peace ) that the King of Zgypr himlſelf, is nor 
only reduced at preſent co that itate, by reaſon of 
his powerfull contentions againſt him, both by ſea 
and land, that he ſeeks peace upon any terros, 
with a reſignation of all his pretended rights ; be- 
ſides ihe people in regard of & Dukes prudent go- 
vernment,. with their own induſtry , (who at the 
beginning of theſe ſtirs were rather poor and con= 
temptible fiſhermen, than approved & credible Mer- 
chants) are become now fo tetrible upon the Sea, 
that by their numerous Veſſels for trading, they fetch 
home to their own quarters, all the riches of 
the world: The Chaves henknen put aitop to Em+ 
menes diſcourſe with chis language : And yet I have 
heard, ſaid ſhe, all the recompence he can pro» 
cure from their gratitudes, is only a bare penſion 
for, his ſupport: and ſubſiſtence , neither will they 


willingly allow bim any other Title ; chan their ſec- 
'vant; however his valour and conduct inthe wars, 
"upon all occaſions, brings to their aſſiſtance the 


eſt ſpirits:of {4ſa, as conceiving him moſt worthy 
to. be their: Maſter in martial affairs: *Tis true Mz= 


thm, anſwered Ewmencs, J- muſt needs confels the 
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People themſelves, although naturally they are nd 
Souldiers,. being. altogether addicted to the indu> 
ſtry of the ſpade, by which faculry they have pertor- 
med | admirable things, to the wonder of other 
Nations, yet are they crafty enough to maintain 
their own liberties, and ſuffer the Duke to enjoy 
no other jurildiction over them, than whar they are 
content from time to time, to afford him for their 
beſt commodity and advantage : nevertheleſs it 
1s thought, if his ambition were equal to his pow- 
er, he might make himſelf abſolute -Prince of the 
Countrey , without contradiction , having the 
Army fo entirely at his command, 2s well-in re- 
Sard of many factions amongſt their Governours, 
as by reaſon of rhe — of one head and Go- 
vernour ; eſpecially if rhey ſhould purchaic co them- 
ſelves peace from the King of Egypr , who (as I 
ſaid before) now ſeems with earneitneſs to defire it 
of them. 

After the King had a little ſmiled upon the 
Queen at Exmenes diſcourſe, ſo much pretending 
to the Nukes intereſt and commendarion, wins him 
ſelf extremely perfeR in the knowledge of thoſe 
parts, he began to argue with him in this manner : 
Although I cannot, laid the King, but approve of 
your obſervations, and much more commend your 
affectionate rhetorick in the Dukes. behalf, who 
no doubt in the general deſerves as much as you 
have ſaid , yet I muſt not conclude altogether with 

ou in belief, concerning this eafie acceſſion t0 
overaignty, though his intentions were directed to 
thoſe ambitions : for notwithſtanding you may fee 
him alwayes attended with glorious and b ant 
Troops inthe field, a proſpe&:, I muſt confeſs, that 
cannot but dazle youthfull or common eyes ;.Jet | 
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when it ſhall be conſidered withall, that the Com- 
mon Souldiers hog for the moſt part are rather 
carried on to their imployments, by their own 
private gain,than by the advancement of their Gene- 
ral) are onely payed by certain treaſurers appointed 
by the people , entirely fairhful ro their deſignes, that 
upon he leaſt diſorders may obſtruct or detain their 
wages, either in partorin the whole, it will bea 
very difficult matter , to unite them abſolutely in the 
Dukes deſignes againſt the Common-wealth ; eſpe- 
cially-when it ſhall be alſo remembred, that moſt of 
all the Towns in-the Iſland , are not only tron 

both by Nature and Art, but are continually guard- 
ed by the Burgers themſelves , without having any 
relation at all to the General, and ſo by conſequence 
are furniſhed with proviſions of every ſort, in ſo 
much as the leaſt Fort of the Country, 1s neither to 
be ſurprized by any manner of {tratagem, or to be 
taken without a very long ſiege , which would give 
the Dukes army without pay, occaſion enough to 
change their reſolutions in the interim; & rather ſeek 
to betray his perſon , than advance his ambition : 
Wherefore I hold him to be much a wiſer man;in de- 
fiſting from thoſe atrempts, than in entring upon 
deſignes, that at the worſt may ruine his poſterity, 
and at the beſt cannot much- mend his condition , 
ſince at the preſent the people afford him ſo large a 
Penſion for his entertainment , that doth more 
than equal the Revenues of many Abſolute 
Princes of the infertour rank , which is enjoyed, 


W I may ſay , without either Hazzard or Trou-

- And however the faQions of the people, as you * 
have intimated, may ſeem ſomething to-contribute ro

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t ew much they are addicted to freedom and equaliry, - 
though ſuch a necefliry ſhould compel a change , I 
am moſt confident they would rather call in again 
their old Prince, than make eleRtion of any new , 
much leſs the Duke, whom however his Birth and 
Titles are more illuſtrioys, yet in their hearts they 
rank him as once a Fellow ſubje&t with themſelves, 
to the King of Egypre. Andif peace, as you fay, | 
ſhould be incirely reſtored to that Iſland, the contra- 
ry now being a means the more {trongly to unite 
them againſt the common enemy , yet ſuch is their 
hate to a jurifdiction of that nature, I am perſwaved 
would never be brought to that ſubjetion , without 
an abſolute conquelt and deſolation , witneſs their 
not being able, as you have alrcady related to brook 
it in their lawfull King, under whom they ſeemetd to 
enjoy all manner of teliciry and content : Tis true , 
it is otherwiſe with the ſubjects of $ ria, who are fo 
wedded .o the honour and proſperity of their Prince, 
that it 1s unpoſhible to withdraw their fidelities, by 
_ any taxations, or almoſt oppreſiions whatſoever , 
though ſometimes their Nobility perhaps, flie our 
againit the power and greatneſs of favorites , who 
ſeem ſomething to obſcure their intereſt with their 
Soveraign , but all diſpoſitions not being alike: As 
for example, I finde my own ſubjeRts begin already 
to be weary of thoſe happineſſes under a peacefull 
Monarch, that other Kingdomes can but only hope 
tor, after along and bloudy experience . The King 
at theſe very words, as if he felt ſomething inwardly 
at the ſoul , reſted ſ{ilenc for a pretty ſpace; and then 
again , as if he had anew recolleQed his ſpirits, kiſ- 
' tag the Queen twice or thrice, he altered the ſubjet

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they arrived at the palace gate, where many lighted 
Torches attended to conduR him and the Queen up 
the ſtaires. Their ſupper being finiſhed, with no 
more curious tediouſneſs, than was convenient for 
the ſatisfying of the neceſlity of their apperites,ſharp- 
ned by their paſt dayes exerciſe , a great part of the 
night was ſpent in dancing with the Ladies , accor- 
ding to the cuſtom of the delightful Court of Lydia, 
in which recreation it was Caſ/ianzs Fortune, to en- 
tertainthe beautiful Princes Cloria, as if the Gods 
intended him the opportunity , but whether his fan- 
cie only made him believe it, or that really he did ut- 
ter ſomething of that nature to her innocent eares, 
yet ſhe ſeemed no way to be- warmed by a: Lovers 
flames + in ſo much as poor Caſtanxs became of a 
ſudden as frozen as his Miſtreſſes apprehenſions ;

Thigs being ſufficiently apprebended in your

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the preſent,” neither wonder at my intelſigence,ſine 
Ido confidently. aſſure you , that there is ſcarcea 
Court de{jpn how private ſoever , but I have know- 
ledge of the reſolution, by reaſon of my kindred and 
intimation amongſt the chiefeſt of Zarehns Coun- 
ſellers. - 

With this aſſurance you muſt know , that not ma- 
ny dayes ago there is arrived upon the Confines of 
Lydia, Anaxia the old Queen of Syria, who being 
for ſome time beaten at Sea by ſtorms , as at land by 
tempelts, procured by her own reſtleſs Nature, that 
couldnor indure to fit quiet under the ſecurity of her 
Sons proteQion, at laſt is come under the juriſdition 
of Znarchas as I believe,with an iritention to raiſe as 
many troubles in this Kingdom , as ſhe hath for ſome 
years paſt in other places, 


- As I cannot deny her to be a Lady of extellent 


p_ and in her youth of extraordinary beauty, 
o by her birth ſhe is of Corinth , rhe ouly Daughter 
to the Duke of that Magnificent City , which procuy 
red her fuch aliking by Orſames Farther, after the 
divorce of his former Wife, that wich much paſlion 
he not only made her Queen of Syria, bur at his 
death appointed her the ſole Gardian both ot his Son 
and Kingdom. This office truely ſhe managed with 
diſcretionenough, until the young Kings competent 
years, joyned with the ambition of ſome about his 
perſon, compelled her of a ſuddento leave her jurif- 
diction, yet not without ſo much unwillingneſle and 
diſtaſte , thatthe lives of her principal Counſellers 
were facrificed- by reaſon of the reſiſtance , and 
her ſelf for a long ſpace was confined to a Caſtle far 
from the Court, there to praRtice-more obedience, 
ſince her aQtiveſpirit was deemed to be inconſiſtent

marks of her inward diſcontents ; For no ſooner was 


the War broke out between Orſames and the King 


of Egypt, ( kindled as was Taid in part by her 
means) bur ſhe flew with all violence to the Egypti- 
an Court, where ſhe had been until this preſent, and 
perhaps would have longer there remained, notknow- 
ing elſe: whither well to fly for ſhelter and prote- 
on, if ſhe had nor procured an imployment that at 
preſent ſuits perfectly with her appetite , which is to 
treat of a Match between the Princeſſe Clsria our 
Kings Daughter , -and Ofir# the King of Egypr's 
Son ;- and this will no doubr be readily imbraced by 
Enarchus , fince he may thereby hope the betterto 


_ curh his Poor Subjets, who he knowes are rather 
aw'd by his power, than ſatisfied in his Aﬀecti-

Though Dimogeras ſeemed ſtill to proſecute his 
diſcourſe , yet Caſſianss at theſe laſt words of Cloris 
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derand lightening , infomuch as;preſently tarning! 
his face to the _ he ſcarce qavenn = ear to 
what he faid : Dimogoras finding with ſome more! 
obſervauon, that the Prince had not onely changed 
bis poſture, but bis atrentiveneſs, imapined that the 
y #ppchenſion of Exarchus diſafteRion ro his 
o, 1n regjary has intereſt had been ſo long neg- 
d , was the ſole reaſon of his ſudden alteration, 
though the lecrer flames of the Princefle Clorias 
beauty, was the onely occaſion of his preſent diſtem- 
per, conſidering the jmall probability was left him 
$o-obtain bis defire, now a Match of ſuch ſplendor 
wasDoftered to her choice. 
- \Aﬀer Dimogoras bad expected ſomething longer 
wiharthe Prince would do, he began this diſcourſe , 
As cannot blame your Nature much , ſaid he, to be 
troubled confidering the cunning diverſions of your 
Unkle Exarchas, whom as I may ſay, ſfeckes any 
thing na manner, before your good and benefit, ſo 
of the other {ide ic doth not become a Yrince of your 
Birch and ExtraGtion, to entertain dejectly theſe 
pallages, when you may be aſſured that almoſt all 
Ly6ie will contribute bountifully to your preſent aid 
andafſiſtance , wherefore 1 ſay, fince this ſloathful 
man is ſo far from being moved 1n regard of his natn- 
ral inclination to. eaſe and pleaſure , our of thoſe 
courſes which his flatterers have .bewitched him in, 
we mult edeavour to diſturb him in his Govern- 
ment; and the rather, for that we ſee :he.intends ano- 
ether effect of tyranny by a new allience with the E- 
an State to maintain his abſolute juriſdiction 
over the liberties of his people , though Clorin were 
more properly beltowed upon your felf of the ſame 
Blood and Religion, than on-a perſon whoſe Nation 
hath ever reyy ts pernicious ada: 
Wea , 
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wealth ; upontheſe conſiderations as tt cannot be bir 
convenierit by the whole Kingdom to look to 
it's own ſafety,ſo by an unavoidable neceſlitywe malt 
have prefently aſſembled the great Councel, to put'a 
ſudden Rop to theſe threatming events , that like o- 
minous Comets ſeem at this inſtant to have direful 
aſpeRs in-our Hotizon,blazing as it were deſtruction 
to all our happineſs and proſperity ; and for 'that 
Emarchus will never endure to hear of ſuch a remedy 
withour meer compuliion , we will attempt to {tr up 
the age of the diicontented My/5ian, over whom 
Orſames the King of Syria, hath tuch an abſolute zu- 
riidiction that Exarchas Authority will be very luue 
eſteemed in thoſe parts, notwithſtanding the legality 
of his Title; and that King, as you very well know, 
cannot be but well pleaſed, to = hold of any occ4- 
ſion, whereby this new intended alliance between 
the Crowns. of Lydia and Egypt , may be blaſted 
in mm Bud, before it come to any mature- ript- 
nelle, 
| As he was further proceeding in theſe exclamati- 
\ | ons againſt the Goverment,they were both interrup- 
| ted by a Meſſenger from the King,not onely to know 
how the Prince had reſted the night paſt after his 
dayes ſport in bunting, butwirhall co deſire his com- 
pany in a ceremonious Courtſhip , he intended-in 
perlon-to beſtowed upon the old Queen of Sys 
his Wives Mother , though before the Officer could 
be ſent for into the Princes Chamber, Dimogoras fud- 
denly took his leave. 
When Caſſianus had humbly returned histhanks 
to. the King, for his favour in inquiting ' (as he ſaid) 
any way after his concernments, he told the Meſſen- 
ger, that however he could not be very apprebenhive 
ot his owndanger , y&he muſt complain little "od 
| 1s 
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hisindifpoſition, which he feared would hinder him 
from rendring his Majeſty that ſervice he command 
ed, eſpecially fince the Ceremony: was neceſfarily ty 
be performed in ſo great an Aſſembly ;' rather hisins 
rentions were for ſome few dayes to keep his Cham: 
ber, as he ſaid, to try whether that retirement woult 
in\any kind contribute to his Amendment ; fince 
he found his thoughts oppreſt by melancholy far- 
cies. 

This quickly gave occaſion to moſt of the Court ty 
vilit him , yet after thoſe times when he perceived 
himſelf free from thoſe Complements (that he count» 
ed no other than meer diſturbancies) he would 
often diſpute with his diſcontents in this Nature, 
which proved a great deal more uncomfortable , 

in regard he communicated his Thoughts to 
none : 

O Caſſianxs , ſaid he, to what dangerous rocks 
have thy fortunes led thee, not to be.relieved, bur 
by an inhoſ itable compliance, with thoſe thac per- 
haps more for their own ambition, than thy good, 

. endeavour thy Unkles ruine? O gentle Cloris , is it 
poſſible that theſe thoughts in thy ſervants breaſt, 
can be any more concealed from thy knowledge,than 
from the Gods divineſt Oracle ? what greater indig- 
nity can be offered to the heavens, than to harbour 
in one heart, both Love and Treaſon, at the ſame 
time ?-confider , O unworthy Caſſianus, with what 

 affeRionate proteſtation Exarchus bath hitherto en- 
tertained all chy concernments, which hath produced 
effects already, to the ſending of an Embaſladour 
to the King of Armenia, upon whoſe return,and not 
before, thou art to expe thy-doom ; and for this 

- pretended love between Cloria and Oſiris, perhaps

formation, ſince the old Queen of Syrias neceſlicies 
gave her reaſon enough, to ſeek both retirementand 
reception, wichour any other deſign whatſoever : nay 
furcher, it may very probably be ſuppoſed, that Di- 
mogeras intereſt or ſpleen, may adminiſter occaſions 
both of. roo much jealouſie , and over-haſty aQtion , 
wherefore Caſſianws, be not thouignobly the chief 
inftrument of Dimogoras malice, and the onely ſtale 
to others ends. Thus he imployed his time, whilſt a 
brave Mask was preparing at Court, for the enter- 


- tainment of the Queen of Syria; which in the in- 


terim filled every ones expeCtation , though it contt- 
nued till Caſſianxs in his Chamber , however, as I 
yd, before, more viſited than his thoughts de- 
lired. 

For this great Triumph there was deſigned, a large 
Hall within the City of Sard:s.ſupported with Corin- 
thian Pillars of Theban Marble, erected at-the firit 
onely for the Coronation of the Kings of Lydia : it 
was beaurified with excellent pictures of Aoſaick, 
work, enriched with Azure and Gold , the fides re- 
preſented ſeveral delightful Landskips, compoſed for 
the moſt part of natural ſtones; and where in true 
repreſentation any place wanted, the defe&ts became 
ſupplied, with exquiſite painting of moſt of rhe beſt 
hands of Aſia : -the floor was all wrought over 
with divers figures of Jet and Jvory, here and there 
alſo graced by other colours : when the night came

Of the others, ſparkling like ſo many Stars in thie Fir- 
\mament , 'bur the Kings Officer ; ufito whom che 
charge was commiirted , gave preſent cotninand that 
ſhould be diſcovered; whereupon a large 
Curtain at the farther end of the room by little and 
lictle lifced it ſelf up to the uppermoſt part of the roof, 
behind which was repreſented a large Heaven, curi 
ouſly figured by many ſhining clouds: under this 
Jeeming concave ; was an aruficial Globe of the

of favour with her Son, whereby he might have the 
better opportunity to manage all Court buſinefles 
himſelf,fince he knew ſhe could not but obſcure, or at 
leaſtinterrupt his greatneſle; with the abſolute pow- 
er be intended. The _ whoſe courage could 
not eaſily be ſuppreſt , as her wit was not to be limit- 
ted, began publickly to caſt all her affetion upon her 


ſecond Son Oreftes, in requital as ſhe thought of the 


Kings diſreſpe&t to her perton, the onely heir appa- 
rent to the Crown; ſince Grſamezs his brother had no 
iſſue at all, and to that purpoſe not onely gave him 
free liberty , but werkal aſſiſtance in his Love and 
Courtſhips he had long pretended to a young Lady 
though a ſtranger of great birth under her.protecti- 
on, Called Alciana , whereby he might be rendred 
more powerful to oppoſe Philoſtros proceedings , as 
well in the ample kindred of the Lady, asin the hope 
he ſhould give the kindom of a plenuiful poſterity be 
. her ; but the ſubtile fayourite not alone ap gr x. 

rhe growing danger 40 his Maſter by the foreſai 
Sreatnels of his Brother, ſince all mens eyes were caſt 
upon him as the unqueltionable Succeſſor, Orſamecs 
not being likero have children,bur willing alſo to ex- 
ercile his ſpight againſt che Queens plots out of Am- 
dition not to- be out-witted by a Woman , poſ- 
ſet the King privately with a jealous opinion of 
the dangerous conſequence of ſuch a conjunRi- 
on, himſelf being without iſſue , fince the peos 

ple would be more apt as he ſaid, to- look upgn 
; bis 
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his Brothers eſtabliſhed houſe, than his own pre- 
fent government; When as long as he was unmar- 
ried the eyes of the multitude would be diverted to 
other confuſed ObjeQs of Pretenders, not abſolute- 
ly ſerled upon any one : And this was ſufficient, 
with the Addition of Philoſtros Counſel , no leſſe 
than an Oracle in the belief of Orſames, to cauſe him 
to ſend for his Brother, and taking him aſide into a 
privat Gallery, beganto expoſtulate with him in this 
manner. 

Oreftes, (aid he, I Know you cannot be fo ill na- 
tured,” as to forget the AﬀeCtion I have alwayes 
bornyou as a Brother , nor doTI believe the world is 
not ſufficiently periwaded of the careT have of you 
as your Prince, which two tyes mult draw. from me 
both for'your good and my ſafety , rather a diſcreet 
admonition , than a commanding 1njun&ion , ſince 
my defire is it ſhould be ſo interpreted and executed 
by you : know then , that I underſtand, ithere is a 
privat affe&tion growing , if not already gone too 
far, between you and Alciana , a match I conceive 
neither convenient for your tate, or the welfare of 
Syria,fince you are not onely a great Kings Son born, 
bur likely to be inheritor of my Crown and Dignity, 
which alfo would diſtaſte che whole kingdom, when 
your thoughts ſhould be perſwaded, rather to make - 
eleRion of aſtranger than one of your own Country, 
fince there are ſo many beyond her, | worth your 
regard : but to avoid further expoſtulatien,& to make 
fryal of your obedience, it being the Laws of Syria, 
that the next Heir ſhould not marry without the 
conſent of the Prince, that you preſently lay down 
your affe&ions , andentertain no new ones without 
my privity. ThisI conjure you to perform, both 
out of the loye you ought to bear m2 asa Brother, 
: F 3 and 
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and the reverence you ow to me as a Prince; without - 
examining further my reaſons, if you mean to enjoy 
. my ſmiles, and not undergo the heavy weight of my 
indignation , and lefthim alſo at the ſame inſtant in 
a Sea of confuſion, to conyerſe only with bis unruly 
imaginations, which continued Oreftes for ſome 
time, as it were frozen in his deſpair, until having ſuf- 
ficiently tired himſelf with Lverlities of fancies, 
ſometimes complaining again his Brotbers cruelty, 
& otherwhile curſing Philoſtrospolicy,at laſt reſolved 
to carrry the newsto hjs almoſt loſt Miſtreſs , where, 
after he bad with many ſighs and more tears laid 0- 
pen the Tyrannicaſ Sentence of the King, as he 
called it, they borh caſt their pitriful looks at one ano- 
ther,as if they meant to blame themſelves for the miſ- 
fortune which for the prelent parted them, fike two 
that went to their graves, never more [0 enjoythe 
comfort of each others coverſation : But Oreſtes not. 
being long able to bear the torment of this rigid in- 
junction, flew to Axaxias affetion for a redreſs, 
whom as he conceived, wanted neither power nor 
will to afliſt himin his extremity , and ſhe as quickly 
with compaſſion carryed his complaints to a / ames, 
fortified with all the reaſons the prerogative of a Mo- 
ther could uſe, however the abſolute power of Phile- 
fros beat down wj.:h violence her diligent endea- 
yours,pretending the ſafety of the King,and the pro- 
ſperity of Syria, was to be preferred eicher before a 
Brothers fooliſh paſſions, or a Mothers prepoſterous 
deſires, which only left the enraged Queen to mutiny 
againſt her Sons ſeeming diſobedience, finding how - 
much her own power was leſſened , by the growing 
greatnels of him ſhe had preferred to maintan it. Bur 
nc withſtanding Orſames conſent could not be won 
to the continued loves of the young Couple, yet Ore.

fles. by the help" of his witty and indulgent Mother, 
not onely. was encouraged ſtill to proſecute his ſetled 
aftecion to. Alciana, but procured means ofcentimes 
to meet his Miſtrels ſecretly.ia-a, garden belonging to 
the Queenes Lodgings; wheretheir paſſions cauſed 
them'for the moſt part to burſt forth into theſe ex- 
preſtions : O Alciana,ſaid Oreftes, how unjult are the 
Gods to debar us from that coverſation that Lovers of 
meanelt condition enjoy with abundant liberty? how 
happy ſhould we eſteem our ſelygs to be,ſaid he,ifrhe 
open Fields were made privy to our vertyous intenti- 
ons , and the..Innocent Birds called as Witneſles 
roour Frequent Vowesto ſing Epithalamions to our 
mariape Feaſts ? O the unhappy ſtate of Crowns ſo 
much coveted, and vet brings with it conſuming fires 
of all content, kindled by the raging flames of reltleſs 
{uſpicion, the JeſtruRion of Friendſhip and Charity. 
How fortunate ſhould we be, dear Alciava, ſaid he, 
if a poor Cottage were the preſent habitation for our 
perſons, and a coarſe bed the reſting place for our 
Loves, rather than be thus fettered Ph the Golden 
Bands of vain Titles (falſely called privileges) that 
impriſon.us from our chief delights,. and onely hap- 
pineſs? Then the fair Alciaze with tears inſtead of 
expreſlions, would oftentimes ſignifie her approba- 
tion of his reaſons, and then again break forth into 
theſe paſſions of wiſhing her ſelfrather a Shepherdeſs 
than a Princeſs, ſo ſhe might freely poſſeſs her Be- 
loved Orefles, acculing Cupid for want of power or 
pitty, to lett. them ſafier ſo undeſervedly, alſo com- 
planing birrerly againſt the remorleleſs rules of State 
and Policy, that impoſed ſuch thraldom upon Lovers 
againſt divine and Ks laws, then returned toa 
freſh cariere of weeping,as if ſhe meant ro ſend up her 
grief to heayen by water to procure redreſs, though 
F:.4 almolt 
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aImoft in the ſame moment ſhe caſt down her eyes 
and hands, asif deſpair had beaten back ber proven 
from thence when ſhe conſidered the power of cheir 
adverſaries: after all ſhe continued ina fad filence, 
untill more than hopes of the Queens aſtiſtance tran- 
Jported both their thoughts againto be confident of 
fruition without danger or inconvenience. And thus 
theſe two mournful;, though ſometimes comforted 
lovers, would often ſpin out the tedious hours of the 
night without reſt, much leſs fleep , till Phabs him- 
ſelf was forced to give them — to depart, who 
like valiant champions made good the field untill the 
uttermoſt minute, notwithſtanding their careful ſer- 
vants divers times ſounded the retreat for fear of a

ut however they endeavoured in this manner, to 
enjoy ſome part of their loves, like people in a bar- 
ren Country, that beheld a far off a fruitful Hand, 
and confdnot pet to it, by reaſon of the interpoſition 
of. the Sea, though ſome thing delighted with the 
fight only, yet crafty Philotros that had alwayes bis 
eyes opento thoſe deſigns he had a mind to compaſs, 
quickly became informed of ther nightly meetings, 
and ajmoſt as ſoon carried the diſcovery to his Ma- 
ſters intelligence ; wherein he alleged,that the Queen 
her ſelt was the principal inſtrument, that procured 
the young Couple fuch frequent opportunities, agd 
therefore with more care and violence as he {aid to 
be prevented , ſothar an A preſently paſt in the 
Counce), to have the Lady ſent home to her own ' 
friends, whereby ſhe might be abſolutely ſeparated 
from Oreftes Courrſhips. Which ſuddenly being put 
in execution, it was a queſtion whether amazement 
or deſpair plaid the greater part in the lovers boſoms;

rape, not only ſh expoſtulared the bufineſs with 
the King her Ce en the ſaw ſhe could nor 
prevail by any perſwaſion , gave private Counſel and 
permiſſion to Oreſtes, to leave the Court, whereby to 

roſecute his marria Miſty 
oh own Country : This you may believe he wanted 
not diligence to execute, when the authority of 2 
Mother complied with his own violent deſires; ſo 
that ſecretly ſtealing to the Caſtle of Alciana, heirs 
ſtantly gave intelligence of the approaching Nupti- 
als, by the invitation of all the Princes of her. kin- 
dred, to afſemblear an appointed day , to be Noble 
witneſles of the joyful Triumphs intended. 

Bur Philoftros, finding himſelf likely to be outſtript 
by a womans wit, began to conjure up all the ſpirits 
of his politick brain tor prevention, and fell upon an 
attempt to corrupt a certain intimate Favorite he- 
longing to Oreſtes , not only with the promile of a 

reat Dukedom in the Country of Syria, but alſoro 
beſtow upon him a rich Heir in Marriage, the better 
ro maintain the Title ; Theſe glorious baits I ſay ſo 
far prevailed in the Favorites ambitiousand falſe na- 
ture, that he was content to ſell his Maſter to buy the 
purchaſe , ſo that the two Lovers more open to Love 
than watchful of Treaſon, the night before the in- 
rended Ceremonies ſhould have been performed, be- 
ing privarely at their devotions in Venus Temple, ac- 
cording to the preſcribed cuſtom, they were both ſe- 
parate from one another by a ſelected m_ of 
Souldiers, ſent to that purpoſe by Philofros, which 
ſuddenly carried Oreftes from the ſad fight of his 
molt dearly beloved Alciana , who had only oppor- 
runiry left her to bewail her misfortune, whil'it her 
betrothed husband in the interim, was conveyed into 
a ſtrong Fort, to be ſafely guarded untill the Kings 
—_ 


with his Miſtreſs A4lcianain .. 
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pleaſure ſhould be known, concerning the diſpoſyr 
of his perſon; however bis unworthy Fayorite paid 
the deſerved debt dueto ſuch a Treaſon,for although 
Philoſtros performed with him punRually the agree: 
ment, in giving him both the Dukedom and che Heir, 
tthe very day of his Nyptials, :he cauſed him t9 

oſe his head for his reward. x. 

.. Nevertheleſs moon Oreftes neither received liberty 
from his impriſonment, or .eaſenient of his grief, 
which cauſed him for the moſt part to fit with his 
Arms croſs, looking up at the heayens, as if he ac- 
cuſed them for his ſufferings, And his ſtrained paſli: 
ons ſometimes would violently burſt forth into.im- 
precations both againſt his brother and Philoſtres , 
calling Orſames Tyrant, and his Fayorite the Center 
of deceipt , from whoſe wickedneſſes as he fancied, 
proceeded itreams of diſturbances, that drowned the 
whole world in confuſion. Such diſcontented lanr 
gnage did his diſtempers break forth , which howe- 
ver racher tired bimſelf, than wounded his enemies ; | 
whilſtinthe mean time, Philoſtros plaid with him like 
a huge fiſhintangled with an angle,too great ſudden- 
ty to pullout of the water, leti im by , rnd work 
himſelf ont of: breath, thar at laſt he might deal witb 
him according to his pleaſure ; ſince there is no better 
remedy againſt violent contention; than to ſeem to 
ſtrive with it, which renders itlike an enlarged flame 
leſs furious : Even ſo it fared with this Prince, that 
having tired himſelf by his overmuch paſſion, ſee- 
ming]y at laſt came to ſo underhanda patience , rhat 
he appeared fitted for thoſe impreſſions, which Phi- 
faftros had a mind he ſhould ſeal; andto tha powpote 
imployedone Dion an ancieftt Noble-man of Syria, 
incruſted formerly by Oreſtes father in many weighty 
imployments, to perſwade him to paſs ſuch Ah, 
is 
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his policy thought moſt-convenient for Orſames ſecu- 
rity,which was publickly ro diſavow that private con- 
rad, made between him and Alciana, fince the opi- 
nion every one had of that mariage, gave not onl 
hopes of a new poſterity, but a certainty alſo of 
liſtance by her kindred upon all occaſions. 
Wherefore one day this Dion watching the time 
when Oreſtes was in his beſt temper, and bis thoughts 
appearing moſt calmed from extravagancies, entrefl 
into his Chamber with ſuch a humility, as became the 
diſtances of their perſons ; And after a while ſpentin 
divers diſcourſes, the better to diſguiſe his intentions, 
he began with himin this manner. 
My Lord, ſaid he, as it was my happineſs, during 
the life of your admired Father, to be not only wit- 
neſs of his glorious ations, but as a Seryant to his 
commands, ſpent my youthful years in the adyance- 
ment of his fame ; whereby he became loy'd at home, 
and fear'd abroad, and that ferled this mighty Mo- 
narchy of Syria, before almoſt torn in pieces by do- 
meſtick factions, inthe high State of felicity and ho- 
nour, he left it ro your virtuous Brother, though an 
Infant under the proteRtion of your Mother ; whe 
enjoyed the Tuition,as long as the Laws of the King- 
dom would give her leave to govern , however ur 
hath not pleaſed the Gods as yet co bleſs him with po- 
ſterity ; ſo that by all probability the ſucceſſion is 
like to fall upon you, 74 our own actions do notdi- 
vert and change the minds of thoſe people you are to 
rule, either by diſcontenting your Brother, in thato- 
bedience you ow him as your Prince, or by giving 
the SubjeRs an opinion, you rather aym pa oy 
at your own private pleaſures,than their furure good, 
4n chuſing a wife of a ſtrange Countrey, when you 
May have ſo many at home, as if you a the 
eleftion

eletion meerly becauſe you were out of fove with 
-your own Countrey , —_— when you know the 
tawsof Syria abſolutely forbid, the heir apparent to 
take a Conſort, withour the approbartion ofthe King, 
which intirely abſolves you from that contraQ be. 
tween you and Alciana , for which only aQ you are 
now detained in priſon, not only to your own diſcon- 
rent, but to your Brothers diſpleaſure, ſince he is a- 
bout new Counſels, how he may ſertle the ſucceſſion 
upon other pretenders, for that your ſubbornneſs 
ſeems to render you uncapable of the Empire. Per- 
haps you will allege thatthe rules of Religion com- 
nas. you inviolably to obſerve the ſacred promiſe of 
mariape, accorded between you two before the face 
of heaven; unto which T mult anſwer, rhat all com- 
pats made in the prejudice of an others right, are 
alto to be eſteemed invalid, of no force , and 
not to be perſiſted in without a double offence, the 
one to the party injur'd , and the other towards the 
Gods, who have expreſly enjoyned the contrary , ſd 
that if ar firſt you d1d commit a f1n of diſobedience to 
your Brothers will, by attempting to take a wife with- 
out hisconſent, contrary to the known ordinances of 
Syria , letar laſt your ſudden repentance extenu- 
ate the offence, whereby you may be recon- 
ciled 'both to heaven and earth; leſt the ju- 
ſtice ofthe one,and the vengeance of the other over- 
take you. Again, whereas you may think , that 
the perfections of Alcians are not to be paralleld, 
which however is no ſufficient plea to render you ob- 
inat) I anſwer, that oftentimes our fancy out-does 
our:judgement,which makes that become excellent in 
our fight , that we have only brought our mind by 
ſome accident paſlionatly to deſire; and therefore 
will lay before you this confidergtion as a refuting 
' example, 
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example, whether you can pbſlibly believe with a 
cleer apprehenſion, that the ſmall circle of Alciaza's 
body, can contain ſo much beauty , as the large ex- 
rent of all Syria? in which compaſs you may be your 
own Carver , with envious contention , who may be 
the happy objeR of your choyce : With theſe words 
he ended his diſcourſe, wa 9 16 Hor reply with a 
relpetful ſilence ; which prelently brought forth ma» 
ny conſiderations in Oreſes rroubled boſom , and af 
cer ſome time theſe expreſſions. | 

Muſt the ſacred Lawes, by which our fouls are 
united in one before the Throne of Heaven; be 
thus abrogated by humane power ? ſhall Pohcy 
triumph over Religion ? and Kings exak them- 
ſelves above the Gods, not fearing to contend: as 
gainſt their decrees?” muſt Philoftros wiſdom' be 
eſteemed above Hymens Rights ?_ can pittileſs 
man bchold the perfeRions of divine Alciana, and 
not melt into compaſſion ? All which he uttered 
with other extravagancies of the like nature, 
which gave Dion a deſire to take his leave for the 
preſent, hoping another time to find him in a 
more moderate temper. But Oreſtes perceiving 
his intention, and refleRing in ſome ſort upon the 
gravity of the perſon that gave him the advice ; 
of a ſudden took him by the hand, telling bim it was 
not kindly done ro leave him in his- extremities, 
ſince there wasa hope,as he ſaid,aftera litrle conſide- 
ration, he might be wrought to credit any perſwaſi- 
on that ifitended for his good, and would be the pro- 
ſperity of Syria : This gave Dion ſo much fatisfacti- 
on, that he not only ſtaid with him for the inſtant,en- 
deavouring to fortifie his reaſons with new argu- 
ments, butin a ſhort while plying him continually 
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abſolute promiſe, .to ferform what as his Brother 
ſhould command him to the diſanulling of the for- 
mer contra between him and Alciana. When Dios 
had gained thus much upon the Princes inconſtancy, 
with this joyful conceived news, he went to congra- 
talate the itching eats of the =_ favorite;that from 
tirne to time expected the. iſſue, who eſteemed it a 
moſt ſupreme diſhonour to have any of his plots fail 
in their ſucceſs, and to this purpoſe a day was appoin- 
ted ſoon after for a publick Afſembly,who were to be 
witneſſes to the whole' Kingdom of Oreftes intenti- 
ohs, to the content of many, but wonder of all;ſince 
the example was eſteemed extraordinary, as the pet- 
ſons were eminent,which gave Oreſtes liberty to-take 
his recreations where he pleaſed , ſo that '6ne time 
walking under a tow of orderly fer Trees in a Park 
belonging to his Lodgings, beirig accompanyed on- 
ly with his now more quieted thoughts, ſince his love 
Altiana begin to be blotred'our of his memory, by 
new conſiderations that entertained him, he was ſa- 
tuted by a youth, whoſe face appeared beautiful, as 
his looks innocent , only a large patch upon the ſide 
bf his cheek, with his hair careleſsly covering a great 
art of his fote-head , rendered him by much leſs 
lovely, than nature ſeemed to- have intended him, 
however, his eyes ſparkled a kind of petfeRion, that 
gave an admirable luſtre to the reſt of his ſecured 
countenance; which again was aupmented by the ru- 
by of his lips. Oreſtes takeh with the delight of the 0b- 
jeR, could not be bat curious of the butmels, there- 
fore with more attention he gave ear to his words , 
and the rather,for that the boy told him, he had not 
only a meſlage, but a requeſt to preſent unto him, if 
'his patience or charity would give him the hearing, 
-and with that wept, as if a ſad Story were the

an unfortunate Couſin of Alcia#a,; firice her late res 
tirenietit into a Cloyſter, had left him ts the world tg 
ſeek entertainment in his ſervice after 'having bee 
robb'd and wounded by certain Theeves.Oreſtes het 
ring the name of his almoſt forgotten Alciana, iee> 
med ſuddenly firucken with ſome fatal Omen that 
accas'dbim of perjuty and ingratitude,for which de- 
ſervedly he mierited to! be puniſhed ,, wherefore he 
feared” himſelf upon a bench in thoſe walks, with 
his Arms folded one within another, as if he 
meant to weave his thoughts an ititricace labyrinth 
of diſcontent, his eye: ers, v7 to Heaven; 4548 
were to penetrate the very boſom of the Gods; 66 
be informed of the depth of his" offence ; This Be 
continue glaſing his ſ1ght all the while with te 
troubled water of his ſorrowful tears, untill che yourli 
himſelf with the ſadneſs of his conremplation, cot 
not chuſe but-accompatry his paſſion with a few dis 
{tilled drops of Criſtal from his own beaugfut 
eyes, and withall by way of - ihterguption- t6ld 
him , that although he intended his prefernieat 
in kis ſate, yet he was not ſo unmannerly, as to'pf6s 
cure his vexation thereby ,. but rather if he thought 
his unworthy ſervice might prove any inconve= 
nierice ' to his more. glorious imployments, bg 
would moſt willing nocgithRauding this kinfworans 
kind recommendation (whom he conceived bad had 
ſome intereſt in his brea(t)defiſt from further proſecu® 
his intention,how profitable ſoever it mighr prove 
to his unfortunate condition. O uncharitable Phalari- 
*, replied Oreftes, be not ſo unjuſt as to miſconſter 
my preſent paſlion, or to entertaih the leaſt ſiniſter 

| opinion 
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opinion in thy yet innocent Reſome; that any defire; 
from the fair Alciaza can be leis commanding to my. 
grieved ſoul, than as a decree enzoyned me by the 
powerful Heavens, which muſt not be liſobeyed no 
peatle Boy, fſaidhe, Ido not onely entertain-thee; . 
conſtitute thee my dear and onely Companion 
to talk nothing but Alciana,to liken every flower we 
can find in our ſoft converſation to the ſeveral perfe- 
Rions of beautious Alciana ; and when we have dif 
cours'd whole Summer gayes upon that delightful 
Theame, thou ſhalt | them together in a-gay 
Noſegay, and carry them ro my Love, as Emblems 
of her PerfeRions and my Conſtancy ; informing her 
of all the ſad poſtures poor Oreftes undergoes for the 
abſence of his dear Atcians ; nay, more, aſſure her, 
that the Sun ſhall ſooner loſe his light, than be th= 
bright remembrance of that.Beavty.,, which onely 
captivates his heart, for Death by the force of 
tful Tyranny may well ſeparate our mortal bo- 
gies, but qur pure Souls ſhall ever live together united 
in the Heavens, triumping over all humane injuries 
and violence: :* 
But Phalarixs having obtain'd as he thonght what 
he came for, would not expoſtulate more with hint 
the reaſons of his paſſion , onely he defired to know 
if he hada deſire to entertain him according to Alct4 
«x's requeſt, whether it was not neceſſary to accom- 
modate. himſelf otherwiſe for his ſervice, ſince he 
had ſome friends not far off that he was aſſured would 
asfiſt him to that purpoſe ? No already dear Phalars- 
&r, replyed Oreſtes , the commands of ſweet Alciana 


. work not upon fo dull a SubjeR, as to admit of the 


leaſt protraQtion ,' beſides; thou muſt, ſaid he, be a 
yﬀoury and aCtive Meſſenger to divert her —_— 
rom that killing reſolution of retirement, and by 


that 
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chat means releaſe Oreſtes from a world of torments, 
which he ſhould ſuffer in being oy wary; baniſhed 
from the fweet converſation of his moſt dear Love: 
With this, raking the Boy by the white hand, he led 
him into his own Lodgings, enforming every one 
that he was a neer Kinſman to the Princeſs Alciana; 


' hispaſſion not being able to hide that which his dif- 


cretion ſhould have concealed, ſince his Enemies 
wanted not ſufpition to keep over him ittl] watchfut 
ſpyes to obſerve his ations, knowing his determina- 
tions to be variable, as his Nature was violent; In 
cancluſfion he made the dainty Ganymed not only his 
daily play-fellow, but his night-Companion ; which 
two ſeaſons for the moſt part were ſpent in diſcourſes 
concerning Alciana ; Bnt the time approaching for 
Iis publick negation of the contract between him 
and Alciana, Din again was ſent by Philoſtros to put 
himin mind both of the hour and the circumſtances, 
whereupon Oreſtes, contrary to hisexpeRation, like 
an enraged Lion, fell upon him with this Lan- 
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. wicked Man , ſaid he, doſt thou believe the 
Gods will ſuffer thee to go unpuniſhed for this at- 
tempt? muſt the ſacred Laws by which the two Souls 
of Alcianaand my felfare united in one before the 


| Throne of Heaven, be abrogated by humane power, 


as I formerly told rhee? can that Devil Philoftros, 
whoſe onely Spirit thou art, retain in his uncompaſ- 
fionate breaſt, ſtilt conſtanc intentions of this impie- 
ty? or will my-unnatural Brother for ever punifh 
me, and prote his malicious favorite without end, 
againſt Ripht and Reaſon ? Is all Religion abſolutely 
baniſhed from eyery humane heart, and nothing ſuc- 
ceeds but unconſcionable intereſt and cruelty? can- 
not the benefits of my dead _ or the wig 
0 
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of my dead Mother art all work thy nature to an 
pitty 2 and baniſh from chy pernicious choights, thats 
malicious treaſons thou intendeſt againſt Love and 
Goodneſs? wherefore I ſay, get thee out of ry ſight, 
or by the Gods] will. make thee a quick facrifice to 
the infernal furies. - net 

- Dion had no need of any Counſel at the preſent 
to avoidrtheſe extravagant intemperances; however,. 
with reſpect enough he took his leave , lince his wil- 
domthought it berrer to temper his paſſion,than pro- 
voke his choler, and yet inſtantly he carried the news: 
to Philoſtros, with the addition alfo of his opinion; 
that certainly it was the frequent converſauion of the: 
newly entertained Kinſman to Alciana, that alcered: 
the reſolution of Oreſtes; Phil:ſtros conſidering this 
range and fudden change, could not chuſe but be 
of the {ame belief, and: theretore called a Counſel-of 
his own privat friends, wherein after ſome conſulta-. 
tion, with the approbation of the King ; command. 
was __ to an Officer of the Court, with a ſtrong; 
guard to repair the next morning to the Princes 
Lodgings , there by force to ſeparate him from his 
yOu Favorite, and then to convey his perſon" t6 

ome place of leſs liberty, where again he might be. 
treated withal} about his former promiſe ; a am 

ment given as might be ough againſt all morality 
and pitty ; but the ſupport of a Crown will not be. 
regulated by any compaſlion , tears being only fit - 
for the condition of a penitent , no-way becomming 
the dignity of an nnthroned King , whoſe - dazeling 
glory mult nor behold che dark 'misforcnne of any 
other condition. This reſolution, I ſay, was put in 
execution with all expedition and-yigour , for the | 
Captain of the guard , a man of a rough nature, ha- 
received his commiſion , at the time appointed went.

up irito the Chamber of Oreftes , and finding him a 
bed, though his diligent Servant Phalarias was new- 
ly riſen from the warm ſides of his dear Maſter,where 


he had repoſed the night paſt ; The Officer ina cold 


complemerit ſhewed him the ſtrict commitlion of the 
King bis Brother, deſiring him without reſiſtance or 
delay he would prepare himſelt to an abſolute obedi- 
ence, which elſe might turn to his greater prejudice. 
But Oreſtes, not taken with a dejected ſorrow, though 
he too much apprehended the injury, preſently flew 
out of his bed, like ſome furious wild beaſt, that fear- 
ed to be deprived of that prey,which his own hunger 
had lately procured , and fo ſeized upon his naked 
Sword that lay neer him on the Table, vowing to 
make that weapon the inſtrument of his juſt revenge, 
if he laid the leaſt finger upon his dear Phalariys, 
with intention to ſeparace him from his ſight and 
converſation. The Captain, whoſe providence had 
before placed the guard at the ſtairs foo, to be ready 
at his command if there were occaſion, ſuddenly cal- 
led themto his aſſiſtance, who with all violence 0- 
beying the injunction, in an inſtant incompaſſed O- 
reftes abour, neither regarding his perſon,nor having 
reſpe& to his naked condition , whilſt in the mean 
time poor Phalarias altogether diſtracted, between 
love and fear, flew with all his power amongſt the 
confuſed weapons to defend Oreſtes by his own ha- 
zard, from the threatning and appearing danger , 
where preſently he received a cruel wound in his ten- 
der ſides, which ſoon diſcovered it ſelf by his ſudden 
ſinking to the ground , ready to pay his laſt duty to 
Nature , as his beſt blood for a ranſom to redeem 
his Maſter from his captivity. But Oreftes notwith- 
ſtanding was preſently ſurprized , and led away out 
of his faylMs fight , which Phalarizs beholding,more - 
be-

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be moaned then his own approaching deſtruction, 
blaming rather the injuſtice of the mercileſs Guard 
for oppreſfling Oreſtes, than for killing: hinz. 

Anaxia the Queen finding this extraordinary op- 
preſſion of her Son, and not being admitred to his 
preſence, to afford him any manner of reliefor com- 
fort by her Motherly converſation; as alſo conceiving 
her own perion in ſome hazzard, by the example of 
ſuch a violence , of a ſudten making an eſcape from 
the Court, put her ſelf into the proteCtion of Sorg- 
ftros King of Egypt , whoſe Empire» ſeemed then to 
overtop the Syrian Monarchy ; which ingendred an 
ambitious enmity betweeri the two mighty Princes, 
that afterward broke out into an open War : whilſt 
inthe meantime , deny wes naving now Oreftes at 
his abſolute mercy , in having given his Brother Or- 
ſamecs too much ſuſpition ” is late inconſtancy , 
endeavoured again to make him ſubſcribe to the di- 
vorczment of his pretended Love Alciana, as well 
to debarhim from a fo:e gn alliance, that ſhould 

ive nouriſhment to any rebellion; as alſo to have 
, better conventency to furniſh himwith ſome wife 
of his own chooſing , whom as he thought he mighc 
dire&in the moderating of Oreftes ations : Within a 
ſhort time both theſe projects had fo good ſucceſs , 
that Oreſtes did not onely publickly driclaim from 
all intereſt in his former match , but was content 
co be ruled by his Brothers pleafure, in the eleQtion 
of a new Miltreb, ſo chat: Philoftros having by his 
diligent polices brought about his purpoſes to this 
contentedifiue, ſeemed to bave che power of making 
the preſent for his choice, by reaſon of .0rſames 
favour , ſince the youthful Prince could not long be 
detained from entertaining his thoughts with ſome 
Courtſhip or other ; wherefore he reſded to de- 


ſign

Gon for this ſervice or Court-{tratagem,one of his 
own Kindred, although he determined not be ſeen 
himſelfin the action ; by which means he ſuppoſed 
he might become not onely the abſolute matter of 
them both, bur have another intereſt inthe ſucceſſi- 
on ofthe Crown, if Orſames ſhould die without chil- 
dren ; and the fates ſeemed to favour his purpoſe, 
for at the ſame time there lived at the Court a young 
Lady called Orbella, Siſters Daughter ro Phil/oſtros, 
whoſe beaury and eltimation appeared in a manner 
fo be paralels, for that her Unkles authority did bur 
_u her the one,as liberal Nature had bei:owed upon #« 
er the other; and both made way for the Princes 
Couttſhip, ſince as he thought, it was the duty of e- 
very youthful ſpirit, ro make love when the occat;- 
on was offered : ſo he believed his endeavour, placed 
upon ſuch an intereſt, was a ſubject covid not bur 
pres Phaloſtros ina high kind , who now began to 
come his n&w Maſter, for that his own inconitancy 
had made him forget his old Miſtreſs. But however, 
witty Orbella, as well encouraged by her own excel- 
lenc parts, as counſelled by her Unkles admirable 
wiſdom, received his addreſſes rather with a civil 
careleineſs, chan by a paſlionate acceptance, ſhewing 
in all her entertainments, as ſhe knew him to be the 
Kings Brother, that commanded from her a reve- 
rence due to his perſon , ſo ſhe was in a manner cer- 
tain of her own virtues that obliged her to keep his 
love at ata diſtance;however,to pluck more eyes up- 
on her ſelf, ſhe would daily adorn her natural hand- 
ſomneſs with ſome quaint faſhion, which her autho- 
riry ſoon made a pattern to other Ladies of lels eſti- 
mation; - by this means intending covertly the Prince 
mighr be more delighred with her beauty and hand- 
1omnels , ſince variety is the moſt pleaſing object of 
| 3 bumar.e 
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humane ſenſe'; andthe rather, when he ſhould ſee 
every one admired her perfeQtions, As,I ſay,by theſe 
pretty cunnings Oreftcs at laſt become abſolutely in 
Love, whereas his firſt thoughts perhaps were onely 
to have a Miltriſs to court, fince it was eſteemed the 
chief buſineſſe of the place, to exerciſe themſelves 
with ſuch imployments | 

And thus inconſtant Oreftes being again engaged 
in a new labyrinth, Orbel/a plaid with his paſſions to 
her own commodity ,according to her Uncles politick 
directions , ſometimes 1nticing his Love to a ſtronger 
confirmation by a multitude of invented oaths, and 
then again would bring him back into a kind of de- 
ſpair by her ſeeming neglec of all his proteſtation, 
telling him oftentimes in careleſs ſmiles of his late 
Miſtriſs A/ciana, who could not,as ſhe ſaid, but claim 
ſome prerogative in his affe&tion, ſince not long ago 
he had ſhewed ſuch violence in her behalf, in Io much 
as he was ready rather to have loſt his brother, and 
the whole Kingdom of Syria , than to be with- 
drawn from the conſtancy of his profesſion. 'Be- 
ſides, ſhe nor ſeldom ler him know , ſhe could 
not bur be fo fooliſh as not to judge of the dif- 
ference beiween her felf and Alciana, by reaſon 
of which ſhe had more cauſe to doubr a danger- 
ous ſuprize in his intention, than that he meant 
any way to make her the companion of his thoughts, 
fince he had already quitted one fo far beyond herin 
worth,and beauty, W hereupon Oreftes would reply ; 
that as the Moon appears fair , until the Sun by his 
greater ſplendour darkens her light; ſo the beauties of 
Alciana was in ſome eſteem 1n his apprehenſion, un- 
til he beheldOzbe//as,moſt admirable perfeRion,that 
obſcured the others luſtre ; And as diverſity of other 


ſtones, ſaid he, ſeem rich ar firſt ight ro common bes« 


holders 
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bolders, 'not _— fully inſtructed in their value, ſo 
when the Diamond is produced by the skilful Jewel- 
ſer, with ſhame they are advertiſed of their own er- 
rour : So was it with me dear Orbella, ſajd he, be- 
foreI was acquainted with your excellencies, which 
now make 'me diſtinguiſh of the others wants : Bur 
Orbella had intention'to intangle him beyond diſin- 
gagement, before he ſhould recerve from her theleaſt 

urance of acceptance ; To this purpoſe, one day 
when Oreſtes came to viſit her in ker chamber,ſhe not 
having ſtirr*d abroad, by reaſon of ſome ſmall diſtem- 
per a cold had procured her,or at leaſtwiſe ſo preten- 
ded by her cnnning, in a reſery'd, though civil diſ- 
courle , putting on a more ſolemn countenancethan 
ordinary, ſhe told him that his addreſfes appeared 
ſomething ſcandalous to the eye of the world, as ſhe 
was informed by many of her belt friends, whoſe ad- 
monitions ſhe was bound to obſerve; and ſince his 
quality and her condition could not ſuit together by 
way of mariage, ſhe deſired he would demonſtrate ſo 
much his regard towards her honour (which in cha- 


rity and religton,as ſhe ſaid, he was not obli ped unto) 


as altogether to forbear her-company, unleſs in thoſe 
publick aſſemblies that could not be avoided , this 
ſhe aſlur'd him. was the nobleſt part of AﬀeCtion, 
he ' could uſe to a poor Maid , whoſe reputation 
was her principalleſt dower, ſince ſhe moſt eſteemed 
it. 

Oreſtes hearing ſuch a Requeſt, ſo much againſt his 
expectation and liking, told her,that as the Gods had 
ſet ſome diſparity in their perſons by the fond opint- 
on of the flattering world,yet that conceived diſtance 
was abundantly ſupplied by: the: admirable perfecti- 
ons of her rich mind; in which ſhe was to be valued 
before the greateit Empreſſe, however my I _

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laid Orbella, dresfing her countenance with a'de- 
ceiptful ſmile, wn 9on: 5 the better to colour her in« 
rention , although I might flatter my thoughts with 
the ſeeming wa of your profesſions, and by that 
means take all for granted, you fay, yet certainly the 
King your brother can never be brought to be of «he 
fame opinion, without whoſe conſent, you Know, 
our loves will be to no purpoſe, ſince the {irict Laws 
of S7ria deny you to be your own chooſer. Again,ſawd 
he, is this unjuſt and Tyrannical Law urg'd to my mi- 
ſerable diſadvantage ? No, Sir, faid ſhe, it is neither 
- ny =p nor unjuſt , but was wiſely ordained at 
the firſt, to. bridle the dangerous paſsions of ſuch 
young Princes as your ſelf, that might elſe marry to 
the prejudice, if not overthrow of all Syria. I do not 
believe, ſaid Oreſtes, that there was ever made ſuch a 
Law ; or if chere were,l will have it blotted out to all 
polierity, ſince it not onely proves an obſtacle to my 
Love, bur is againlt the very conſtitution of the Hea- 
vens. No, no, my Lord,ſaid ſhe,you cannot.; rathar 
therfore endeavour to give your brother ſatisfaQtion 
in your choice, who na doubt will provide better for 
your honour than your ſelf, leaving theſe vain pro- 
teſsions, which I know proceed but fromthe mouth 
of a youthtul Courtier , that rather .than want a fub- 
zect to work upon, would play with a feather,or take 
a baby for his Miſtriſs , ws with thar offered to retire 
into her privat Cabinet, telling him ſhe could not bur 
be jealous of her own Modeſty, in that ſhe had been 
roo long in privatdiſcourſe with him. 

Oreſtes although for the preſent he took his leave, 
yet being debarred, as he conceived the freedom of 
ordinary addreſſes, however he noted alwayes in 
Orbella a Carriage that rather wiſely endeavoured to 
avoid ſcandal, than demonſtrated diſaffeRion ro bis 
perſon, 
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on, ſince ſhe knew how to an! pre Cards to the 
advantage; of a ſudden t the whole Court 
divulged his viotent AﬀeGtion, twearing by all the 
Gods, he would die if he a not Orbel/a for hi- 
wiſe; butthisfoon came to theears of crafty Phj-

lofros , who having, as he thought, abſolutely in- 
lr d the wild Beal he meant to take ; one os be 
drew Oreſtes aſide in a certain room, not only neer 
the Kings lodgings, but where frequently he was ac- 
cultomed to paſs to ſuch Recreations as daily he en- 
_ tertained himſelf withal, where he began to expoſtn. 
late with him afrer this manner. 5 
My Lord, ſaid he, as Lhave ever umployed my beft 
endeavors for your brothers ſervice, and I vow by 
the immortal God alſo for your good, though per- 
haps otherwiſe interpreted by the falſe ſuggeitions of 
others , ſo I beſeech you, ſince there hath been larely 
an intire reconciliation between your felf and me,you 
will not ſeek under hand, notonly to wound my Sc 
nour, anddeſtroy my houſe, bur abſolutely to take 
from me my greateſt happineſs,your brothers favour, 
by pretending love ſo prepoſterouſly or deceitfully to 
my poor Neece Orbel{a, for as 1 know ſhe is alroge- 
ther unworthy to be your wite, ſo of the other ſide, ] 
muſt confeſs, I ſhall ever eſteem her to be roo good to 
be your Strumpet, therefore,] muſt intreat you either 
to forbear your fantaſtical, and not crflited Court- 
ſhips, or I ſhall be forced to diſcover my thoughts to 
the King, who I hope will uſe his juſt authority to re- 
ſtrain you, as well as ſatisfie me ; and with that held 
his peace, earneſtly looking him in the face, as if the 
buſineſs required a "5F Reply. But poor Oreſtes, 
thus unawares ſurpriſed by the wiſe Favourite, Knew - 
not what anſwer to make, yet at laſt breaking our 
into many extravagant Proteſtations, the King, ac- 
cording 
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cording to his uſe, came that way, as they were ear- 
neſtly diſcourſing together , who finding that rather 


pare ſpake the language,than temper,would needs 


| .be informed of the difference; by which means 0- 
reſtes new love came to his knowledge , ſo contrived 
of purpoſe by Philoftros , that he might not appear 

himſelf ro be the Author of his own Deſign, ſuppo- 
ſing the iſſue would follow the intention, fince the 
greateſt difficulty appeared in the Diſcovery, for that 
probably Orſames was eaſily to be perſwaded, that it 
would ſeem too great a Tyrannie,to deny his brother 
bis youthful affeQion in both his eleRions: which ac- 
cordingly ſo ſucceeded, for Oreftes violence fo over- 
preſt his brother, with the crafty inſtruments Philo- 

ftros had ſet about the King, not appearing at all vi- 
ſible in the buſineſs, that Orſames was not only ſoon 
won to his conſent, but a ſolemn day was appointed 
for the Mariage Feaſt,ro be performed with moſt glo- 
rious Ceremonies, according to the Dignity of fuch 
eminent Nuptials, wherein the Kings Heir, and the 
Favourites hopes, were to play their parts upon the 
Stage of Syria, to the wonder of all A 5a. 

However, though ſeemingly theſe induſtrious pre- 
parattons drew on towards the joyfull Conſummati- 
on, attended by the longing deſires of the two Lo- 
vers,yert the Deſtinies had x Er determination, to 


raiſe an Obſtacle again(t the Triumphs intended , for' 


Prince Axſtratizs, brother to the wronged Alana, 
not only provoked by his own diſhonour, but exaſpe- 
rated by his ſiſters injuries, with a mighty Army en- 
tred ſuddenly the Confines of Syria, vowing to in- 
terrupt the joy, or revenge the injuſtice; and in that 
manner endeavoured with the fire of deſtruction, to 
light ominous Torches to the Bridal Feaſt, which were 
only to be extinguiſhed with blood , ſo that of __

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ſity, the Mariage was to be deferred, ſince the King 
in perſon was reſolved to ſtop the torrent of this 
threatning ſtream, beſides, moſt of Alciana's kin- 
dred were aſſembled inthe Enterprize, to accompany 
Anſtratins 1n his valiant deſign, conceiving themſelvs 
alſo intereſſed in the quarrel ; which in honour could 
not diſpenſe with Oreftes abſence ( although love 
ſeemed to plead, by all the Gentle Laws of that Pro- 
feſlion, his excuſe) as alſo, from being a Commander 
in his -brothers Army. In this manner theſe two 
threatning forces approached each other, delay ſeem- 
ed too palilive a quality to practized in either of their 
intentions, which ſoon brought them together to ex- 
erciſe their enraged-ſpleens; that procured an en- 
counter, no leſs Horrid than Couragious, ſince one . 
ſide contended Revenge, Shame, and Valour, againſt 

Oppreſhtion, Policy, and Power : However , in con- 

cluſion, poor Anke ates, having beheld the ſlaugh- 

rer, ina manner, of all his Souldiers, in defence of 
his perſon, himſelf till fighting for his Siſters right, 

was taken priſoner by his enemies. 

But notwithſtanding this glorious Victory , that 
ſeemed abſolutely to caſt the tair Orbe//a into Oreſtes 
boſom, and he prepared with the open arms of his 
imagination to embrace her , yet as he was at Dinner 
one day in his Tent, encompaſſed about with multt- 
tudes of Nobility, he was ſuddenly ſaluted by a dain- 
ty Dafnoſel, abour the Age of thirteen, who with a 
confident baſhfulneſs, not only preſented him a Let- 
ter, but told him ſhe had alſo a Commiſſion to wiſh 
him to read it aloud; which if he refuſed, ſhe would 
publiſh the Contents thereof, to his greater diſho- 

 nour. Whereupon Oreſtes, with a dildainfull ſmile, 

to be ſo tutor'd by an innocent Girl, although he 

could nor but be a little amazed at the adventure, in r 
; Kin 
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kind of haſty paſſion broke open the Seal, andfonng

med, in the Iſland between the Town, and the Army, 
where there ſhall be no partiality in ow Weapons, al- 
though Cowardly thou mayſt pretend it in. our Qyali- 
ties , unleſs thoy wilt procare thy certain deſtrudion 
by ſome other Stratagem I ſhall invent , if thom re- 
' fuſe this equal way of Trial preſcribed thee, to thy eter- 
ual Injamy.

frer that Oreſtes had read this ſtrange and relo- 
lute Lercer, in the preſence of all the Compafiy,who 
wondred at the accident , ſome with jeering ſnyles, 
ard others with diſtracted looks, he retired into the 
innermoſt part of his Tents with an intennon To ask 
counlel of his Troubled thoughts, what anſwer he 
ſhould.make to the Challenge-, and fain he would 
have flattered himſelf with Reaſons in the behalf of 
his approaching Marriage, to have denied or _ 
| the 
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the combar, being ſtung with the ſharpneſs of the in- 
jury. be had done to the fair 4/ciana : but his ho+ 
nour, as he believed, called him to a more noble re- 
ſolution, eſpecially ſince the ſummons was delivered 
bim before the eyes of all the brave-ſpirits of Syria, 
who would bave been glad of hus lealt ſhew of want 
of courage, fince their ambitions could not chuſe 
but envy the dignity of his perſon, that fo much out- 
ſhined their ; wherefore, in a little ſpace , he came 
out from his: ſecret Chamber with this anſwer , that 
although the appearing diſtance of their qualities 
might terve as a ſufficient privilege to make him deny 
what was fo raſhly demanded, yet his own eminent 
courage, as be faid, could not difpence with the rea- 
fon ; and therefore was determined to meet his un- 
known enemy at the time appointed, where he made 
no doubt but to puniſh him for his bold attempt , and 
{o conducting the little Virgin ſome way out of the 
bounds of his own lodgings, with order ſhe ſhould

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to give way to his paſſions, though Philoſtros was ve- 
ry ſorry to hazzard his Neeces happineſs in ſo doubt- ' 
full a contention. . 

Akhngh Oreftes in heat of blood had conſented, 
as I may lay, raſhly to fight with one whoſe name 
was not ſo much as known, however he was ſuppo- 
ſed to be ſome Prince of Alciana's kindred ; yet be- 
ing retired privatly into his own ſecret Cabinet, and 
the dead of the night raiſing fancies in his fearful 
imagination, began to expoſtulate with himſelf after 
this manner. 

Is it poſhble the Gods can ſuffer me to ſcape unpu- 
niſhed for thoſe injuries I have done to the more 
than wronged Alciana : much leſs can I hope for vi- 
cory in this unjuſt combar ; can her ſweet ſoul look 
down from the skies with any eye of forgiveneſs, 
when ſhe ſhall behold me ſhedding more blood of 
her Noble Family ? is it not ſufficient that ſhe alrea- 
dy hath made her ſelf an innocent facrifice to re- 
deem part 'of my wickedneſs, but 1 muſt with new 
ſlaughter diſquiet the reſt He now deſervedly enjoyes 
inthe Heavens ? O rather let me dye by mine own 
accurſed hand, wherein I ſhall perform an a&tof ju- 
Rice , finceT am only he that hath offended ; than 
hazzard the death of one wlto brings with him as lit- 
tle guilt as the dead A/ciang. No, no, I will not be 
a mortal enemy to him has profeſſeth ſo abſolute a 
friendſhip to my dear Love , but rather confeſs my 
ſelf twice overcome, both by his goodneſs and va- 
lour, ſo ſhall I appear to the world more juſt, though 
leſs fortunate : And for Orbella, with all her beauties 
and honours, I ſhall return again to her great Uncle, 
who can give her not only proteRion, , dignity ; 
Whilſt Iwill again wed my ſelf to dead Alciana. 
Theſe were the imaginations that entertained the 
. thoughts 
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thoughts of Oreſtes, during the ſolitary ſeaſon of the 
;ght, untill the chearful Morning not only gave his 
mind ſome courage, but brought into his Chamber 
the gallant Commanders of his Brothers Army , who 
breathed nothing into-his fad ſoul but inflamed de- 
fire, and certain vitory, that again ſomething ſetled 
his. deſpairing thoughts : ſo that preſently he gave 
order for his Arms, and whilſt he was beholding di- 
vers of ſundry ſorts, Philoftros , accompanied with 
many Officers of the Court, deſired to ſpeak a word 
privatly with him, and when all were retired but 
they two,he told himit was his Brothers pleaſure,and 
his own advice, that he proceeded no further in this 
combart,unleſs his adverſary would diſcover his name, 
fince it was judged an indignity to the Crown of Sy-

This Anſwer you: may be ſure was a ſufficient bridle 
to detain the Counſels of -Philoftros from more per- 
{wading Orſames againſt the Combate , ſince the if- 
ſue as he believed would either produce the glorious 
Merge of his Knſwoman,or the ſudden and honon- 
rable death of Oreſtes, . whereby he ſhould be ſecured. 
by his friendſhip, or out of fear of his inconſtancy. 
The time being come for the meeting of the two 
Champions,0reſtes was mounted-upon a pyde horſe, 
which very lively repreſented either the changeable- 
neſle his diſpoſition , or the yariableneſle of hisFor- 
tune. His Armour was light skie-colour, painted 0- 
ver with an artificial ſhade that was procured bythe 
Suns Eclipſe. His Capariſons ' were cut 0p the 
orm 
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form of .a beantiful Phenix, the Saddle Hein ths 
bodyzasthe two wings figured our the fides , whi 
were compoſed of ſeveral coloured feathers, fo-thar 
the crupper making the tail, the whole bird ſeemed 
te flic-as the horſe moved, bearing the armed Knight 
in the ayr ; and the raines of the bridle being neatly 
contrived into the likenefle of flames, as 1t were 
kindled from the. bic (contrived of material refem- 
bling fire ( ſeemed to —_ upwards with a conſum- 
ing intention. In his ſhield was painted a ſhip toſt 
- upon a ſtormy Sea, onely ſet forth with this Motto, 
Still uncertain. But ſcarce had he entred the Lift, 
when atthe other end appeared his Adverſfary in a 
whice Armour, ſet forth with the ſtory of Theſeus 
and. Ariadne, the Ornaments that covered his horſe 
were made into'the form of a Cypres Grove : for 
bis:device he bore the picture of Dido Queen of C.a#- 
thage , crowned with a Willow Garland, without a» 
ny Motto ar all, buther name: fix ſeeming Virgins 
carried thoſe ſtaves he meant to imploy in the en- 
counter , which not onely gave a delectable, bur al- 
1o.afad aſpe to the whole company , fince by the 
ſight, both the innocency and the injury of Alciana 
was deſcribed. 

But Oreſtes being taken with a new apprehenfion 
far above the other Spectators, before he began his 
courſe, in a ſofttror rid towards his prepared Enemy ; 
who contrariwiſe ſeeing him coming , not having a- 
ny mind to entertain tus addrefles,; retired almolt as 
fait back , but finding his importuaity was not ſo eaſt- 
ly to be avoided, fent one of his little Meſſengers to 
rel{ him, char if his intention was.to uſe words before 
the Combar, he found not his diſpoſition any way in- 
clinable for diſcourſe ; wherefore defired him with 
courage to ſpeak onely the Language of the Sword, 


which, 


which, of thetwo, was more proper for the ſeaſon- 


Oreftes, having received this ſharp reply , and being . 


ſummoned by the Trumpets tothe encounter, quick- 
ly made his ſpurs teach his horſe his duty, and 1n the 
courſe carried himſelf with fo much force and dexte- 
rity, that atthe firſt courſe he bore his adverſary to 
the ground with the point of his Lante, who had ei- 
ther unforrunartly or unskilfully miſt his reſt , yet the 
Knight appearing aſhamed at the fall, preſently ſtar- 
ted up, and with a kind of flouriſhing Rey, drew 
out his Sword, telling him (though his much haltin 
ſhewed his courage was better than his perſon,) that 
notwithſtanding the Gods flattered him with a ſee- 
ming advantage, yethe ſhould quickly find by the 
ſharpneſs of his weapon that his difſembling Fares 
did but ſmile him into deſtruction , andalthough he 
were on horſle-back, and his felf on foot, that ine- 
quality ſhould not defend him from the ſpeedy pu- 
. niſhment he merited, according to the requeſt of dy- 
ing Alciana. | 

Traly, faid Oreftes, as T am extremely unwilling to 
entertain the quarrel any further upon theſe terms; 
ſo of the other fide, I could be very well content to 
have laid down my own life as a ranſom to have re- 
deemed hers, by much more innocent. O falſe man, 
faidthe Knight, doſt thou believe I can be won by 
thy difſimulation to abſtain from a jult revenge, ſince 
thou hadſt ſo much cruelty to torment her for only 
loving thee, no traytor, ſaid he, Thope'the Gods 
are more righteous than to ſuffer pour Alciana's 
wrongs to $0 unpuniſhed, and thy wicked ſelf 
live proſperouſly, triumphing over-her deftructi- 
on, which would be an example too pernicious, 


whereby the deceived world might be encoura- 


ged to the like crimes ? 1 confeſs my fault, ſaid 
| H Oreſtes 
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ye aſe to the fair, virtuous, and injured Alciana, 
 ſothe combat may be left off bearing that ule. Canſt 
thou think, ſaid che Knight, thy cowardlineſs ſhall 
buy off the deſerved reward of thy villanieg? be aflu- 
red it-ſhall not upon any condition. Oreſtes, not be- 
ing able longer to bear the oppremen of his words, 
haitily alighced from his horſe (ſcorning a ap; mp 
in honour) and ſoon made his Sword diſpute the re 
of the arguments; choler beginning to baniſh from 
his remembrance the wrongs of dead Alciana, 
though it was a debt which his ſoul was bound to pay 
ever to her memory : This brought on ſo ſharpa 
contention on both ſides for a pretty ſpace, that the 
Spectators entertained che proſpe&t with iome won- 
der, but more compaſſion , untill the robuſtious fury 
of Oreſtes Arm, had made many paſſages in the Ar- 
mour of the ſtrange Knight, for wounds, if not death 
itſelf to enter in at, char quickly varniſht the out- 
fide with the crimſon tinRure of his own blood, to 
the ſorrow of all the behoiders; however they wiſh- 
ed mw victory, yet they could not deſire the 0- 
thers ſlaughter. Which the Prince alſo perceiving, 
deſired him not obſtinately to continue his own ene- 
my, when his ſeeming adverſary ſo much coveted his 
good ; eſpecially, as hee ſaid, ſince the quarrel 
was not perſonal, but accidental, containing 
an others righr, who could not be fatisfied in the 
conqueſt ; and with that courteouſly retired, with 
an intention to grve him not only breath , but 
redemption : yer had he ſcarce ſpoke the words, 
but the Knight with overmuch | bleeding fel] 
down in a ſound , which cauſed Oreſtes to flie to 
him with the wings of pitty : wherefore pulling 
off his Helmet , to give Lim ſome rereſung ayr,

Once 
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once dearly beloved ſervant Phalarins, thought for- 
merly to be ſlain in his defence : Truly , this was a 
fight ſq much beyond his expectation, that he ſtood 
like one wholly converted into the dead image of 
ſorrow, being confounded ſo intirely with amazed 
grief, that it took from him all effects of compaſſi- 
on, not {tirring from the place where he ſtood, but 
with his eyes only, to give redreſs to that misfortune, 
which his unwilling hands had occaſioned, and ther- 
fore ſuffered the poor yourh to lye till, welcring in 
his own blood , untill che King and ſome of the reſt 
of the company came in to congratulate his victory. 
Who finding dying Phalarius to be the ſubject of 
his conqueſt, 1t quickly turned all their expected joys, 
into an unexpreſſible ſad contemplation, one look- 
ing upon another as if they had ſeen an horrid viſt- 
ſion ; Till the beautiful youth, (though in that po- 
ſture)opening his fainting eyes, and prommny many 
about him, firſt caſting them here and there teebly, to 
ſearch out ſome object they deſired, at laſt, with a 
voice that ſcarce had power to ſpeak any _ but 
death, broughc forth theſe ſad words from his feeble 
tongue : I thank the Gods, ſaid he, that afford me yer 
time, before I perpetually cloſe my dying eyes from 
the worlds light, to relate theſe few paſſages, where- 
by the conſtancy of my affection , and che truth of 
my unſpotced love, may appear at the belt proſpect : 
then know, my Lord the King, you my dear and on- 
ly husband, that here lies before you the. unfortu- 
nate, but more unworthy Alciana, though hap- 
py in this, that 1 am a willing ſacrifice to ex- 
plate the fins of thoſe that hindred my fe- 
licity ; which, my Lord OreStes, you will ea- 
bly believe, when you ſhall be informed, that I 
did but borrow the name of Phalarims ( fince there 
| is 
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13 none ſuch) to ſeek you out in priſon, where you 
were deteined ; when alſo you know I ſerv'd you di- 
ligently, according to my weak power; andijn that 
manner, enjoyed your converſation chaftly , befee- 
ming the purenels of my entire love, as your own 
knowledge can teſtifie , untill the laſt fatal and dead- 
ly ſeparation, when I received a wound in your de- 
fence,a teſtimony ſufficient how well I deſired to love 
you; however not mortal, as it then appeared, for 
one of the Guard repairing again into the Chamber, 
after you were departed, more compaſſionate per- 
haps than the relt, finding me ready to yield up my 
afflicted ſoul into the hands of my Maker, preſently 
conveyed me into your warm bed , where I re- 
ſed all that day, tli rowards ntght that-there came 
to my aſſiſtance an old woman belonging to the lodg- 
ings, who applyed ſuch remedies to my hurt, thatin 
a ſhort time I was able to-tranſport my ſelf from that 
habitation to another more -" woat ; where I remai- 
ned ( every one thinking me ſtill amongſt the 
veſtal Nuns)untill my Brother an go overthrow 
aſlured me of the impoſſibility ot enjoying you as 
my husband , eſpecially fince I heard you had given 
away your love to another Lady, though far more 
worthy than my ſelf, yer altogether unlawful whilſt I 
was living : fo that I was determined to make an of- 
fering of mine own life to redeem the offence, and 
by my death to ſet you free, that you might with all 
Itberty enjoy your elefton, which you ſeemed to 
hike better of ;, and therefore invited firſt that hand 
to Kill me , (tor truly I had no hope in the victory)

to ſuffer her Brother again to poſleſs that Territory, 
which her had parted. withall to-purchaſe his ran- 
ſom, fince his loſs proceeded only from that na- 
rural affeRtion which he bore her as his Siſter. Bur 
by this time her ſhort and panting -breath gave evi- 
dent ſigns to the whole company, that death ſum- 
moned her to the laſt part ſhe was to play in the 
Tragedy ; wherefore , forcing her ſelf a little a- 
atnit her almoſt conſumed force, wherein love 
eemed to be moſt couragious , ſhe lifted up her 
pale face, begging a kiſs in that manner with her 
trembling lips, of her dear, yet unkind Lord Oreſftes, 
and after two or three deep ſighs, which ſhewed 
how unwilling ſhe was to leave him, yielded up her 
pure ſoul to rhe pureſt Heavens, there to be made a 
Star for her virtues, whilſt every eye and heart was 
tull of grief, asif the world had been already burt- 
edin herloſs; Oreſtes, who for a long time had fro- 
zen himſelf to her dead body, of a ſudden ſtarted 
up, as from his grave, and with diſtracted looks, 
caſting his eyes about him, art laſt fixt his view upon 
his naked Sword that lay on the graſs, coloured yet 
with his Loves blood, to which object he flew with 
ſuch violence, as if he meant to revenge her death 
by the deſtruction of all mankind, ſince ſhe chiefly 
deſerved to live of all others : but finding no ſubject, 
more juſtly as he thought, meriting his paſſions, be- . . 
fore any could prevent his intention, ſheathed the 
naked blade in his ſoft ſide, and preſently fell down 
with the firoak, which accident quickly brought 
the care of the whole company to his aſliſtance, 
having no leaſure given them ro mourn the ſad 
fate of Alciana, iince a neerer danger threaned 
them. However, the: Gods, who either - looked 


upon the ſucceſſion of Syria, or Oreſtes repen- 
© cance, 
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tance , hindred the ftroak from proving mortal, 
by a fortunate ſlip of the weapon, fo that in- 
ſtantly being carried out of the Camp, to a more 
convenient place of reſt , the Phyſicians __ 
advertiſed the Kings, of the ſecurity of the wound, 
which gave a conrented encouragement to all 
the Souldiers to affiſt at the funerals of poor 
Alciana”, whoſe body was interred with all the 
fad ſolemnity the time would permit, in that ve- 
ry place where ſhe loſt her life ,, and afterward 
by Orſames command was crected to her memo- 
ry, a ſtarely Toinbe over her grave, which ſpake 
this Epitaph : | 


Theſe Marble piles upon the ſtop diſcover, 
The S$ulver urn of an unhappy Lover , 
Since too much love untimely caus'd her die, 
T hough want of love now makes her bloodleſs lie. 
Heaven ty'a th: knot that did the Arm provoke, 
And carth would have unty'd what causd the 
ſtroke.” 
Tet Heaven was more juſt that brought her ll, 
T han earth that ſtriv'd for to preſerve her ſtill, 
Each did invite her to the Nuptial tye, 
But 6th debarr'd her from poſterity. 


Alſo the Lady Orbella, hearing of this Tragedy, 
imagined her intended mariage would not prove 0- 
therwiſe than ominous, ſince the proſecution thereof 
. hadproduced ſuch lamentable effe&s; & therefore of 
a ſudden retired from rhe world among the veſtal 
Nuns, in the City of Dawaſcus, where ſhe is 
| | re- 
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reſolved to imploy her youthful years ( notwith- 
ſtanding the ſtrong invitation, of her Uncle to the 
contrary ) only in holy devotion , to the gene- 
ral commendation ot all Syria. Bur for” Oreſtes, 
although he found: a ſpeedy remedy for his vo- 
_ received wound, by the care and- indu- 
ſtry of the Kings Phyſicians, yet he could not fo 
{oon procure ale in his troubled thoughts for Alc 
ana's death; & therefore inthe firſt place, began 
freſhly to importunate his brother, to the accompliſh- 
ment of her requeſt, whereby A#ſtraſius might again 
be ſetled in his antient poſſeſſions : Nevertheleſs Phi- 
Lftros ſpightful counſels prevailing againſt all other 
perſwaſions, and many other of the chief Nobility 
of Syria having loſt by the ſame oppreſſion their he- 
reditary Offices, which they enjoyed from their de- 
ſerving anceſtors,occaſioned new troubles in the king- 
dom, tor the Lords looking more upon Oreftes pro- 
 bability,in being next heir to the Crown, than Orſa= 
mes government, wanting Poſteriry to fortifie his Ti- 
tle, ot a ſudden raiſed Forces, to joyn with their diſ- 
contents, not only to put them anew in poſſeſſion of 
their rights,but to contend with the Favourires great- 
neſs, alleging for their defence both the Queen A- 
naxia*'sbaniſhment, and their own injuries; by which 
endeavours, I ſay, in a ſhort while after , they led an 
Army-into the field, to try the fortune of a battel 
with Orſames power; thinking it better to hazard 
their heads in a doubtful iſſue, than to ſubjugatre 
their honours to a certain ruin : But in ſhort, yn 
ing totally overcome in a bloody conflict, Oreſtes1n 
erſon was taken priſoner, his Lieutenant General be- 
eaded, as a oublick example , and my felf, with 


many others, were forced to flie, to fave our lives , 
which not only gave a full period to the _ 
ut 
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but occaſioned my retirement into this private habi- 
tation, where I have for ſome years lived, though in 
a low condition, ſtnce I prepare my thoughts againſt 
all the flattering hopes of return, as long as Ph:lo- 
ſtros ſits at the ſtern of Syria; whoſe diſpoſition T 
know to be implacable, as the King his Matters affe- 
ion unchangeable, grounded upon theſe confide- 
rations, that as long as his Favourite is ſafe and 
owerful, himſelf with ſecurity may freely enjoy 
his own pleaſures; and to that purpoſe hath lately 
ranted Philoftros a new guard, to Jefend his perſon 
om ſuch dangers as his over-great intereſt, & abſo- 
lute bold execution, threaten ; eſpecially , ſince not 
only the States of the Kingdom are highly offended 
againſt his por, but the common people become ex- 
ceedingly burdened by his taxations , befides, Sora- 
ſtros King of Egypt (unto whole protection the old 
veen Azaxia 1s fled for refuge) knowes 1t 1s his 
principal dei:gn, abſolutely to ruin his mighty Mo» 
narch, who therefore labours his deſtruction. And 
this Sir, {aid the For-ſter, is the unfortunate ſtory of 
my baniſhment, and others oppreſſions; in the rela» 
tion of which, I fear me , I have too much preſumed 
upon your patience; though ] can the more eaſily ex- 
cuſe my preſumprior, for that the Chaſe yet affords 
no other entertainment: & with that roſe up with an 
intention to find out the dogs; neither long had they 
traverſed the coples, ere their eares were advertiſed, 
that their hounds hotly purſued again the almoſt loſt 
Deer, that continued the ſport unnll the night ſcarce 
gave them convenience to find their way home. 


_ Caſſianus thus being every day more and more de- 
lighted with this pleaſant converſation, began by lit- 
tle and little to wean himſelf both from Court am- 


bition, 
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bition, or deſire of glory, and conſequently thought 
not upon his ſolicitation for the .reſtoration of his 
Country, hardly harbouring in his quiet boſom any 
appetire of Revenge of his Fathers conceived inju- 
ries ; and lefle reflected upon either the turbulent per- 
ſwaſions of faftiqus Demageras , or the more gentle 
friendſhip of noble Exmene:: however now and ' 
then, he could not chooſe but caſt back his thoughts 
upon the remembrance of the Princeſs Cloria ;' not- 
withſtanding in ſuch a dark way , as lights are accu- 
ltomed to appear 'in a thick miſt , that could not ere 
long but be DOnny ex{tinguiſhed, when there was 
not defire enough in his intentions to give it nouriſh- 
ment. Wherefore, the better to continue his thought 
in theſe delights, he ſold ſome few of his ſmaller Jew- 
els,to furniſh himſelf for a Foreſters life ; and alſo cur 
away much of his beantiful hair, to render his perſon 
more proper for the Woods ; beſides his teliciry ſeem- 
ed to increaſe,” not onely by the ſolitary converſation 
with the noble huntſman, but alſo by the more know- 
ins inſtrution of the holy Prieſt, which totally 
baniſht our of his remembrance at laſt, rhe whole 
repreſentation of Cloria'sexcellencies ; In proſecutt- 
on of this intention,one gentle Morning,not being at 
all threatned by a lowring sky , Cog , accofn- 
panied only by his own thoughts , that ſeemed alto- 
gether innocent , leading in his'band a dainty couple 
of Greyhounds, to be provided for any chaſe that 
ſhould accidentally preſent it ſelf to his view , iſſued 
out into the green and flouriſhing Foreſt, where long 
he had nor entertained his expeRation with the hopes 
of diſcovery of ſome beaſt, that might breath his 
nimble Doggs; but he perceived a Knight armed ly- 
ing upon the ground, under the large proteRion of 
an old Oak, whilſt his Lance reſted by be ſide of rhe 
z Cree. 
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tree. But Caſſianus not being certain whether death 
or ſleep gave him the poſture, thought it an aR of ne- 
ceſſary Charity, to be ſomething inquiſitive after the 
manner, if not occaſion ot his lying there , ſo that ap- 
proaching at ſuch a diſtance that the noiſe of his ſteps 
muſt needs be heard if he were alive , the party ſud-- 
denly lifred up his head ; with this Caſſianxs had a 
fall view of his face, and by that countenance quickly 
knew him to be his Friend Exmenes, po way had 
left behind him the Court of Zydia,which cauſed him 
to {tart back wich ſome violence, as if aſhamed of him- 
ſelf ro be diſcovered in that habit , or afraid that his 
Companion ſhould chide him for his late unkind e» 
ſcape without his privity ; however again , encour- 
aged by his diſguiſe, he made a ſtand, untill Exmenes 
earneſtly looking him in the face for a prett 
ſpace , at laſt with a deep {igh brought forth thels 
words. 

Can Caſſianss think that any diſſimulation , is of 
force to hinder the effects and power of perfect friend- 
ſhip, which hath eyes beyond the ſollid'it obſtacle ? 
No, no, Cafſiangs, Cid he, make a true confeſſion of 
your fault , that you may receive ſpeedy fatisfacti- 
on. Theſe words cauſed the Prince with trembling 
ſteps, like a forrowful penitent ro come neerer to his 
friend , until at laſt he ſeated himſelf by him with 
this Language : O Emmenes, ſaid he, it was Love, 
onely Tyrannical Love , that deſerves to bear the 
blame, and not poor and faithful Caſſianus. This 
expreſſion ſeemed as ſtrange to Emmenes ears , asthe 
alteration of his habit did to his eyes; and therefore 
conjur'd him by all the remaining friendſhip left in his 
boſom, to lechim know more of his ſecrets, which 
was a ſpell of ſufficient force to charm him to aſl the 


diſcovery of the hidden myſtery, concerning his Love 
to 
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tothe fair C/oria, and his ſudden departure from 
Emnarchus Court. After that Exmenes had chid him + 
for his omiſfion toward himſelf, as alſo comforted 
him with ſome flattering hopes , whereby to awake 
his determinations to action tending to honour, 
ſince he knew otherwiſe it was impoſſible again to 
recover his loſt Country of Jheria, he told him in a 
forc'd ſmile, that although he had poorly fled from 
his Miſtriſs , yet ſhe had ſhewed more courage, and 
was come in perſon to ſeek him out in his moſt pri- 
vat habitation, Theſe words put Caſſianss to a 
new amazement , untill Zamexes in brief let him 
know, that the Queen being forced out of her re- 
poſe,by the late troubles in Lyaia ſince his departure, 
Cloria was come to accompany her Mother into Syria, 
both remaining for the preſent in the Temple within 
the Foreſt , . Ws himſelf, as he ſaid, had travel- 


| led moſtpartof the paſt night , without ſucceſs to 
' find ont a more convenient Lodging tor the wearied 


Ladies: This gave occaſion to Caſſianxsto inform 
him preſently of the Foreſters houſe , a place (as 
he told him) moſtfit for their reception , in that 
the Maſter was a Nobleman of Syria, baniſhed alſo 
by mif-fortune out of his own Country. Emnmenes's 
content and fatisfaftion for the accommodation, 
would not permitthem longer to expoſtulate the mat- 
ter , onely 1t was reſolved Cafſi4nus ſhould make uſe 
of his borrowed name of Casſia ſtill , which he cal- 
led himſelf by amongſt the inhabitants of the Foreſt, 


, , for fearof further diſcovery; ſuppoſing the change 


of his Apparel, and the ſhortneſs of his hair would 
obſcure his perſon : with theſe determinations 
they went to find out the forrowful Queen, and 
wi Lovely Daughter, after their inconvenient 
reſt. 

But 
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But Casfianys , although be.had puton as ſtrong 


| areſolution as his weak power would give him leave, - 


abſolutely to bury his former Loye in oblivion, yer 
when his eyes again beheld the admirable Princeſle, 
though onely dreſt with the ſad cloathing of diſcon- 
tent for her Mothers oppreſltons,he {tood trembling, 
without being able to ſpeak one fingle word, having 
no power to 1nvite them to the Foreſters houſe. Ex- 
menes, who quickly perceived his diſeaſe ,-told the 
Queen, that that young huntſman was come not one- 
ly to inform her, but to wait upon her to a more con- 
venient habitation , which would appear the better, 
as he ſaid, in regard of the inconyenience of the night 
palt ; the Queen , without any circumſtances imbra- 
ced the offer, and went preſently with her whole 
Trayn to take poſſeſſion of the courteſie. The 
Lodse was ſeated upon ariſing Hill, as if it had been 
ordained by Nature to be the commanding fortreſs 
of thoſe Woods, which moſt pleaſantly incompaſled 
it round about, as a watchful Guard, yet leaving a 
large plain of all lides, ro ſhew they would not 1n- 
rrude t00.neer to be an inconvenience t6 the dwel- 
ling, which circuit alſo was imployed to the beſt ad- 
vantage , {ince moſt beautitul Gardens, with Foun- 
taines,afforded not onely delight,bur added in a man- | 
nerſtate to the building ; however it ſeemed'contri- 
ved only of purpoſe to avoid all oſjtentation, and pur- 


. Chaſe privacy. The Queen and the reſt ofthe Com- 


pany , had not imployed much time in beholding 
that pretty delighr, but the old Foreſter himlelf, ha- 
ving been adyertifed by Casfianxs, that went before 
to that purpoſe, of ſome Noble Gueſts which he 
was to entertain , though he was not at all inform- 
ed of the perſons, came out to meet them , as 


he prepared himſelf to give a complemental wel- 


come, 
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come, according to the courteſie of his Nature, 
and the Civility of Iis Education , he was ſoon 
made certain of the preſence of the Queen of Ly- 
dia , for that her Pictnre ( which he had in his 
houſe ) lively repreſented her countenance to his 
memory ; and not long after the Queen alſo 
came to underſtand , that he was her baſe Bro- 
ther , driven out of Syria by the power of Phile- 
ſtros. As this unexpected encounter gave the Queen 
ſome conſolation in her diſcontented voyage,ſo could 
not herbrother be but impatient toknow her fortunes, 
the occaſions appearing extraordinary, that brought 
her to this ſolitary place : however he thought ir not 
manners to prels her to the inconvenience ot a relati- 
on , 'before he had ſetled her in her Chamber, where 
the fair Mantzing attended .to do her ſervice; who 
en broughtin a curious Banquet of her own pre- 
erving, to give her Aunt entertainment. After Hy- 
acinthia hath ſufficiently refreſhd her appetite,and 
Princeſs Cloris 'was retired with Exmenes , and the 
young Foreſter Casfa, to take a view ofthoſe Gar- 
dens, which lay under her Mothers Chamber Win- 
dow, the Queen being alſo deſcended into the Parlor, 
began the {tory of her own oppreſſions by Emuarchus 
Subiees; with theſe circumſtances. | 
It is well known Brother, faid ſhe, that after Phi- 
loſtros had firmly eſtablifhed his own power, by the 
abſolute favour of his Maſter O{ames, he by thar 
means, alſo ſuppreſt the greatneſle of all the Nobi- 
lity of Sy7ia, who during the Kings infancy had al- 
. wayes demanded conditions for themielves by force 
of Armes, and having now no more- oppoſition in 
his 'own' Country , reſolved to contend with the 
mightinefle of the Egyprias Monarchy. This, 1 
may ſay, hath been one of the chief cauſes, ow 
- at 
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hath procured the King my husbands diſturbances , 
and ſo conſequently my own voluntary retirement, at 
preſent, ſince the great Favorite, Philoſtros , finding 
he could not by any means work Exarchas from his 
conitant reſolution, of keeping inviolably thoſe ties 
of amity, that ſtill continue between himſelf, -and 
the State of Egypt (1 being married, as was fuppo- 
ſed, to that effet) became. enflamed with a new 
ſpleen, againſt the quiet fel:city we ſeemed to enjoy 
in Lyaia; and by conſequence held it a neceſſary 
piece of policy to diſturb us in our peaceable g0- 
vernment , whereby Soraſtros might receive no aſli- 
itance , either from our endeavour or power , if 
Ewuarchus at any time ſhould de perſwaded to fuch 
an intention, bythoſe affeRed, as he thought, more 
to the Egyptians than to the Syrians: though truly, 
for my own part, I muſt ingenuouſly confeſs, for ma- 
ny yeeres together, I laboured that breach Philoſtros 
deſired ; however without efte&, ſince the King my 
husband eſteemed it a ſafer point of honour, to main- 
tain both love and correſpondency with all his neigh- 
bouring Princes, than to have a needleſs enmity for 
the ends only of others; 'yet. that which moſt aggra- 
vated the fear (if not malice) of Orſames Favorite 
was, 'the comming into Lydia of Queen Anaxtia my 
mother, as was ſurmiſed, with certain conditions,not 
only of a more {tri unity between the two Crowns 
of Egypt and Lydia, butalſo with propoſitions of a 
match 'of our daughter C/oria,with Prince Ofiras, by 
which means, he-thought, the rye would become in- 
violable. ; 

Theſe reaſons, as we imagined, cauſed Philoftros 
to countenance ſome of the Nobility of 2yſ7a , not 
only to have a more particular dependency upon the 


Crowns of Syria, butto become leſs INE of 
eir 
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their own Prince; and to demand ſome conditions 
advantageable to themſelves, of Exarchus, by force 
of arms; fince he neither lived with them , as was 
pretended, nor could be drawn to make a war with 
the King of Armenia, in his Nephew Caſſianxs quar- 
rel. Whilſt buſineſſes were agitating in this manner, 
one Dimogoras, an antient Noble man of Lydia, be- 
mg not only of a factious diſpoſition, but extremely 
betriended of the common ſort of people , who for 
the moſt part have not patience, nor conſtancy to re- 
main long in one mind, taking advantage of Prince 
Caſſianus comming to the Court of Lydia, as alſo of 
the diſcontents of Myſſia, of a ſudden began with all 
violence ts cry out for an engagement with the King 
of Armenia, whereby, as*twas alleged, with more 
honour to recover again the loſt Countrey of 7beria. 
As theſe inflammayons, I muſt tell, prognoſticated 
ſome alterations in our Kingdome of Lyaia, which 
Euarchus had endeavoured for many yeeres to de- 
cain in aquiet ſecurity, both out of his natural incli- 
nation of peace, as well as by the faithfull counſel of 
one Pollinex ;, ſo of the other fide, of neceſlity , ir 
could not bur afford the King ſufficient matter for his 
thoughts and conſiderations co workupon : To this 
purpoſe, he preſently diſpatched, not only an Am- 
| 6+ 556k of quality to Artaxes King of Armenia, 
ſeriouſly to expoſtulate with him,about the reſtorin 
of the countrey of 7beria to his Nephew Prince Caf. 
fianus ;, but alſo ſent other Meſlengersinto 21yſſia, 
as well to temper, as to feel the diſpoſitions of thoſe 
people, ſince he had been advertiſed of diſorders, if 
not rebellions already begun in that climate , which 
he thought would prove of ſome troubleſome ( if 
not dangerous ) conſequence to his affaires, if not 
luddenly allayed and pacified . in regard the ſituati- 
on 
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on of their habitations were not only barten, but un- 

gcceſſiblein many: places : in this poſture jealouſies 
continued, if not encreaſed, by accrtain kind of de- 
ſperation of all ſides , until the King himſelf in per- 
fon.;was conſtrained, with a royal Army to march to- 
wards the confines of Myſſia , whereby in ſome viſi- 
ble way by his preſence, to terrifie thoſe people, if it 
were poſſible to new obedience , ſince neither his 
meſſengers, nor perſwaſions had been able one jot 
ro worke upon their natures or loyalties, and the ra- 
ther did he reſolve to make this expedition , for that 
he underſtood, ſome of the Nobility had already fent 
a ſubmiſſion to Orſames my brother, however Philo- 
ftros, his Favorite,nort long after conveyed -the Let- 


' rerto me in a complement. 


Buc the My ſſians,not appearing any thing ſenſible 
of their re. ns 70 rep rhe like teeming refolutions 
prepared themſelves to give the King battel:whilſt in 
the interim Emarchus, fuſpeting many of the Nobi- 
lity of Lydia that were in his army ( though in per- 
fon they appeared to attend his command) were 
diſaffeted tothe cauſe, he tendred them an oath of 
fidelity, which they refuſing, he appointed themei- 
ther to be confined, or retained in priſon : Bur that 
which ſeemed molt ſtrange in every mans apprehen- 
fion was, that Dimogoras remained moſt reſolute not- 
y pegs. the Kings purpoſes againſt the My/- 
fians, though with what inward intention, Tam not 
able to determine , ſince both before and after the 
wars, he hath ſhewed himſelf moſt peeviſh and ſpight- 
ful in all our occafions. | | 

In fine, not to detain you too long with the relati- 
on of many tedious circumſtances, when E narchas 
was ready to -have given his difobedient ſubjects the 
Myſſians a total it not diſmal overthrow, by _—

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-of the prerogative: of his*nunibers' and power, he 
not wy ſeg ups, contrary £O CVery ones expe- 
Qation,certain conditions for- their advantage, bis 
ranted them alſo liberty. to. appoint Commitiio ners 
or themſelves; whereby with more deliberation ro 
diſpute their ;pretended : grievances in Lydia. How- 
ever the Ambaſſadors,inſtead of applying themſelves 
to Enarchys, to-finifh the promiſed and begun Trea- 
ty, did of the: contrary comply wholly with all the 
factious of. .L 14:a;which hath-produced ſince the cal- 
ling together of the great Council of the Kingdom. 
But for that one Pollinex ſuffered by this authority, 
who was-a man of excellent wit, knowledge,and cou- 
rage, as. well as his trial and condemnation remarka- 
ble,I ſhall particularly mention! the paſſages. 

As it was , well known at what root-the-.Senate of 
the Kingdom intended fo frike,being thus aſſembled, 
without the good liking of the King ; ſo ' Pollinex

contradiction: yet, having belike anabſolute.confi-

:ſ\waded to quit-the Kingdom ; wherefore being pre-

Lawes of Lydia, to be his formal Judges (however in 
efſe& they durlt but at what was dictated co them by 
the multitude ) conceived his eſcape might prejudice 
their own fortunes ,,wherfore were partly reſolved 
of their judgements before hand, knowing as in-fome 
ſort bis nature was implacable, fo would it be almoſt 
impoſfible to work: him out of his Maſters favour, 
theſe reaſons enlarged the diſputations to ſome weeks 
revolution with equal violence. | 


But at laſt many of hisJudpes, whether convinced by 
the eloquence and powerfulneſs of tus arguments,;or 


whether perſFaded to more indifferency-, by-ſome 
hopeto enter into the Kings favolir , of af len not 
only forbore any more to inforce their allegations, 
bur in dire& terms, either profefled themielvs his 
friends,or ſeemed openly to pretend,as they had been 
formerly induced to thoughts of his condemnation, 
bythe cries of the people;and opinions of his crimes, 
ts and conſfciences now alte- 
red towards his preſervation,in regard of thoſe reaſo- 
nable and juſf defences, he had 6, oy? he himſelf, pub- 
likely before the face of the multitude. Nevertheleſs 
both Dimogoras andthe reſt of his faRtion, continued 
yet violentin their intended purpoſes, which was not 
only by this means to pull Po//inex from the boſorme 
of the King, but alſo to take away his life , leſt he 
ighr again mount into places of eminency, to their 
prejudice:yer doubting that by this wok, 
ſhould not poſſibly compaſs their eads-, in that &

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After they had totally declined, the firſt matiner of 
proſecution, it was not long before they put in ex-

liberty to ſpeak for himlſelf', but Zxarchas was 
alſo conſtrained , - by the Cries and Exelamations of 
the enraged people, to give his tfnwilling conſent 
co- this unfortunate and cruel Judgement, thongh 
long he diſputed with his Flamiss aboit it, who 
all perſwaded him to the compliance , rather 
than hazzard his oy perſon, and the Kingdothes 
Ruin. 

"Notwithſtanding the King had condeſcended to 


+ theſe particulars,with an intention to give the ſtrong. 


eſt teſtimonies could arfy way be deviſed, rowards the 

ſatisfying of the t ts (if not rather the fancies) 
of his undelieving SubjeRs , yet thoſe of Dimogoras 
faction in the Senate, perceiving the Kings unwillirig. 
neſs to this unexampled At of preteded Juſtice, begat 
to think , that if they could not alſo procare from 
his conſent, a perpetual continuation of their own 
preſent power and anthority,, by ſome ſtratagetii or 
other , their 6wn heads might ſoon pay for the vio- 
tence fed againſt Pollinex , wherefore it was concei- 
ved nioft neceflary , whilſt they feemed to govern 
the aQtions of the people, by their cries and clamours 
to fright Buarchm (or rather thofe abour him) co 
ſome extraordinary compliance in thisNature; and 
by this means to have the Aſſembly of the Senat, n6t 
at all to be determined by the antient and known 


- Prerogative of the Crown, withont their own allow- 


an . m_ ve lo he owes Fry oroman 7 but 
was ed', the rather for that the tons

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the neceſſary affairs of the Kingdom required ſuch a 
onceſſion, by reaſon of thoſe monies that had been 
rrowed for the payment of the Armies, and the de- 
fraying of the Souldiers expences. The ſecond, in 
regard-the King might at his pleaſure ,.as was told 
him , deny the confirmation of any Law ſhould be 
offered unto him, if he thoughrir' either prejudicial 


to himſelf or people. With theſe ſuppoſitions, Ex- 


arch was content to pleaſe his thoughts, and enter- 
tain his fancy; whilſt on the,other {ide Dimogor as 
and his faction, did not onely extremely rejoyce at 
the victory , their policy had gained over the Kings 
conſtancy , bur began daily more and more to prels 
upon'his patience with other inconvenient, and I 
may ſay, moſt unreaſonable demands ; in fo much as 
he was forced to tempt the Mysfian Commiſſioners, 
with a promiſe to make good unto that Nation, all 
their .own deſires and pretenſions , provided they 
would aſſiſt. his preſent neceſlicies, in the recovery 
. of all thoſe privileges he had lately parted from and 
loſt in the Country of Lydia. | 
This, I muſttell you, ſeemed not onely to be a- 
greed upon, but Exarchus himſelf in perſon made a 
voyage preſently into Af , whereby the ſurer 
to confirm the Articles : when the King had thus per- 
formed, (they in the interim promiſing him all fer- 
viceand fidelity) returned again joyfully into the 
Kingdom of Lydia, where he was received with ſome 
teſtimonies 'of Love by the City of Sards , yet the 
Senate perceiving, the King began to purchaſe ſome 
good opinion in the hearts of the better ſort , put 
orth* many Neclarations , wherein they not onely 


raxed him with divers faults in his own diſpoſition, - 


but bitterly complained of his manner of govern- 
ment ; Theſe they publickly. preſented unto mac" 
c 
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tified by the' clamours and execrations of the muti- 
tudes of the loweſt ſort of people. 

In theſe 'perplexities both, my ſelf and Exarchms 
remained for ſome moneths , finding thatthe Senate 
did not onely oyerpower all our endeavours, notwithe. 
ſtanding we deſired to give all ſatisfaction we could 
to the common 'people , byt the Ms fans had de- 
ceived usin our expectations , although we had both 
their promiſes and oaths to the contrary : ſo that af- 
ter my Mother w2s alſo baniſhed out of Lyd:a,taking 
counſel of our beſt thought , ſince we had few about 
us we could entirely truit,we reſolved,as the King in- 
tended totry another part of the Kingdom for his ſu- 
ture ſafety and content, ſo my ſelf would make uſe 
of my intereſt with Orſames inSyria,notwithſtanding 
his great Favourite Philoſtros oppoſition, to ſee 
what aſliſtance and relief , 1 could purchaſe for my * 
Husband in his diſtrefles againſt his own SubjeQs, 
with theſe, words the tears ſtood in her fair eyes, that 
ſeemed to ſtop the reſt of her diſcourſe ; however 
ſhe put on fuch a Countenance, that appeared more 
to diſdain herherſecutors, than to bemoari her miſ- 
fortunes. ; 

CANDALUS, for ſo was her Brother 
called, who with a reſpe&tful ſilence had heard out' 
the Queens relation , refle&ting in ſome ſort by 
the related circumitances, upon his own oppreſli- 
ons, returned this Anſwer : Madam, ſaid he, al- 
though in a far leſſe model! I muſt behold my fuf- 
terings , ſince my condition was not capable of ſuch 
loffes as yours, yet when I conſider a perſon can but 
loſe all-; as dark a night of unhappineſſe may be 
faid to. ſhut up his felicity , as is poſſible , which 
I allege not any way to diminiſh the compaſlion 
that is due to your Perſon and Dignity , fromall 
t'23 Noble 
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Noble and Generovs Spirits; but to poſſeſſe your 
Thoughts, with ſome defire of a privat Life, if 
things ſucceed not according to your wiſhes in 
your Journey : And the rather in regard I may 
very probab y doubt, the Favourite will not ea- 
flly be withdrawn from any of his Deſignes, by 
what perſwaſions ſaever , having a determination 
perchance to deſtroy the Zydian Monarchy ; Be- 
ſides, I have often heard him fay that a popular State 
is moſt eafie Iro be dealt withall by a Politician, 
ſince it conſiſting of many Heads , ſome of the ru- 
lers at all times, will be ſubjeR to the diſcovery 
of their privareſt Counſels , either by way of corrup- 
tion in their diſpoſitions, or want of ſecreſie in their 
Natures. 

However, replied the Queen, the conſequence of 
any rebellion or change of governmentin this nature. 
cannot be, but a moſt dangerous preſident to the king- 
dom of Syria it ſelf, efpecially if both the Afsfians 
and the Senate of Lydia do joynin, fuch an umty, 
that they cannot be ſevered , by the intereſts or 
power of other Nations : for that Maid Candalm, 
the Favourue imapineth , thatas there will be con- 
tinual factions and diviſions amongſt rhemſelves, 
whereby upon all occaſions they may be divided, not- 
withſtanding any tye of friendſhip or agreement, ſo 
hath he laid, as he believech, ſo perfe&t and trons 
a foundation in his own Country, that it is unpoſſi- 
ble it ſhould rebel ar any time to his diſadvantage, 
having not onely furniſhed all the fortified'places, 
with plentiful Garriſons of hjs own cregtures , but 
by reaſon of the War he makes in every- corner 
of Aſia, he hath the commodity of divers Armies,al- 
wayes ready at his Command, to ſuppreſle any in- 
Jyrrecion whatſoever ; and the poorer the people 
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are , coorting to his Maxims , the leſs mapa of 
___— Ditorders; for that their diſcontents 
ſhall. rather , prodace diſtrafted Aſſemblies, than 
well-deſigned or furniſhed Troops , having neither 
Money to pay their Sonldiers, nor Captains to lead 
their forces ; ſo that of neceſlity if they ene muſt 
become contemptible ſacrifices to his power &ſpleen 
inſtead of eaſing of themſelves by their contentions. 

'Tis tfue Brother, anſwered the _ I make no 
doubt but Philoftros hath theſe thoughts in his imagi- 
nation; yet, me thinks, hethat pretends ſo much 
to the good and honour of Syria, ſhould alſo con- 
ſider, that I being a child ofthe houſe, and maried 
into Lydia, by the general conſent of my Friends, 
ought not to be thus caſt away ; without either con- 
ditions obſerved, in rogues of my Nuptials, or 
any conſideration at all had of my perſon: and 
the rather may I expect this Juſtice I ſpeak of , 
and am about to demand of Orſames or his Fa- 
vourite , for* that the diſgrace will refle&t upon the 
whole Nation of Syria ,. who will appear to the 
world either unwilling , or not able to affiſt me in my 
neceſlities, it being a certain kind of Moral, if not 
Religious Duty , praQtiſed amongſt the meaneſt 
Famulies; much more is it to be expeted, from 
the Dignity of Kirigs and Princes, that ſhould be 
inflamed with the leaſt ſupicion or jealouſie of dif- 
honour. 

Madam, replied Gandal*s, however I might al 
lege from the nature and proceedings of Philoſtros, 
other pernicious Maxim of State«policy , uſed in 
| the communication, and comportment of Princes in 
their governments ; as for example , That itis better 
to hazaard, if not lacrifice ;. Daughter ofthe royal 
houſe, than any way toloſe or endanger the leaſt 
i I 4 good 
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good to theKingdom: Yet Iſhall defire you to believe 
what Thave ſpoke in this diſcourſe”, are but the ar- 
ns of States-men; or rathefyou may interpret 
them my own facies, the better to ſettle your 
thoughts againſt "tnexpeRed' accidents, ſo that-I 
ſhould think my wiſhes very fortunate if your per- 
ſwaſion can prevait 'with your Brothers goodnefle, 
without the knowlege of his great'Fayourite, where- 
by ir might procure: you aſsiſtanice, as my ſelf free- 
dom, to return into Syria, again to enjoy thecon- 
verſation of my Friends , or atleaſt wiſe ſome allow- 
ance out of my own eltate , notwithſtanding I am 
prepared as you ſee, to be contented with my preſent 
Fortune. Tur + 

By this time the Princeſs Cloria, 'and the reſt of 
Company were come out of the Garden, from tak- 
ins thoſe pleaſures, which the beauty of the place af- 
forded , who prettily preſsing to give her Mother an 
account of thoſe rarities ſhe had ſeen, abſolutely pur 
off the other ſerious diſcourſes, for thar every one 
was moſt willing to be ſo imployed, untill Mantw- 
na with an humble falutation inforthed her Father, 
that the Queenes Supper in another Room attended 
her pleaſure; which beingaccommodarted rather with 
exquiſite neatneſs, than magnificent plenty, encreaſed 
the opinion of that happy courſe of life, appearing 
free from Ambicion; though wanting no content that 
might ſatishe Temperance, however not fulfil Pride. 
Bar the circumſtance of the Feaſt being paſt, and e- 
very one retiring to their reſt, Exmenes would needs 
accompany Caſſia towards hisLodgings , that were 
ina Village not faroff: Casfja was more willing 
to condefcend to his'Friendstrouble:becauſe he was 
defirous to hear ſomething from him of his own 
depatture from - Lydia, 'and of the ſuceſſe' of that 
Ambaſladour 
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Ambaſſadour which Exarchas had ſent into Arme- 
»ia , to:treat about the reſtoration of his Country of 
Tberi yer the night being too far ſpent to make any 
long relations,without ſome ſuſpition of their former 
acquaintance, they reſolved both the next morning 
to meet in the Foreſt under the tree where the day 
before they found, one another, as the moſt conve- 
- nient place of communication and xconlultation. 

. Caſſia 'was the firſt that appeared, as it ſhould 
ſeem moſt paſſionate in his deſires, but Zamenes not 
being alſo over florhfull, not long after gave him 
the meeeing, were both ſeating themſelves upon an 
old root, which by nature was ordained fit tor the 
conference, ſince it afforded them the conveniencie, 
Exumenes began to diſcover unto him thele particu- 
lars; however, - with a conjuration firſt, not to be 
moved with the relation; After, {aid he, that you had 
taken your flight from the Court of Lydia, for fo 
muſt call it, rather than a departure,ſince your friends 
were not worthy to be of your Counſel, the Ambal- 
ſadour which E zarchus had ſent into Armenia, 'to 
treat about the redelivery of your Countrey of JTbe- 
ria, not only returned, but brought with him a con- 
ditional reſtoration of your right , which was, that 
certain monies ſhould be paid to T ygranxs Duke of 
Colchis, and you to promule a firm obedience to the 
Crown of Armenia: But Damogoras fearing that this 
ſeeming accord would prejudice the hopes of his im- 
ployment, began exceedingly to mutiny againſt the 
propoſitions, as diſhonourable, ſince you were not 
to be eſtabliſhed with_all freedome , withall alle- 
ging, it were more juſticein Exarchas to beſtow his 
laughter upon you, being of her own bloud and re- 
ligion, than upon Ofrrus, who was alwayes known 
to be an enemy to the worſhip of the Gods, accord- 
ng 
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ing to the Rules of Lyaia, as alſo the State ani 
roſperity of the Kingdom it felf , which makes me 
lieve, now I think upon it, that. you thought him 
more worthy than my ſelf, to be made acquainted 
with your privat Love, who elſe certainly could not 
have been inſpired with thoſe Apptehenfions. At 
which Caſſianus began to bluſh, but Zxmenecs not 
willing to break off his relation by any diverſion, told 
him, that his intention was onely to inform him,thar 
he might know hereafter the becter how to preſecute 
his in and not to upbraid him,whereby to pur him 
into confuſions , fo then followed on his diſcourſe , 
Neither did Damogoras, ſaid he, make uſe of his own 
tongue only to blait the juſzice of the Kings intenti- 
ons, but combined alſo with many My fians about the 
Court, to reprove Exarchus manner of Govern- 
ment ; beſides they alleged , that the Queen ſpent 
more in Masks and Dancings, than would maintain a 
Royal Army, by force of arms to recover your loſt 
right : And for Az4xia they made the people be- 
lieve, that by giving her noble entertainment in Ly- 
dia, rhe Kingdom was not only expoſed to the unre- 
lenting ſpleen of Philoftros, Orſames great Favorite, 
but tobe feared , that horrid troubles would quickly 
fall upon the whole Councrey, ſince her perſon ever 
brought miſchief and misfortune whereſoever it 
went. With theſe exclamations, in a ſhort ſpace, _y 
chaſed the poor Queen out of Lydia, againto 
an uncertain fortune,who only deſired a reſting place 
for her aged body , to ſpendthe reſt of her years in 
peace and ſecuriry; but the Gods it ſhould ſeem, 
willing to put anend to her miſeries; have fance ta- 
ken her our of the world, to the example of all 
pronach, and human glory, ſcarce leaving ber ſut- 
tent to provide for her decent funerals: —_ 
; fo 
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Damogoras with the reſt of his factious companions, 
not yet ſatisfied, but contihued ſtill . wr tur- 
 bulent praQtices , ſothat now they have not only 
pluckt from Exarchas imperial Diadem , the chief 
Flowers that adorn it, which is regal authority, but 
have by their violent proceedings alſo, driven out of 
the Kingdom Hyacinthia their Queen,either with in- 
tention, the more to pleaſe the powerful Favourite, 
or to prevent her from aſhiting the King by her 
Counſels to defend his Kingly authority. This, Caſ- 
fianus, is the occaſion of our preſent journey into 
Syria, whereby if it be poſſible , to obtain ſome ſnc- 
cours from Orfames power , to qualifie theſe threat- 
arp. Nappon 6 that promiſe4little leſs than the ruin 
of the proſperity of Lydia, whilſt you in the mean 
time ſeem to put on a reſolution to bury your 
thoughts in this contented courſe of life, neither re- 
flecting upon the miſery your affairs in part have 
produced, nor confider the honour of your houſe, in 
recovering again by aQion your loſt Patrimony , and 
with theſe wordsreſted filent, as if he expeRted ſome 
latisjaCion by his friends reply. 

After that Gafſiavxs had only fignified his ſorrow 
by a few fighes, and not many tears, he asked Em- 
menes what he would have him do? What would I 
have you do, ſaid Exmenes ? either proſecute your 
love tothe fair Princeſs, if it be poſhble to be obtai- 
ned; ſince Clorias indignation cannot be but exaſpe- 
rated againſt your perfon, by reaſon of her Fathers 
ſuffering, as ſhe may think, by your means; orelſe, 
take upon you fome brave reſolution, to recover a- 
gain your loſt Countrey, which you have now a bet- 
ter opportunity than ever to obtain; for Orſames 
hath lately proclamed open wars againſt the King 

of Armenia, inthe name of all the opprefled Princes 
of 
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of which number I am ſure you cannot but be eſtee- 
medone; and fot the conveniency of both the de- 
ſigns, you may accompany us under your diſguiſed | 
habit into Syria, without any ſuſpicion at all ; as well 
to attempt the love ofthe Princeſs Cloria in'the jour- 
ney, as to undertake the recovery of .your Countrey 
when you arethere, if you fail of the firſt. This pro- 
poſition of Emmenes, extremely pleaſed Caſſianxs ; 
{o that again his hopes ſeemed to invite his endea- 
vours to the execution , only there appeared yet this 
difficulty, how he could eaſily part from the old Fo- 
reſter, whom he had promiſed to accompany as long 

-aS he lived; and had to that purpoſe, by the fale of 
his Jewels, provided himſelf with all neceſſaries for 
ſuch a determination. But Exmeres told him, that as 
that obſtacle ought to be of too low a conſideration 
for histhoughts, ſince his birth and fortunes required 
the higheſt reſolutions, ſo of the other ſide, he could 
furniſh him with a moſt warrantable pretext, in that 
yeſternight, ſaid he, the Queen being in diſcourſe 
with her Brother ,abourt his recurn into Syria, (which 
ſhe promiſed, notwithſtanding her own preſſing oc- 
caſions , to ſollicite with all diligence) you may un- 
dertake to be the meſſenger, to bring him back an 
anſwer of the ſucceſs, and by thatmeans have the 
opportunity, not only to be admitted into the Queens 
train, but in the journey be a daily attendant about 
your Miſtreſles perſon. This was ſo far from not con- 
renting Caſſianss, that it almoſt raviſht his appre- 
henſions, whereupon , imbracing Emxmenes, he told 
him, thac notwithſtanding his own ingratitude, he 
was ordained by the Gods to be the prelerver of his 

honour, if not the obtainer of his felicity. 

Not many dayes after this diſcourſe, when the 

Queen had refreſhed her ſelf ſufficiently with her 

Brothers 
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Brothers contented ſolitude,and that preparation was 
. made of two gbod ſhips at the next Sea-port, to 
carry her into Syria ; the one for her own perſon, 
attended by her Ladies, and chieftrain, the other for 
her horſes, wich.other commodities. for the voyage , 
(in which later however 'Exmenes and Caſſianus 
choſe to go, not only becauſe they would give the 
women the greater liberty, butalſo have the more 
opportunity for 'their own private diſcourſes) they 
put to ſea one gentle morning, when the wind ſee- 
med moſt obedient to the intention, and failed all 
the day in ſuch a -peaceable- calm, as if Neprwne 
meant to contribute his abſolufe proteRtion, in con- 
duQting the Queen to Tyre, a Haven where ſhe in- 
tended to diſimbark for Damaſcss , however an hour 
before night, when the Sun ſcarce appeared above 
the ſuperficies of the earth, the winds as it ſhould 
ſeem, inconſtant to their former reſojution , began 
firſtto quarrel with the fayls, as if they had been an- 
BY with their gallant bravery, for driving the veſ* 
ell with ſo quiet a Majeſty, upon the ſmooth face 
of the Ocean ; and then made war againit the waves, 
for ſubjugating themſelves to ſuch a burden, which 
not only continued, but increafed the trouble, 
untill dark night gave warning 'to the Mari- 
ners, to take down £ tacklings fromthe Maſt, leſt 
violently they might be caſt upon ſome of the rocks, 
which they knew every where diſperſedin thoſe Seas, 
neither could they conveniently make uſe 'of their 
anchors in the deep waters : But the ſtorm increaſing, 
not only augmented the fear of. the whole company, 
eſpecially the women, who by their loud ſhrieks 
hardly gave opportunity to the workmen to per- 
form their offices, - according to the- words of com- 
mand, but alſo gave cauſe of doubt to the _ 
Pilots 
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Pilots themſelves, that underſtood more knowi 
che danger : only the Queen, whoſe thoughts ſee- 
med already drowned in a vaſt fea of diſcontent, 
ſcarce believed ſhe conld undergo a worſe ſhipwrack: 
r Cloria, whole innocency had neyer merited 
fach a hazzard , could not chuſe but complain , in-- 
wardly of the cruelty, though her expreſſions were 
no other , than in a ſeeming pale and diſtracted fi- 
tence, ſometimes crying nevertheleſs, becauſe ſhe 
faw it generally praftiled ; untill the thunder and 
lightning in the night, increaſed the horrour of every 
ones expeRation, diſcovering, as it were by that un- 
pleaſant light,the gy waves, ready gaping with a 
devouring aſpeR,go ſwallow up all their hopes,which 
put them paſt an amazed fear , to a certain 
on of ruin:Wherefore the Prieſts were preſently cal- 
ted to do ſacrifice to the Gods, either to appeaſe their 
fary, whereby they might be affiſted here in the dan- 
- their = , CO their mercy in another 
world after their deaths; fome in to ef 
_ fromruin , others of more pious m6A# og ſpeedily 
to be removed to a better habitation ; and a third 
fort invocated without any confidence, but to be con- 
formable to the cuſtom ; which however 
ſufficient-imployment to the whole afſembly for 
ſome hours, unul by little and little, abour the 
of day, the winds began ſomething to abate of their 
furious rudeneſs, as if they had partly wearied 


themſelves out of breath with their own violent 
combuſtion z Then ſuddenly Azrors ſtarted outof 
her watry Couch,ſeemingly more early than ordina- 
ry, to chide the ſtorm for being fo over bold-in her 
abſence, in diſturbing the quier felicity of fo No- 
ble a company : This gave warning to her ſlothfull 
Lover, not only to- attend his bi

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but to aid herin her defire-, agairr to command the 
winds to-their wonted Caves , only to converſe with 
monſters; fince-they knew no better how to uſe their 
, amongſt people of a milder converſation: 
'in the interim ſweer Cloria, with a tinQure more 
ittuſtrious than the brighteſt Goddeſs , direRted her 
eyes and hands to the Heavens, as a teſtimony of 
her gratitude for her preſervation; which a a ſhort

upd =." , ſince every one was full of joy for 
the unexpeQed change, if of a ſuddenthe miſerable

| floating in one place; trunks, and other commodi- 
ties ſwimming in others; horſes and men half dead 
Ariving with natural induſtry to keep the lintle life 
thar yet remained intheir bodies ro the laſt minute: 
ſome again-upon broken boards had gaod fortune to 
fave themſelvs on the ſides of the approaching rocks; 
whitt a few were preſerved by the haſty ſending-our 
of the long boat to thAr aſſiſtance, though, amon 
the:number, neither Caſſia nor Ewmenes appeared: 
but-however this cauſe: of forrow: troubled their 
hearts for a long ſeaſon, eſpecially the R 
whoſe Noble compaſſion. coutd: not- but melt into 
ſometears, yet the mariners were haſty to condu&t 
ho pretess dlugnder taco n7 4 anker voy 
ent, uncapable of a farther voy- 
age, having neither ſails nor maſt , beſides, being 
much beaten by the-ſtorm;ſo that upon conſultation, 
was found to.be the next convenient landing 
ace, which caufed: them to dire& their intentions

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as within ſix hours hard labour, -by the induſtrious 
marriners, they arrivedin a little haven , not many 
furlongs from the famous City of Salamine. 

The Duke hearing the news of the Queens falling 
upon that coaſt, as alſo the occaſion of her retire- 
ment out of Lydia, ſpeedily prepared himſelf, not 
only to give her a reſpe&full viſit, beſeeming her qua- 
lity, but.ſomgconvenient conſolation, in regard of 


1 her neceſſity ; Wherefore preſently cauſing his own 


Place to be accommodated for her reception, with 
a Noble train, went himſelf in perſon to; offer ther 
the welcom and honour of Cyprus. The Queen.un- 


.derſtanding of the Dukes approach, thought, it not 
At all fir, punRually to. obſerve the circumſtances 


appertaining-unto her dignity, finceſhe was.now ra- 
ther become a ſuppliant, than to keep. State, ſo wenr 
out of the houſe to give him the meeting, who quic k- 


- ly with a Courtly humility, kiſfing her. fair hand,told 


her, that although the ſeas ſhould have done reve- 
rence to her quality , for which. they. deſerved to be 
chaſtized,yet theGods were abundantly propitious to 
afford Cyprus the happineſs of her reception, by the 
others negleR; - and for his ofen particular,he vow'd 
her his belt ſervice againſt ber malicious. enemies. 
The Queen , after that ſhe? had returned the. Duke 
a gratetull thanks, in a baſhfull ſmile, told hima, that 
as ſhe could not blame rhe ſeas, that was but a ſenſe- 
leſs creature, for any inconvenience ſhe had ſuffered, 
fince ſhe found ſo much omiſſion in the ſubjects of 
her own Countrey; ſo of the other ſide,ſhe eſteemed 
the windes had done her a favour,in driving her into 
a place ſhe found an intire Nobleneſs. TEE 
After the Dake had invited the Queen to Sala- 
wine, which ſhe accepted within'three.daies, becauſe 
ſhe was not prepared at the preſent for the ar 
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both in regard of her loſles at ſea, and her own, and 
oples indi{ſpoſttion by reaſon ofthe {torm, he took 
his leave, with a reſolution at the time appointed, to 
meet her, with ſuch a mulitary entertainment, as was 
fit for her reception ; and according to that deter- 
mination , the morning betore the Queen was to 
take her liccle chough ſolemn journey, the Dukes 
Trumpets preſented her with an early falutation , 
which gave warning that their Lord was not faroff , 
to perform the reſt of the Service ; and being placed 
ina Chariot'of Crimſon Velvet, ſhe was conducted 
through the peoples acclamations, towards the place 
deſigned for her aboad; when, in the interim,every 
ones eyes were caſt upon the young Princeſs Cloria, 
ſeated at her mothers feet,reſembling another Diana, 
with a filver bow in her hand, and a Garland of 
flowers upon her head; though another beauty in- 
vited alſos'-their looks, and ſomething withdrew 
theif intentions, which was lovely Narciſſzs , the 
Dukes ſon, gallantly mounted, who with I brave 
4 company:on' horſ{-back was come out of the Town, _ 
by his fathers command,to honour the ſhew. Narc:ſ- 
ſus appeared to be a beautifull Cpid, ſent by the 
Gods to-conquer the inferiour world, with the effects 
of love ;, and Cloria reſembled a Deity placed upon 
a Throne in the heavens, above the reach of morta- 
lity to attempt :' he looked like the fprins' adorned 
with variety of choiceſt lowers; and ſhe, as an il« 
luſtrious morning-breaking in the Eaſt, coloured by 
Azxroras bluſh. The people, with a tranſported de- 
light beheld the one; but with an amazement, ſeemed 
to adore the-other. Theſe objeRs abſolutely deſtroy- 
ed the other richneſs, deſigned for the Queens enter- 
tainmenr, for the multitude imployed 'all their 
hearts and bands, to invite a continuation of what 
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their pever to be wearied eyes ſaw before them , till 
the beſt part of the neglefted triumph , paſt away 
without being regarded. 

When thele ſweer creatures met one another , 
though with their looks only , ſince the diſtance of 
their perſous would afford them no greater a conve- 
nience ; they purſued the encounter with ſuch an 
earneſt attentiveneſs, as if the Deſtinies had already 
determined an eternal ſympathy 1n their hearts, not 
to be diſunited by an earthly power, however , the 
poor girl preſently bluſhe, although her innocency 
knew nothing wherefore ; and Narciſ; 4 Appearing 
inflamed with that bluſh,jnſtantly grew red; at whic 
Cloria caſt down her eyes, as if apprebending a fault 
in her too much confidence; whilſt the youth, having 
ſuddenly loſt the brighteſt part of his delight , ap- 

roached, neerer the Chariot ;- at which gy > 
ldneſs , the Princeſs grew preſently pale, feari 


belike a publique addreſs. Buthe appre any yrs 


a ſharfreverence, the mayds delire , not only ful 
back from his determination, but af{o mingled tim- 
ſelf with the reſt of his company ; which gave occa- 
ſion toCloria,to ſeek him continually with herlooks, 
until their arrival at the Palace gate , for ſome inter- 
rapted the enquiry, though a greater convenien 

brought them to a neerer neghbourhood: for whilth 
Hu «s father led the Queen up the ſtairs , be 
thought it his duty, as his ſon, ro offer the ſame ſer» 
vice [0 the Daughter ; wherefore taking her by. the 
fair hand ro perform the office , Cloriafaddealy lec- 
ling the tonch, which her modeſty had ſcarce ever 
been acquainted with from any other perſom , with a 
quick violence pluckt it from hum, and hid it in her 
muff. He too much apprehending the aRion, had 
hardly power with trembling ſteps, to carry m—_

ſelf upinto the room , yet, by that time having re- 
covered ſome breath, and confidering his laſt part of 
Courcſhip was to be playd,ſince ſhe was ſhortly to be 
incloſed in her Chamber from his ſight, approached 
her ears with a few diſtrafted complements , which 
ſhe anſwered no otherwiſe than with a ſmile, and 
- Hangs leemed to flie to the proteRtion of her Mo- 
ther, where ſhe remained as in a fortreſs, free as ſhe 
conceived from his importunities, until the Duke his 
Father took bus leave of the Queen, that neceffarily 
commanded alſo Narcifſ»s trom his tormenting de- 
light, to wait upon his duty. 

But the poor Boy,not being able to bear the ſtrong 
aſſaults of powerfull love, within a ſhort time began 
to loſe the Bs of his cheeks, and not long atter 
fell into a moſt dangerous ſickneſs; ſo that the Duke 
not knowthg the ſecret cauſe of the violent diltem-

to viſit her almoſt dead though unknown Lover , 
and ſtanding by his bed-{ide, with tears alſo in her 
eyes,theAſſembly quickly tound not only an apparent 
ange in his countenance, but rhe DoGtors felt a 
violent alteration in his'pulſe, which gave occation 
of ſome diſcourſe at the preſent, buc of more enqui- 
rie afterward of the realon, Whertore when the 
Queea with ber fair Deovgonee were departed, and

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the reſt of the company ſevered from their atten- 
dants, the Duke by the adviſe of ſome of the Phyſ1- 
cians, began to fall upon a ſtrict examination of his 
Son , ando far vreſk him to the diſcovery of his in- 
ward thoughts, rhar at laſtthe youth nor being able 
to ſhew much diſobedience to his Father, though his 
baſhfull love along time contended againſt his duty, 
revealed not only the true cauſe of his paſtion , bur 
the ſubje& of his diſtempers : This gave the Dukes 
deſpairs ſome fatisfaction, in that at leaſt he con- 
' ceived he had got a knowledge , whereby his Son 
might come to be recovered, though the remedie re- 
quired to be applyed with as much expedition, as 
the diſeaſe ſeemed deſperat in operation. Where- 
fore after he had comforted the Boy , with as many 
hopes as poſſibly he could, che better to keep up his 
courage, and ſo-conſequently to-procure eaſe in his 
pain, that he might have the more force to reſiſt the 
violence of his deſire, as well as the likelier- to dif- 
poſe him for the cure, he retired himſelf into his 
own Chamber, there to conſider wich lels interrupti- 
on, what courſe was to be taken for the purpoſe he 
intended ; which was to fave his Sons life, in whom 
conſiſted all his felicity, ſince he had only beſides 
one Daughter,the fair Eretheria , who was not ca- 
pable by reaſon of her Sex,'to ſucceed to his honour, 
and command in the Ifland of Cyprus. | 

Firſt he laid before his conſideration, the ſeemin 
tmpoſhbility of his Sons recoverie , without the af 
ſurance of Cloria's affections , ſince the Phyſicians 
informed him, that the nature of love was of too vi- 
olenta quality , to ſuffer any medicine to operate 
with effeRin a ſick patient, unleſs that paſſion were 
either qualifi'd or ſatisfi'd. 

Next he knew that was not to be obtained , _

the Princeſle her ſelf becamethe Artiſt, which ſeemed 
to be a work of no ſmall difficulty ; Theſe difficul- 
ties continued the Dukes thoughts in a perplexed la- 
byrinth, ſometimes conſidering his own ECabilicies 
to pretend to fo high a match, ſince he was rather 
eſteemed a Subject and Servant to the State of Cy- 
pres , than an abſolute Prince indeed in his power 
and command , however of the other ſide again he 
reflected upon lits own worth , and upon the opi- 
nion the world had of his valour and ckes . but that 
was ſcarce held corapecent in his imagination, when 
he conſidered the attempt he was to make, was not 
onely upon the primeſt beauty of all 4a, but he was 
to contend with the honour and glory of Syria and 
Lyaia, who claimed an intereſt both in her blood and 
yrawr” h Yet ſeeing for the preſent his afliſtance was 
neceſlary for the Queens hin, he reſolved to make 
the demand,eſpecially for that withour it, his Son was 
{ure to periſh,which ro his happineſs was a perpetual 
night : with this determination he went inſtantly to 
the Queen Hyacinthia , carrying with him a Souldi- 
ers heart, but a Suppliants countenance. 
After he had performed his accuſtomed fſalurations, 
and entertained her. with ſome ordinary diſcourlſes, 
e1ving her a ſhort account alſo of his Sons indiſpoſiti- 


| on, being ſeated together by the Queens importu- 


nity in a chair, he began his more ſerious propoſiti- 
on after this manner : Madam faid he, as I come not 
now altogether to pay thoſe due Ceremonies which 
appertain to the dignity of your Majeſty ; ſo 1 muſt 
humbly intreat your goodneſle to excuſe the ne- 
ceſlity of my Errand , ſince 1t is the violence of a 
youthful affection onely that occaſions it tro my 
grief, as to your trouble: be pleaſed then ro 
Know , that being earneſtly inquiſitive to underſtand 

RE 3 my 
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my Sons diſeaſe, whoſe __ condition requires 
preſent aſfiſtance, or brings ſpeedy death , I nfed not 
onely the Art of the beſt of Phyſicians of theſe =_ 
but imployed my whole Authority to examine his 1n- 
ward thonghts,findingby ſome ſignes,that much of his 
fickneſs proceeded trom hidden diſcontents, ſince the 
variableneſle of his paſſions returned and abated ac- 
cording to accidents , which (not to decain you too 
long in a needleſs expeRtation of what I would dif- 
cover, and after that intreat) is no other than that 
Narciſſus 1s in Love with your fair Daughter , the: 
Princefle C/oria, whom as I fear he muſt either enjoy 
as his right, or perpetually loſe his other joyes im 
this world , for that as Iam inforned , there 1s no 
mean between pag, that admirable beauty, or. 
marying himſelf to the deformity of a darkSepulcher, , 
-wherefore, as I cannot challenge ſo great an honour 
qut of any hope of my own merit, ſo of the other fide 
give me leave to profeſs, tharall my fortunes , pows- . 
er,and endeavours,ſhall be alwayes faithfully imploy- 
ed in the Service of your ſelf and Husband, againſt the 
injuries of your diſobedient Subjects, 

The Queen after ſhe had heard this ſtrange and 
unexpected diſcourſe of the Duke , did not of the 
ſudden well know what ro anſwer; of the one 
fide conſidering the high conſequence of his requeſt , 
as of the other, the great mot ha might have of his 
help, befides the preſent entertainment ſhe received 
in bis Country, with the deſperate condition of his 
onely Son, fallen into the accidental mitortune by her 
own perſonal arrival in the Iſland of Cypri : bur 
having a pretty while pawſed upon a reply, not to be 
_ too rafh in uttering that,which paſt ſhe could not wel 

recall, at laſt ſhe. returned him this anſwer, with a 
countenance that expreſſed fear, doubt, and affeRti 
on: 
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on: My Lord, ſaid ſhe, as the noble Courteſies 
which you have been pleaſed to caſt upon me in 
neceſſities, with that human conſideration that a 
the world ought to have of the deſervings of your 
ſweet Son, muſt needs ſtir up ſuch a gratetul pitty in 
my Soul, that I ſhallendeavour all wayes poſhble to 
render you totally fſatisfyed; ſo of the other fide, I 
muſt beſeech you without partiality to conſider, that 
I am not only a wife, and jo conſequently under the 
obedience of my Husband , who cannot but expeR 
to have ar leaſtwiſe the knowledge of the diſpole of 
his Daughter in marriage, but am alſo going towards 
Orſamesmy Brother,to obtain from his power an af» 
fiftance in my prefling affaires, who certainly could 
not be bur diſpleaſed to have his Neece given away it 
the journey without his privity , yet ſo far I am con- 
tent to comply with your requelt, to let you fee how 
Srateful I defire to be, becauſe the necelfity of your 
Sons diſeaſe may require ſome ſpeedy remedy,as that 
my Daughter accompanied with her governeſs Rox- 
ana, ſhall frequently viſit Narciſſus, until by the 0+ 
pimon- of his Phyſicians, he be clean out of danger; 
whilſt in the mean time we may have ſome opportunt- 
ty, as well to conſider as to ſolicit Orſames, and 
make Exarchas acquainted with your intentions ; 
However , I judge the convenience more proper 
for both, when I ſhall my ſelf in perſon go into Syria. 
The Duke being tranſported with the graciouſ- 
neſs of the Queens reply , not doubting but this l- 
berty was ſufficient to recover a thouſand new livesin 
his fick Son , took her fair hand, upon which he 
ſealed bis humble thankfutaeſſe , and withall vow'd 
himſelf a perpetual Slave to her ſervice ; After he 
had ſtaid ſome ſmall rime longer in her Cham- 
ber, as a circumſtance belonging to his Courtſhip, 
K 4 (though 
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(though his deſire flew with ſpeedy Wings: to bear 
away the joyful Newes to Narciſſas ) he took his 
leave, which not onely filled all the Court with con- 
fidence ot his Sons recovery, but the wiſhed effeRs 
quickly followed ; for the Youth rewving by thele 
hopes, within ten dayes obtained his perfect health, 
to the abſolute content of all Cyprus : The Prin- 
ceſſe Cloria beginning now alſo by that allowed fa- 
miliariry, with the tormer impresſions ſhe had recei- 
ved, to taſt the ſweet aceminiions of her Lovers 
Pasſions , mno_ her innocent temper could ſcarce - 
be brought to the lealt diſcovery, one day with her 

Governneſle ( whilſt her Mother was otherwiſe in- 
ployed) took occaſion to take the pleaſure of thoſe 
Gardens that lay not far off her own Lodging, where 
plucking with ber white hand many dainty flowers, 
which that place plentifully afforded, when ſhe came 
ro that, that the Poets feigned the antient Narciſſus 
to be tutned into (inwardly interpreting it, as a per- 
 fet Emblem of her Servants perfeQtions) ſhe read fo 
fluenta Lecture upon the theam, and with ſuch an 
earneltneſs, that it was eaſie to be perceived, what 
ſubject her heart moſt delighted in , however Roxana 
underſianding her meaning , had much ado to ab- 
ſtain from laughing ar the pretty expresſion of her 
affections : yet with difficulty ſhe forbore any pub- 
lication thereof, until the had'fally ended her Love 
diſcourſe ; and then the old Woman, ina kind of a 
ſerious {mile beſeeched her Highneſs , ſince ſhe ap- 
peared to be lo mighty a Scholar in thoſe fictions of 
' rhe Poets,ſhe would ſo far inſtru@ her i norance,that 
ſhe might alſo be made acquainted with the applica- 
tion of the itory. But C/or4a ſoon diſcovering by her 
Governeſles te:gned Gravity, that ſhe made Requeſt 
- Onely to jeer her , prelently with the apprehen- 
| ſion 
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ſion began to bluſh: At which Roxana laughedin 
ood earneſt; and that drove ſweet Cloria abſolute- 
y out of countenance , in ſo much as with a kind of 
a gentle anger, mixt with an innocent ſhame, ſhe 
wept, which certainly had drawn on a more dange- 
rous quarrel, between her and her Governeſs,if a meſ- 
ſenger from rhe Queen, had not commanded Cloria 
to wait upon her Mother, to certain pleaſures of 
hawking, prepared for her delight and recreation, 
that diverted for the preſent the contention. \, 
However love ſeemed now to triumph of his con- 
queſt, over theſe two excellent creatures , yet the 
ſpightiul deſtinies would not with ſo much happi- 
neſs, ſuffer them to enjoy the ſweetneſs of their de- 
lighrful converſation , for the Queen falling ſick by 
reaſon of her late diſtempers art ſea, and the Duke be- 
ing call'd away to his warlike imployment - rg the 
King of Egypt, theſe accidents ſeparated their per- 
ſons, though not their affeftions, to both their dif- 
contentments ; for neceſſarily Narciſſus muſt ac- 
company his Father in the journey : which keptthe 
Princeſs Cloria ſome time after, as it were wedded to 
her own lodgings, unleſs it were, as her duty invited 
her, to viſit her Mother , pretending however , her 
retiredneſs proceeded from the Queens indiſpoſition. 
But the Princeſsat laſt being altogether tired with 
Keeping the houſe, one evening ſhe call'{Aier Go- 
verneſs to accompany her into the felds to take 
lome taſte of the freſh air; wherefong ſhe had nor 
lpent that time, that ſhe rendred 5 ions. ox innocent 
by her hurtleſs imployment,now & then plucking the 
beauties of nature, that appeared to put on a more 
cheerful look , to be handled by ſuch delicacy, (for 
though their wild growth,afforded them not ſo much 
iweetnels as domeſtick flowers, vet ber pure breath 


ſoered 
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feemed to ſnpply that defeR, as ſhe carried them in 
her fatr hand) before ſhe enconmred with a lovely 
Coumrey maid, bearing upon her Arm a white Bas- 
ket, covered with a whiter cloth, the young damſel 
at the fight of the Princeſs, not only ftood ftill ina 
trembling poſture, as if her own baſhfulneſs had a 
little diſtracted her, but withall cauſed her to dreſs 
her countenance with ſuch interchanges of red and 
white, that C/oria with a pretty ſmile at the Girls 
confuſion, began to interrogate her of her name, 
friends, and buſineſs ; unto which the girl , after ſhe 
tad borrowed leave of her fears , by the Princeſs en- 
couragement, told her ſhe was called Aminta, born 
of Countrey Parents, not far off , and ſaid, her buſt- 
nefs was to feek ſome good ſervice, for that her Fa- 
ther being lately preſt a Souldier for the Wars of E- 
Qt, had left her to the world, to procute her own 
bſiſtence , with chat wept, as if her neceſſities were 
yet more preffing than ſhe was willing to expreſs by 
words. Cloria, being wholy overcome by a Noble 
paſſion, reflecting upon the yourh and beauty of the 
maid, accompanied with the fearful baſhfulneſs of 
her demeanour , tarned her ſelf prefently to Roxa- 
a, and deſired her that ſhe would be ſo charitable, as 
to entertain the pirl asa new ſervant, becauſe with- 
out her Mothers approbation, as ſhe ſaid, ſhe could 
* not admit her to be one of her own attendants ; 
which however Roxana for ſome time reſiſted, 
as being unwilling in a firange Countrey to bur- 
den her ſelf with the augmentation of her train 
yet by the powerful importunity of the Princeſs, at 
laſt ſhe diſpenced io far with her rigid providence, as 
to admit of Amira for one of her followers. This 
gave occaſion to the maid preſently to fall down 
noon her knees, whereby humbly to acknowledge 
the 
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the favour at no leſs a rate,than the preſerving of her 
reputation, if not the ſaving of her life ; fince, as ſhe 
confeſſed, ſhe knew not what friends to flie too for 
ſuccour or counſel : withall, nncovering the basket 
that reſted upon her Arm,wherein was diſcovered va- 
riety of choice fruits, ſhe preſented them as a token 
of her ſervice and gratitude to the fair Princeſs, be- 
feeching her ſhe would be pleaſed to accept of ſuch 
dainties, as the place of her Fathers habitation did at- 
ford; that however, as ſhe ſaid, might be enriched 


' by her taſte, to prove of a greater value than they 


ſeemed: then retiring again with ſo becomming a 
modeſty,that the Court breeding in the comely maid, 
appeared only to have put on a Countrey attire, 
which made them wonder at her behavioor with an 
extraordinary delight. 

But the lateneſs of the evening gave Roxana War- 
ning to ſolicit Cloria to retire, leſt the falling of the 
dew might either injure her health, or prejudice her 
complexion, which for the preſent afforded only 
conveniency of diſcourſe in the way, though the 
Princeſs afterward was never well, but when the had 
the maid in her company : And this in time ſo increa- 
{ed her afﬀection , « to ſhe made her in a manner her 
only play-fellow , ſcarce delighting in any converſa- 
tion but 1n young Aminta's, whoſe countenance and 
ations put on ſuch a grave ſadneſs and reſpective 
d}rpence, that as of one fide ſhe ſeemed only de- 
frous to pleaſe her Miſtreſs , ſo of the other ſhe ap- 
peared roo ſerious for the worlds converſation ; but 
the Princeſs, finding by Aminta's frequent ſighs, that 
ſomething more than a natural ſadneſs, or a dutiful 
reſpe& polleſled her thoughts , ſhe not only often- 
[mes enquired of the cauſe of her grief, but narrow- 
ly look'd into the demeanour of her Governaet, 

vhoſe 
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whoſe Ryerity ſhe might fear , had procured ſome 
diſcontent in her gentle boſome. Yet, being not a- 
ble croextort from the Maid her ſelf any confeſſion, : 
and alſo Roxana aſſuring her , that no hard ulage of 
hers, cauſed her melancholy, Cloria one day reſolved 
to try her uttermoſt skill, whereby to be informed of 
the ſecret myſtery of Aminta's ſad expreſſions, and 
the rather,for that her complexion ſeemed ſomething 
to ſuffer in this concealment , or at leaſtwiſe ſo inter- 
preted by her choughts. 

Wherefore one Go ſhe commanding her to attend 
her perſon, into a certain walk neer the houſe, whete 
ſhe was accuſtomed often to take her recreation , 1« 
being a place defended from the heat of the Sun, and 
the violence of the windes, by the natural firuation 
of a pleaſant Grove of Trees, the Princels being 
there; arrived ſeated her felf upon a little rifing 
bank, which art appeared to have raiſed for ſuch a 
rxrceg , whilſt inthe mean time Aminta food by 

er in reſpeRtive attendance. But Cloria rather 
aiming at the execution of her intention , than the 
reverence of her Servant, according to her uſual 
cuitom when no body was preſeat , commanded her 
to thoſe familiaricies ſhe was moſt delighted withall, 
which was to fir dowa by her , ſince youth is better 
pleaſed with freedom in conveclation , than ſtate- 
reſeryedneſle in ations. When ſhe had thus placed 
her ſelf, the Princeſs , without many circumſtances 
in words (for that her paſſion to be reſolved, as it 

ſhould ſeem, was too violent to be delayed) conjured 
het by her ovn Duty, and that Love ſhe bore her, 
- which ifſh2 proved over obſtinare, as ſhe ſaid, might 
' beloſt, rodiſcover unto her the caule of her ſadneſs, 
or pe , which her frequent ſighes ſufficiently ex- 
prelt to b2 eagrafcel in her foul, proceedtng wow | 
I N2 
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ſome hidden reaſon not yet revealed. Aminta by 
the Princeſs's importunity, whoſe love and ſeverity 
ſeemed prettily woven togerher,after a few tears mixt 
with many pauſes, and two or three deep ſighes, as 
if her rongue were afraid ro become a Traytor to her 
heart in the diſcovery, uttered theſe words. 

Moſt fair Princeſle, faid ſhe, let the Gods be onely 
blamed, if I am compelled to fay, itis no other than 
your ſelf that conlich my ſmart. Cloria finding an 
Anſwer ſo much againſt her expectation , and much 
more intention , could not chuſe but look her full in 
the face,though with a kind of ſilent reproof,as if ſhe 
rather yet excuſed her own ignorance, than accuſed 
Aminta's ſuſpicion ; but the Maid redoubling her 
words, like a fierce Tyrant with multitude of blows, 
when: he had his Enemy at his mercy : Nay, ſaid 
ſhe, you have cruelly , asI fear, pi: mg my life , 
and which is worſe, no Phylick can he applied to 
my wounded Soul, but what remedies your ſelf ſhall 
bring ; like the Scorpion, that onely heals, what 
hurt his ſting procured. Clcria being amazed at theſe 
expreſſions; Aminta, after ſome pavſe again, ut- 
tered this Language. Know dear Cloria, that Nar- 
ciſſ #s cannot live without the converſation of his ad- 
mired and beloved Miſtreſs, which onely hath cauſed 
this ſtrange Metamorphoſis before your eyes, to be 
turned to a more deadly form , f you cruelly deny 
the grace that I humbly require, By this Rhetorick 
the Princeſs was ſufficiently informed of her Patient : 
however, for ſome time ſhe reſted filent , until at laſt 
ſhe defired to know how he could excuſe his abſence 
to his Father. Narciſſ«s quickly anſwered, that pre- - 
tending a journey intoSyr14,to be better inſtructed in 
the faſhions and 'cnſtoms and of that Court, he had 
procured leave to travel for ſome while , though be 
ITE "5a 
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intended to make no farther a voyage than to her 
beautious ſelf, in which ſchool all excellency and 
content, as he ſaid, was to be perfeQly'learned; 
then held his peace with ſuch a begging look, that 
Cloria had ſcarce power to contradi& : until with 
rears in her fair eyes, ſhe after ſome ſmall ſilence uſed 
theſe words : | 

Dear Narcifſ as, {aid ſhe, for ſo 1 muſt call you, in 
that you have endeavoured to merit that name at 
hands, though I cannot but reprove the over-þold- 
neſs of your attempt,ſince thereby it ſhould ſeem, you 
bave miFinterpreted all my favours , having ſo lutle 
reſpeRt to my honour,as that you have borrowed this 
falte o__ © ſatisfie your pretended paſlion,which 
the world will neither excuſe in you, nor allow in 
me, if it be once known, how you were ſecretly en- 
tertained by my allowance, inthe habit of a Coun- 
trey-maid : = to let you ſee how charitable I am, 
notwithſtand: 8 your tranſgreſſion, I freely forgive 
the fault paſt, fo you will now repent, and make ſar 
tisfaction, in. your returning ſpeedily again from 
whence you came, not giving me further occaſion to 
be jealous of my never-yet-ſuſpeted modeſty , this 
being ſaid, ſhe ended with ſuch a look, as ſhewed 
plainly ſhe ſpake againſt the deſires of her own heart. 
But Narciſſ#s, who could put no leſs a difference be- 
tween his admittance and demiall, than a moſt un- 
kind and cruet baniſhment, told her, that if ſhe had 
a will to deſtroy him, ſhe might enjoya that penance 
ſince be was reſolved to abſtain from all natural food 
finlefs he ſhould be fed in her preſence, by the ſight 
of her perfections; and with that caſt down his eyes 
with fo ſorrowful a look upon the ground, as if he 


Lg nathing but a grave, {ince he could nox enjoy 
the life of her converlation. | 


Cloris, 
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Cloria, after ſhe had attentively beheld him, and 


| then look'dup at the heavens, as if from thence ſhe 


expected ſupernatural affiltance\ and again reſted 
{ient, with abundance of tears puſhing violently from 
her fair eyes, atlaſt broke out into theſe imprecati- 
ons : that if ever by any accident , his being with her 
in a diſguiſed habit,came to be revealed to the know- 
ledge of the world, ſhe vowed by ſome means or 0- 
ther to become her own exccutioner , as a bloody te- 


_ fiimony of her abſolute chaſt intentions ; in the mean 


time, fhe told him, to fatisfe his pleafures,he was too 
cruel to exact from her ſuch deſperate conditions. 
Narcifſ us ſcarce hearing what ſhe ſaid, being tranſ- 
os with ſuch a joy, as religious men uſe tro pot- 
{s in extaſies, not only having broken through the 
diſcovery, but in being ſo beyond his hopes accepted, 
began to grow bold in his felicity , in ſo much ashe 
could not forbear , to imprint loves character upon 
her fair lips, untill ſhe in a grave diſdain, to he ſo af 
{aulted by his preſumprion, not only commanded 
him in a ſevere look to keep at a farther diſtance, 
bur withall cold him, that he had already ſo excee- 
dingly provoked her jult anger, thatir was capable 
to deſtroy thoſe ſmall ſparkles of love, which 
charity had kindled in her compaſſionate baſome 
And with that haſtily roſe from her ſeat, with fuch 
another bluſh, as inflamed Diana's baſhful modeſty, 
to become cruelly revengeful; which preſently turned 
the youth, into an immoyable poſture, ſcarce know- 
ing whether he breathed or no. The ſudden com- 
ming of Roxanato ſeek the Princels gave no time at 
all for expoſtulation, that abſolutely left Narciſſus 
to converſe only with his own ir , ſince ſhe 
and her Governeſs went peſently.to viſitthe ſick 
Queen. 


However 
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However the Princeſs Cloria, though ſhe uſed not 


thoſe familiarities with her play-fellow Aminta,(be- 
ing over jealous of 'her own honour) as ſhe was accu- 
ſtomed, yer fhe forbore not fill rocommand her ſer» 
vice upon all occaſions, and with gentle ſmiles would 
often ſhew, ſtie-was not unrecoverably diſpleaſed 
with her, for her late paſſionate attempt, _ ſhe 
totally avoided her company in privat; which was 
the reaſon that frequently ſhe and Roxana, would 
walk to a certain cliff by the Sea {ide , where was a 

rove of Cypres-trees , thar afforded a convenient 
ſhade. to protect their converſation from the Sun or 
Winds violence , whilſtin the mean time they might 
with what liberty they pleaſed, behold the ſhips 
that 'entered the Haven not far off that place. 'And 
this delight, one day above thereſt, not only invited 
the Princeſs Cloria, in the cool of the day tothe ac- 
cuſtomed recreation ; but cauſed her to defire her Go- 
verneſs that ſhe would hear her play of her Lute, to 
try whither by the occaſion of her journey , ſhe had 
not for wanr of practice, loſtthar little skill ſhe for- 
merly had ; which being accompanied by her excel- 
lent voice, that uttered this Ditty , ina manner ra- 
viſhed the old woman into a humour of Platonick 
rag ſince her yeers were ſcarce capable of other

Roxana after the ſong was ended, to ſhew ſhe car- 
ried about with her certain remnants of fleſh and 
bloud,fell in diſpute with the Princeſs, abourthe idle- 
nels, as ſhe tearmed it, of ſuch a pretended paſſion

ſatisfaction of the body, as the minde : nor is that 
lawfull pleaſure denied mortals { as ſhe ſaid ) by the 

ure heavens, that ordained man and woman to en- 
Joy one another, to produce again creatures of the 
ſame kinde,to people and continue the world, which 
elſe would quickly periſh. I, ſaid C/ori4, but that love 
which you mention, which tixeth the pleaſure in the 
body, 15 meerly brutiſh, ſince the ſoul ſeemerh not 
to have the principal fruition ; eſpecially when there 
wants a ſympathy in the contemplative part , that 
ought to render it divine; Divine, faid Roxana, how 
can it be ſo termed ? when it was inſtituted to pyo- 
cure humane effects: for-elſe you might as well place 
your affections upon your Siſter, as upon the ſervant 


you love, who may perhaps equal him in all other | 


reſpects, but in the Sex only : and what ferveth the 
diverſity of the Sexes, but to perform thoſe ations, 
which one of your own $ex cannot accompliſh? nay, 
put cale , ſaid Roxana, that you were fitted with a 
companion , that had all perfeRions in his ſoul that 
might render your mind and converſation ſatisfied, 
yet if his body wereetther aged or deformed, I pray 
conſider what delight you would take in ſuch ſocie- 
ty? Itis true ſaid Cloria , becauſe naturally we rake 
pleaſure in beauty, which would not appear in a per- 
fon of that condition, and ſo conſequently could not 
content the eye that is a ſenſe alſo curious to be ſatis- 
fied. Why then Madam, ſaid ſhe, Iwill only make 
this compariſon, to confute all your forced argu- 
ments ſo much againſt your conſcience: put caſe my 
Lord Narciſſ«s,whom I know youlove with all your 
hearc, were by ſome miraculous decree, to. be tur- 
; nedinto a beautifull Maid, would not you be ſorry in 
your ſoul at the converſion, although he ratajngt 
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ſtil the ſame faculties in his mind, of wit, judgment, 
and goodneſs? With that C/oria blaſhe, yet not fo 
much -becauſe ſhe found her ſelf over-come in that 
which touch'd her to the quick, but becauſe at the in- 
f}ant, ſhe reflected upon the metamorphoſis of 4- 
minta , who ſo lively repreſented the compariſon , 
although ignorantly alleged by the old woman; 
buc what anſwer it would have produced, cannot be 
known, for they were boch interrupted, by the fud- 
den appearing, (contrary to their expectation, and 
to their no {mall amazemenr)of an unfeemly compa» 
ny of Mariners and Sea Souldiers, who as quickly 
(with a ſilent horror & an unreſiftable power) ſeized 
the prom of Cloriaand Roxana, and after ſome 
{mall circumſtance carried them into a little ſhip- 
boat lying neer the ſhoar , which as ſpeedily as they 
could, they putfrom Land with long Poals,until they 
had fet it free, as they conceived, from all turprize of 
the neighbouring Iſland, _ which interim, Clo- 
ris was too much overcome with fear and trembling, 
either to underſtand what they did, or to enquire 
what meant, until ſhe was ſpfficiently awaken- , 
ed out of her Trance by a more lamentable object - 
for ſhe might behold her poor Governels , lying 
bonnd m a miſerable poſture at the lower ve. 

of the boat, ready as ſhe heard by their diſcourſes , 
to be ſuddenly flung overboard, becauſe as they pre- 
rended., they were unwilling to burden themſelys 
with an unneceſlary incumbrance, not daring to put 
to Land again tofſet her on ſhoar, for fear of being 
apprehended, befides they were in doubt, if ſhe 
Mould be returned to. the 7ſland , ſhe might be a 
means of their purſute in diſcovering their robbe- 


ry. 
Wherefore Cloria, without any regard at all of 
L 2 her 
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her Dignity, or care of thoſe dainty limbs that were 
natures perfet workmanſhip , flew*luddenly from 
the place where ſhe was, as if her abundant compa 
ſion had made {her altogether inſenſible of her pre- 
ſent misfortune; . and viebnly breaking thorow the 
ring of thoſe people,which ſtood about one that ſee- 
med by his geſture , but not by his apparrel, to de 
in more authority than the reſt, and caſting her ſelf 
upon her knees, with many tears uttered this lan- 
guage: 

It ever you taſted the milk of woman towards your 
education? if ever you honoured that Sex for your 
mothers ſake that bare you ? if you can beleſs cruel 
to. humanity becauſe your ſelves live? or if you in- 
tend the Gods ſhall ever ſhew mercy unto you1n this 
world or in the next, leave off your barbarous reſo- 
lution againſt this aged woman , whom nature her 
ſelte without more yiolence,mult needs e're long de- 
ſtroy : but if your harſh diſpoſitions cannot be mol- 
lined by a Virgins prayers, let me firſt be ſacrificed, 
that mine eyes may not behold the wretched deſtru-: 
Ction of my dear foltermorher, who from my infan- 
cy hath brought me up with reſpeQtull love, having 
often preſerved me from many dangers by her dilt- 
Sent care. And this being ſaid , ſhe poured forth 
a ſhower of tears, -as a charitable te{timony that her 
heart accompanied her wordsin the requelt. 

The barbarousJudge of Roxana's life,leeing himſelf 
entreated by fo ſweer anAdvocate,& with an humuli- 
ty anfwerable to his own rude pride , which rather 
mollified his Tygers boſome,than perſwaded his rea- 
ſon to become humane, after ſome pawſe,in imperi- 
ous words bid her riſe ; then having conſulted with 
the reſt of his companions, he told her that her ſute 
was granted , fo be as to have a reprieve for ng 
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Governeſs, until they were both preſented unto the 
Admiral of their Flert,” who lay not at any great di- 
ſtance trom that place ,expeRting their ſpeedy return, 
which would determin as he ſaid his own Commiſli- 
on,ſince he was only put in command to execute the 
ſervice he had already performed ; And with that 
gave direction to have the boat haſted ro the ſhips, 
which was accompliſhed within an hours ſpace , 
though before their arrival the Sun. had already hid 
his face below the horizon, as if aſhamed to behold 
ſa great a misfortune. The Princeſs Cloria was quick- 
ly brought into the Captains Cabin, where himſelf 
tiring upon his bed , Cr roſe to give her a civil 
ſalutation; however , ſhe being more mindfull of 
Roxana's danger than of her own unhappineſs, pre- 
ſently begg'd the life and releaſementof her Gover- 
neſs; which gave an occaſion to the proud Admiral, 
not only ſomething to compaſſionate her earneſt-

Cloria, although ſhe was ſomething fatished , to 
have again the converſation of her Governel(s, whom 
ſhe eſteemed almoſt loſt , yet (conſidering rhe miſe- 
rable eſtate ſhe was in, to be under the power of ſuch 
aabarborous captivity ; ſeparated in this violent way 
from the paſs. rag of her dear Mother, who- could 
not as ſhe conceived, but almoſt dy with ſorrow and 
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grief, when ſhe ſhould either be advertiſed of tho 
particulars of her miſ-fortune , or not know what 
was become of her; )began.this complaint: Alas Clo- 
ria, faid ſhe, what have been thy offencesto. the im- 
mortal Gods, to plunge thee in theſe exquiſite mjſe- 
ries, not poſlible in a manner to. be ſuffered by hu- 
mane nature? was it not ſufficient to, be . ſeparated 
from thy Father and Countrey, wherein thou enzoy- 
edſt both ſafery and honour , PEE HON AS it 
were, inthe company of thy Mother ; to a volunr 
tary baniſhment , rather than endure the affronts . 
of thy Fathers perſecutors'? but of a ſudden to be 
deprived of that joy was only left thee , and be caſt, 
into a power more _ than Tigers , and more in- 
humane than wild people ? and with this wrung her 
delicate hands, with ſuch expreſſions of paſſion,that 
Roxana was forced for ſome time to leave her: 
thoughts, whereby to apply remedies to ber Miſtris 
riet, 
s Madam, ſaid ſhe, if the Gods could at any tume be 
jaitly taxed for their permilhon of injuries upon'in- 
nocents, certainly at this preſent they merit reproof 
beyond example, ſince the wrong is done to ſo high 
a goodnels as the world again can ſcarce parallel , 
buc ſeeing their inſcrutable decrees are not to be 
ſearched into by weak mortality , without ſuch a re- 
verence as mult only pray for redreſs, it is far more 
available to our preſent condition, to conſider with 
qoaayag what is belt to be done, than to ſeemrebel- 
10usto their wils, in not well ſuffering what cannot. 
be otherwiſe prevented,which at leaſtwiſe may brin 
with it forgiveneſs of our ſins, if not conſolation 0 
our puniſhments ; ſince for the moſt part afflitions 
in this world, are only ſent us to corre& our ſtub- 
born nature 5 making us more fit for the Gods 
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mercies;& not abſolutely to deſtroy us, by rendring us 
ſubjects for their ſevere juſtice ; for truly.as I cannot 
believe, but that they have reſerved for your' good- 
neſs a particular proteRtion , ſo of the other fide I am 
confident,that when the chaſtiſement,or rather T may 
fay the tryal of your ſingular virtues,is paſt,che inftru- 
ments of your preſent puniſhment will be caſt into 
the fire, & you not at all prejudiced by the ſuffering, 
unleſs yon prove more obſtinate, or impatient, than 
you ſhould be. Beſides,you ought to conſider, you are 
Euarchus Daughter , a Prince of ſuch excellent pa- 
rentage and'blood, that the leaſt dejection of ſpirit, 
notwithſtandiug the greateſt mi{fortune, would dege- 
nerate you from your birth and education;and yet no 
way leſſen the miſery of your captivity; though 1 
would not have your quality come to the knowledge 
of theſe inhumane Pirats, for augmenting the price of 
your redemption, ſince covetouſneſs is the only det- 
ty they ſerve, and the ſole period of their pains, 
wherefore, I beſeech you to pur off ſo much of your 
confuſed grief, that may preſerve your health, and 
render: you more capable of counſel, whereby we 
may the berter ſtudy your ſafety, and both our free- 
doms : and with that took her in her arms, where ſhe 
held her, until her loving endeavours had rockt her 
into a quiet flumber , which continued for moſt part 
of the night: by this Roxana, had liberty in themean 

time , the better ro converſe with her own wit and 
jnadgement, how to finde means for their ſpeedy de- 
livery : ſometimes ſhe thought, of preſenting thoſe 

Jewels they had. concealed Sour them to the admi- 

ral, then'to diſpatch ſpeedily a meſſenger into Cy- 
pYzs , to give notice of their condition : But as the 

trftſcemd dangerous by reaſon it would ſtir up grea- 

rer appetites, of farther gain- in the covetous 
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Captain, and never a whit the more ſecure their li- 
berty; ſo the other, as ſhe thought, would never 
be granted by his ſuſpicion, for fear of being diſco- 
vered, and conſequently purſued by ſome other great 
Fleet : Theſe things continued her thoughts in a per-

caxeleſſe to.delude- the watchful and fſpightful ſpies 
of the houſe of my Father , one night when we leaſt 
look'd forhis preſence, he was brought to be an 
eye-witneſlſe of our imbracements; at which ſight, 
my Lover being poſſeſſed with a deſperate rage to be 
ſo ſurprized, ſuddenly leapt out of his naked bed, to 
prevent his own apprehenſion, ſince the fact was ho 
leſſe than death in him, by the rigid and unkind 
Lawes of Syria, but being itoprt at the door , by my 
Fathers fury, he quickly flew to the protection of his 
iword, that was net far off his unhappy reach; 
and ſeeing by no intreaty he could perſwade paſ- 
lage, he made forcible way pm, my Fathers life, 
ſo eſcaped all their endeavours, by bis preſent flight , 
which, as you may believe, was a ſufficient torment 
to my perplexed mind, for that every Bailad of the 
Town ſung my ſhame, and my Lovers cruelty, and 
this quickly. cauſed me to ſeek another habitation, 
though the wealth that was left me, as being Heir, 
might in ſome ſort have bought my quiet. With theſe 
thoughts I put to ſea, carrying along with me ſuch 
moveables, asI could hand{omly dilpoſe of to that 
purpoſe, with an intention if it were poſlible, in this 
poſture, to find out the aboad of my baniſhed Lover 
or elſe, in ſome unknown place to ſet up the ſtation 
of mine own reſt.But my unhappy Fates, rather refle- 
Qing upon my former crime,than my preſent miſery, 
never left perſecuting me with —_y windes and 
ſtorms , until they. put me into the abſolute poſlef- 
ſion of theſe mercileſs Ptrates,where ever ſince I have 


' lived, the abuſed Strumpet of the Captains luſt, 


though flattered alwayes , not onely with the hope, 
ut 
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but promulſe of a ſpeedyMariage , theſe proteſtations, 
continued me until now, reaſonably well fatisfied : 
but ſince your ſurprizal, you muſt know, he hath caſt 
his burning affeftion upon the more rarevbeaury of 
the Princeſs Cloria, though he dares not opefily ow 
the Love, becauſe there is ſo ſtrong a faftion wthe 
Ship againſt the deſign ; for that they put: ova re« 
ſolution to preſent the Lady to Ofiyms, che Kings 
Son of Egypt , whereby ths beites to procure their 
own Pardons , for thoſe Robberies they have com- 
mitted upon his ſhore, having been in time palt, 
his natural. Subjects : to this purpoſe ,” the: better 
to compaſle , rhough to colour his deſire, he hath 
imployed me as an inſtrument wo your ſelf, ſup 

ſing you have an abſolute intereſt with the Prin- 
ceſſe, to -perſwade her , by a diſguiſe he wil pro- 
vide, to convey her ſelf to morrow night , out of 
this ſbip into another of more fidelity, which ſhall 
carry her to-a Caſtle belonging to: his Command; 
from whence he vaws, though -untruly, ſhe ſhall be 
returned ſafe to. her Friends and Country ; pretend- 
ing he neither dares truſt her, or himſelf , in: the 
Egyptian power. But I, finding he hath an inten- 
tion to deal falſe with me, after my diſhonour,] have 
alſo deceived him, and made ſome of the contrary 
faction acquainted with his paſſions; who will be 
{ure to prevent lfis purpoſes , ſince they do notonely 
hate him, for his injuſtice rowards themſelves, in diſtri- 
buting unequally thoſe booties,. weh.have been from 
time to time gotten by Piracy; but now in ſeekingto- 
hinder , by his privat- love, ſofortunat ar» occaftion: 
to procure all their pardons. Scarce had ſhe'deli- 
vered'thus much, but the Captain, like'ſore furious: 
wild Beaſt (having over-heard her diſcourſe, by a 
privat whilſpering place, he had out of his own 
lodging, 
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lodging, into. the other Cabin where Cloria reſted) 
came into.the room with his ſword drawn, firſt kil- 
ling the Woman with his looks, and after forced the 
weapon to perform the reſt ; which not onely fud- 
denly awakened the ſweet Princeſs, but with horrour 
of the ſpectacle, ſoon forced Roxana out of the Ca- 
bin with fearful ſhreekes, that preſently with a con- 
; ("hy diſtraftion call'd up all the company in the 


In the mean time, whilſt all of them were laying

The Captain of the other ſide, 
being tranſported with that taking objec, inſtant! 
ing away his ſword, and kneeling down by her bed, 
as if he intended to ſacrifice to ſome Deiry, gently fixt 
a kiſs, with his impure lips,upon that more than white 
Altar ; continuing inthis poſture, until Roxana's cries 
had brought to the Door many of the Pirates ; 
who , with a tumultuous noiſe, not onely entred, 
but finding the dead Carcaſe of the flaughtered 
Woman , and alſo the ſuſpeRted demeanour of the 
Admiral, by reaſon, of that information they had 


for - 
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formerly received of the dead Strumpet, concerning 
his privat Love to the Princeſs Cloria, ſuddenly 
threatned him with this Language : Villain, ſaid 
they , was it not enough injuſtice in thee, to have 
oftentimes, by thy imperious commands, defrauded 
us ofthe equal diſtribution of ſuch prizes we had got- 
tenat Sea? but to endeavour allo to deceive us of 
our hopes of our pardons , by the raviſhment of the

The Captain, being not able to ſupport this ſharp 
reproof from his baſe Vaſlals,of a ſudden leapt to his 
ſword that lay upon the ground, and when be had it 
in his hand, flew among them like a Tiger, calling 
to hisayd ſuch inthe ſhip as were faithful to his factr- 
on', which ere long procured a molt bloody encoun- 
ter; for what the Admirals party wanted in num- 
ber , they ſupplied in courage, ſo that theFight a 
great while ſeemed to be equal ; wherein the un- 
couthnels of the ſeaſon, added horrour tothe ſlaugh- 
ters; augmented alſo by che cries of dying and woun- 
ded perſons, with the whiſtling of the winds, that ap- 
eared to contend with the Seas in a new combat ; 
ut at lait, the Captain himſelf being ſlain, a ſudden 
deſpair ſeized the remaining company , in ſo much as 
they all eicher fled to ſeek refuge into dark corners 
of the ſhip, or yielded to the mercy of the Conque- 
rours; who putting the head of their late Lord upon 
a Spear, cryin Liberty, ſhewed it to the people of 
the other Veſlels, notfar off, and preſently ſent a 
Meſlenger, not onely to inform them of their:pro- 
ceedings, and juſt judgement againſt their PR 
Malter, 
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Maſter,but to defire a c6ference,how they might beſt 
diſpoſe of their atfaires to procure all their pardons. 

During the Confli&, the Princeſle Cloria as it 
were-tranſported beyond all degrees of amazement, 
rather conceived her ſelf to be in a terrible dream, 
tharrthe beholder of ſuch inhumane actions, lay as 
it were without motion , untill Roxana, who had 
newly broke through the confuſed crowd, came into 
the Cabin to give her dear Lady ſome conſolation.

»axia; which either muſt abſolutely deſtroy my in- 
tentions to poor Narciſſ, or put me in ſome deſpe- 
rate prevention , ſince his thoughts cannot be ſo low, 
as to ſuffer himſelf to be undervalued ,, by a captive 
that hach he in his power,upon which ground, I ſup- 
poſe the Pirates have taken their Reſolutions. Theſe 


were reaſons ſufficient to have converted Roxans , 
although 
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although ſhe had been of another opinion , howevet, 
being more willing to apply balm, than corrafives,to 
the wound that was already made, only returned her 
anſwers of hope, and not replies of deſpair to en- 
rertain her imagination, until the thieves reſolutions, 
within two daies and a nights fail, the winds ſeemi 
in the mean time to play with their intentions, ha 
brought them ſafely into the river of N/zs, and fo 
conſequently ſoon landed them, with their rich prize, 
at the City of Memphis, where Ofirns the Prince 
then kept his Courrt. 

But the Heavens being not pleaſed that ſo valuable 
a Jewel ſhould be the price to buy the Forntgnnn 
of fo vile offenders, the Pirats, were preſently ap- 
prehended, and not only in recompence of their ma+- 
ny robberies, bur alſo of their late murder commir- 
ted, without form of Law upon their Captain, were 


put to death with ſeveral torments, as an example of 
terrour to their imitators; whilſt in the mean time 
the Princeſs Cloria, was with alt honour conveyedto 


ngs prepared for her in the Caftle. 
© one day, being alone with Roxane, and re- 
fleFing not only upon the horrid danger ſhe had 
paſt, when ſhe was in the abſolute power of the rude 
Pirats; bur conſidering what a heaven of felicity, 
her outward ſenſe ſeemed to be acquainted withall, 
'now ſhe wasin the glorious Palace of O ſiras, w__

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\ and conſidering that the Egyptians had received too 


many affronts, to be heartily affeted to the Lydians, 
ſhe could interpret Ofyns kindneſs but two wayes : 
either that he bore a Noble mind , beyond example, 
notwithſtanding her Countreys ſeeming injuries; or 
elſe, that he had ſome underhand deſign to compaſs, 
which made him gild over his intentions with an out- 
ward humanity, whereby the better to obtain his 
ends, or render his revenge more terrible , which at 
laſt made her break through her ſilence, by this diſ- 

courſe to her Governeſs. 
What the.Gods have determined of us Roxana,faid 
ſhe, their only divine wifdoms muſt meaſure out in 
time,8:; we with patience and reverence are to attend 
the iſſue of their decrees; for if in any kind they fee 
to ſmile upon our condition, we ſhould entertain the 
bleſſings with a joyful humility, rather uſing them as 
neceſlary refreſhments of human nature, than eſtee- 
ming them determinable ſubſtances of our abſolute 
happineſs, ſince pleaſures here are neither perfeR in 
their delights, nor certain in their continuance : ſo of 
the other fide, if rough misfortunes at any time over- 
whelm that calm which we cover, we ought piouſly 
to take them as deſerved chaſtiſements,to keep under 
the proud rebellions of our perverſe nature (that elſe 
might ſwell to our perpetual deſtruction) ſent rather 
to cure our diſeaſes, than to encreaſe our maladies ; 
and in this conſideration, no doube, we may 
fately walk, inall the various accidents of the in- 
teriour world : however , though reaſon dictates 
to our underſtanding, this juſt and religtous courſe, 
yet. we cannot be without all natural and hu- 
man. n. ' Wherefore, as in-the firſt place, 
with ſome joy we may conſider Roxana, this un- 
expetted change of entertainment ; from a horrid 
cap- 
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captivity ampagh thieves, to a moſt civil honour in 
O irus Court , for though the one had no cauſe, but 
gain, to make them our enemies , yet the other hath 
reaſon, by received injuries, not to be-our friends : 
ſo of the other fide, I muſt confeſs, an undigeſted 
lump of po, ſeems to oppreſs my fearful 
thoughts, what may be the intention of our fates: 
though,I vow by the immortal Gods, rather to ſhew 
an exemplary hate upon my own lite, than conſent 
to give away that faith 1 have determined to abſent 
Narciſſus, with thoſe words,a ſweet ſhowr of tears 
burſt from the heaven of her eyes,capable to teach the 
earth a new beauty in ſorrow, ſilently enriching her 
handkerchief with the pearls that fell; which gave oc- 
calion to Roxana (after ſhe had ſome time with a 
little ſeeming admiration weighed the diſcreet Rhe- 
torick of the Princeſs) to return her this anſwer. 
Madam, ſaid ſhe, though F cannot believe the Gods 
have any other determination, than the abſolute 
proſperity of your vertuous felt , ſince they cannot, 
place their benefits upon a more deſerving ſubjeR ; 
yet oftentimes they are pleaſed to mix thetr mercies 
with chaitiſements;, not only to render us more capa- 
ble of their tavours by poſlefſing us with humble 
ſouls, bur alſo by that means to make them taſte bet- 
ter when, we receive them to their honour. For as 
the works of the divine Creator are wonderful in 
their effects, ſo they ought to be grateful in their re- 
ception, ſince they proceed from an omnipotent; 
goodneſs;and ifatany time they appear to us, either 
vain, or-unjuſt, it is the ignorant indulgence of our 
own frailty,that makes us either falſly interpret them, 
or paſſionatly wiſh them otherwiſe : for as humane 
nature loves it ſelf beſt, & therefore conſequently co- 
vets its own fatisfaction, above all other things; ” 
0 
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/ of theother ſide, the great God that made vs. only 
Forhis glory, will not admit, of ſuch a rebellionin- 
-our thoughts and actions to be unpuniſhed, much leſs 
to be rewarded; and therefore he puts oftentimes a 
ſtop tour idle deſires, by a ſharp reſtriction of 'our 
wils, when they ſwell beyond the bounds of duty and 
thankfulneſs towards him,that of nothing formed us 
and can make.us worſe when be pleaſerh ; for the 
chief error of our impatience is, that we take our 
ſelves more framed for our own ſakes, than for his 
ſervice ; whereas, if we would imploy all our en- 
deavours, towards the true end of our creation, we 
ſhould neither miſs of an abſolute reward hereafter , 
nor undergo here the irkſomneſs of perturbations, 
ſince the intention would enflame the minde to high- 
er deſires, than meerly fleſh and bloud can reach un» 
ro, that 2 obeatetbar preſent and ſenſual things. 
Nay farther, if we do but truly conſider', how little 
fatisfaRory the belt of pleaſures is, as you even now 
ſaid (having neither any certainty in the enjoyment, 
nor perfect delight in the fruition)man would eſteem 
himſelf no other than mad , ſo violently to hunt af- 
ter worldly things ; which Madam, I hope are ar- 
guments ſufficient, both to confirm the former part 
of your diſcourſe, and to diſwade you to put in exe- 
cution the later, if accidents ſhould make war againſt 
your virtue, But as her words were brought to this 
period, they were both informed that Ofirw was 
comming to viſitthe Princeſs , ſo that Cloria had no 
oppormnny left her toreply, ſcarce for preparation 
to receive ſuch a ſtranger. 

When Ofirasentred the room, he made his approach 
in a formal garb, according to the Egyptian man- 
ner , hislooks putting on Majeſty ,though his cloaths 
humulicy, and widitzodivg he uſed complements 
M in 
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in his words, yet Cloris might find: by his language 
he knew he was Lord of her liberty ; withall intima+ 
ting, thar ſhe received honourin being in the cuſto- 
dy of ſo-great a Prince, however, it was his defire,as 
he-ſaid,' ro make her in a kind not only her own 
Gaoler,but his Miſtreſs, and with that turned hiseyes 
upon his followers, asit he expectedun approbation, 
by their applauſe ,” which gave Cloria ſome liberty 
'toſtudy for an anſwer, conceiving her thoughts ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary , fince the ſubject of his diſcourſe, 
ſolntle pleaſed her fearful apprehenſion; wherefore 
afcer ſome time imployed in a trembling filence, with 
a hunulity an{werable to that power he had over her 
perſon, ſhe made him this reply. 

My Lord , 1aid ſhe , although I cannot but thank 
my fortune, for having delivered me-into ſo noble 
hands, where honour and virtue ſeem to be partners, 
in the making up an abſolute greatneſs in your per- 
ſon, yet I muſt needs believe , liberty would have 
afforded me much more caule of content, ſince itisa . 
humane miſery to be impriſoned, though it be in a 
golden Tower, for nothing endued with life and mo» 
tion, bnt certainly covers a freedom in its own dt« * 
ſpoſe, rather than to be captied of any rate; and 
eſpecially man, that is inſpired with a refondble ſoul,. 
kw 99 appreheniion is its greateſt torment; and ther- 
fore delights not to be circumſcribed by any power, 
how juſt or mighty ſoever. Butſince itis my defti- 
ny to fall under that misfortune, the world, 1con- 
ceive could not have beſtowed upon my condition, ® _ 
more gracious and noble Lord'; and in that only 1 
reckon my lelf an object of envy to other inferiour \ 
Captives, not doubting, bur my- continued uſage; 
will not only confirm me till in the ſame belief, 
oblige me both with thanks and prayers, to expreſs 
my gratitunde for ſo high a favour This 
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This reply of the Princeſs ſo well pleaſed the vain 
bumour of*O fra, (imagining,that although ſhe un- 
derſtood not altogether his meaning, yet ſhe had will 
enough to comply with his defire) that inſtantly he 
commanded all the company out out of the chamber; 
with an intention belike,to deliver his thoughts more 
freely unto her: but ſhe neither knowing what he in- 
tended, nor was ever accuſtomed to be left alone 
with ſtrangers of a contrary ſex, preſently at the ap- 

rehenſion == fo pale, that it was eaſily perceived 
by Oſfirus that her heart entertained ſome jealous 
fear of her honour; wherefore he cauſed Roxa- 
na to ſtay, not only, .as he ſaid, to be wiſhed com- 
ton to her Miſtreſs , but a faithfull witneſs of 
is own ations ; and then —_— up his moucha- 
tos as a preamble to his diſcourſe , as if he, meant 
to gain by the poſture, a mightier eſteem of his per- 
ſon in Clorias opinion converted his talk to her after 
this manner. 

Lady, ſaid he, as the Gods can witneſs the truth of 
my affection, ſo the world can give ſufficient cteſtimo- 
ny of my worth; and though;as Lord by my power, 
might command, yet, as a ſlave, for your fake, Iam 
content to beg: beg (ſaid he) O you heavens, thatT 
ſhould-ſo deſcend! and ſmil*d ſcornfully with theſe 
words, as if he thought he had infinitly injured his 
preatneſs, by the Courtſhip, however, he went on 
with this language, let it ſuffice, ſaid he that mighty 
Oferxs loves the fairelt Cloria, a beauty only wor- 
thy of that love, that Qneens have often coveted 
with ambition. But ſcarce had he delivered thus 
much, when a meſſenger in haſt entred the cham- 
der's-and told himthat young Philos the Nephew 
of Philoſtros had lately given an abſolute over- 
tirow to the Egyptian Army, in a ſer battel, and 
M 2 as 
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was now with expedition marching towards the 
walls of Memphis, which misfortune, as he ſaid, 
not only required his command for direQion , but 
his valour for prevention, ſince the danger appeared 
too evident. | 
Ofcrus, after ſome time of amazement, .inſtead of 
con{ideration, after he had a little put off his own 
diſtrations, told Cloria, thattheſe were but trifling 
victories, To what his invincible courage to a ſharp- 
er revenge; and aſlured her, his next preſent ſhould 
be Philos head laid at her feer, as the true wicneſs of 
his valour, inſtead of a more proper Sacrthce to the 
proſperity of their fururezoves. And as he conti- 
nued heb, rodomontodos, he was intercepted by the 
whole aſſembly of the City, who informed him it 
was not time © be amorous, when Memmhis was in: 
apparent danger to be loſt, which abrupcly pluckt 
himaway from his bragging Courtſhip, to che infi- 
nire content of poor Clria; ſuppoling her ſelf by 
this means, freed' from the plague of her thoughts 
{ince ſhe imagined , this accident would give Oſrras 
endeavours ſufficient imployment, and hinder them 
from entertaining his fancies, with thoſe deſires ſhe 
was reſolved he ſhould never enjoy. Yet Roxana, 
apprehending {till a dark cloud of trouble to hang o0- 
ver their heads, by reaſon of Oſiras ſeeming paſſion, 
or atlealt pretended love, after a graveſilence , in 
reproof of Cloria's too much joy, gave her Miſtreſs 
advice inthis-ſort, better to prepare her againſt a- 
nother encounter. | 1 
Although this hatefull Lover, ſaid ſhe, be a tor- 
' ment to your thoughts,and his expreſſions be no 0- 
ther than reaſons againſt the love you bear Narsi/- 
ſas,yer ſuch is the neceility of the time, and the pow- 
of your captivity,that either you muſt force your will 
to 
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ro comply with Of;rss, if he proſecute his affeRtions , 
or diſlemble ſo far your intenti6s,as to give him ſome 
hope of your conſent; for it is not to be doubted , but 
thisPrince is as high in his pride,as mighty in his come» 
mand, which may ar laſt fly to a Ceperate requital,. 
if he ſhould be any way ſcornfully rejected , tinceit 
is evident, his people have taken notice of his en- 
deavours', not only by the fir{t propotition , which 
was the occaſion of your Grandmothers journey 1n- 
to Lyaia, that ſo much exaſperated your fathers ſub-. 
jets; butin his now intimation of his deſires, betore 
his ſervants, with ſuch extravagant vain glory; and 
bow eaſie itis for him to have pretexts for any cruel- 
ty he ſhall uſe, may be conſidered in theſe particu- 
fars, Firit, for your fathers diſdainfull retuſing of his 
Aunt, after the mariage was in a manner<oncluded, 
and laſtly the loſs he ſuſtained upon the Toxian ſhoar, 
by the deſtrution of the ſuppoſed invincible Fleet , 
he ſent to reduce Cyprus again under his obedience. 
Wherefore be aſſured, if you diſgrace him by an ab- 
ſolute refuſal, he will ſtrive to diſhonour you by an 
equal violence, when both the objeR and the opor- 
tunity give him the occaſion, not to be avoided by 
your induſtry , and love, when it is once converted 
tato hate, by contrary accidents, procures for the moſt 
part , ſad and diſmal examples of revenge ; fance 
the paſſions, as they are moſt oppoſite, ſo are 
they equally violent, and one ſeeking to drive our 
another, cannot but produce ſtrong operations , 
like the nature of Lightning or Earthquakes, that do 
not only contend moſt forcibly againit obſtacles, but 
are ingendred meerly by difſentions amongſt the e- 
lements. Wherefore, my opinion is, that for the 
preſent you give way to the fury of his flames , 


tf love be the occaſion of his Courtſhip, which not 
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being diſdained bot genty as 7p may in ume 
be qualified , elpeci ly when thoſe great buſineſ- 
ſes he hath now in hand , ſhall draw away his 
thoughts to more neceſſary imployments, Andif it 
be pride that ſwels up his reſolurions to make you his 
wite, becauſe he will not be refuſed in any thing he 
ſhall demand, certainly the humour muſt not be re- 
ſiſted, until you have conveniency to free your ſelf 
from his juri{diftion, which perhaps may quickly be 
efte&ted bythe iſſue of theſe wars, inthe mean rime 
your humility and ſeeming eſtimation of his worth 
will abate the vanity of thoſe fumes , when ir ſhall 
appear, by ſome diſſembling complements you may 
uſe, you are ſo far off from contemning his offered 
affetion, that you do not think your ſelf worthy of 
the honour; however, you cannot want excuſes to 
protract his halty deſires , in requiring leaſure , not 
only to render you an abſolute loyer of his perſon , 
as well as the admirer of his greatneſs, bur alſo, 
to ſend to your friends, as a neceſſary circumſtance 
belonging to your duty and modeſty , whoſe con- 
ſents you muſt not ſeem to doubt, fince the alliance 
conduces ſo much to your advantage; however, the 
frantick people of Lyaia ſeemed ſo ſtubbornly to 
__—_ the firſt propoſitions , All which propably 
will {azishe him for the preſent, and win time, till 
either the ſiege conſtrain him to render you,with the 
Town 1nto the hands of Orſames your uncle; or the 
Gods by ſome other means, be mercifully pleaſed to 
to provide conveniences for your eſcape. | 
However, Cloria was ſcarce contented with coun» 
ſe] , whereby to ſhew her ſelf ſo great an hypocrite 
in her loue,; yet the war, in the mean time, took 
up the imployments of O irs, that de had not leiſure 
or at leſt wiſe will roimportune the Princeſs, ro her 
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no ſmall ſatisfaRtion, for he edeavoured by frequent 
fallies to binder the approaches of the enemy, which - 
brought on oft-times , moſt bloody and diperare en- 
counters; wherein the particular valours of many 
brave Knights appeared to the worlds admiration : 
This not only continued the ſiege with a doubrful ex- 
peCtation, but at laſt compelled Orſames in perſon , 
with a new power to ſtrengthen, his party; Ofras, 
after he had valiantly defended The Town for ſotne 
moneths, reſolved by a general ſally, either to dif- 
_ the Syrians from being ſo neer a. neighbour 
tothe walls, or to periſh in the attempt. Wherefore 
one night, having before acquainted the chief Com- 
manders with his deſign, and given a falſe alarum 
to the adverſaries camp, he iflued out of the Town 
with moſt of the Nobility , in which poſture he fer 
upon Philoſtrss quarter, with ſo much violence and 
courage,that he not only commutted a ſlaughter wor- 
thy of ſuch a reſolution, bur had infallibly taken che 
Favorite priſoner, if he had not been prevented, by 
the valour of a Knight in white armour, who defen- 
ded his tent with ſo much courage, that both his for- 
ces were repulſed, and himſelf in danger to be lain, 
fince he loſt his head-piece in the conflict :. which 
notwithſtanding added wings to the fiercenels of the 
fight , for both parties, enflamed with the deſire of 
victory, the one to make good the progreſs they had 
induſtriouſly made in the Syrian Army , and the 0- 
ther to regain what they had, as they conceive , 
ſhamefully loſt , appeared deſperate of their lives, 
the horrour was allo increaſed by the darkneſs of 
the-night, leaving no conveniency for defence , and 
this, in like manner became augmented, by the acci- 
dental burning of Orſames Camp, inregard the ſoul- 
diers had no letfureto quench the fire,for the hard im- 
M 4 ployment 
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ployment the Egyptians gave them. Theſe accidents 
called forth, in a manner, the whole power of Mem- 
phe, inppoling the ſiege had been finiſhed, by the 
ſeeming ſucceſs of their party, leaving'only the wo- 
menin the interim to guard the walls : but Phzloſtros, 
finding the deſperat condition of the Kings Army, 
if a prevailing reſiſtance were not made; when he 
had fectred Orſames perſon by a ſtrong guard, he 
commanded upon pain of death, that no man ſhould 
imploy his endeavours to extinguiſh the fire in the 
Camp, ſince, as hethought, it had been kindled by 
ſome traytors in the Army, to give his Souldiers im- 
ployment, whilſt the” enemy might become viRtori- 
ous ; yet he promiſed them all reparation in their 
loſſes, after they had valiantly repulſed the Egypri- 
ans ;, who, as he ſaid, were but a handful of men in- 
compariſon of Orſames powerful Army : with theſe 
words, and the aſſembly of many brave Troops to at- 
tend upon his perſon, he ſuddenly afſailed O fra, as it 
were triumphing in his ſucceſs, in fo much as he was 
forced to give back , with a greater ſlaughter than 
was convenient for his ———_ or the defence of the 
Town, though he ſuppoſed that night to have made 
anend of theſiege , tor tinding that not only his ex- 
pectation was deceived, but his fortunes began to 
chang?, he cauſed the retreat to be ſounded , thera- 
ther becauſe the approaching day, as he conceived, 
would endanger the loſs of his whole forces, ſince the 
enemy far out-numbred his power , having no diſad- 
vantage but the night ſeaſon. Oſiras, being again re- 
tired within the walsof Memphi,and having taken a 
| rr muſter of his people: by which he found him» 
elf uncapable of more ſallies,he reſolved from thence 
forward, only to defend the Bulwarks , with his beſt 
rolicy ; whillt in the mean time, Orſawes alſo _ 
I cn2 
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the ſpade : which not only proved ſomething tedi- 
ous to many brave ſpirits of both ſides , -but gave oc» 
caſion of divers privat combats, wherein were per- 
formed aCts of honour and delight, though it was 
noiſed in the” Town, the white Knight that had dif- 
_ © ſirus, appeared to be the moſt perfe&t Cava- 
iere. | 
The Princeſs Cl:ria, that had now a long time 
been happily freed from the unpleaſant Cour:ſhip of 
Ofirus, retired for her more delight one day into a 
privat Galery belonging to her own lodgings, which 
was furniſhed with to many rare pieces, thar the di- 
verſity of objects, could not but give imployment 
and recreation to the moſt dull eyes, much more to 
thoſe that were beautified with ſo much natural curi- 
oſity, as hers were : ſhe had not before this had any 
knowledge of the place , being only perſwaded thi- 
ther by the importunity of a ſeeming officious ſer- 
vant,that belike had only the proteQtion of the room; 
who preſently notwithſtanding left ber alone, to 
converſe privatly with her own delights. The firſt 
picture proved a ſubjeR for her ſerious conſideration, 
for it was the doleful repreſentation of the Story of 
Philomela's raviſhment, by her unnatural and cruel! 
Brother-in-law ; wherein ſhe not only with two 
or three ſad ſighs, ſeemed to compaſſionat the inju- 
red Lady , but with a little apprebenfion, cefleted 
upon her own ſtate,being alſo in the power of an in- 
flamed Lover ; whilſt ſhe remained, as it were,tran- 
ſported with diverſity of thoughts, that were capa- 
ble to diſquiet the gentle boſom of a young virgin, 
of a ſudden ſhe might hear one to unlock a certain 
ſecret door behind her, which till then ſhe had not 
perceived to be in that part of the Galery , ſo that 
the fears that formerly bad been ingendred in ber 
ima” 
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imagination by the pittiful objeRt'ſhe beheld, erÞ 
crealed in her being without any manner of compa« 
ny; and this gave her; as ſhe believed, not only cauſe 
to wiſh her ſelf in her own Chamber , but to be ab- 
ſolutely ſuſpicious of her preſent ſatety, fince ſhe 
knew not well where ſh was; though her terror was 

round2d upon no other reaſon, than ſuch as Chil. 
on uſe to have when they £9 in the dark, imagining 
every noiſe to be ſome {righttul ching. But long ſhe 
had not expected che iſlae, in the mean time making 
haſt co the door where ſhe had entered, but ſhe be- 
came diſtractedly ſacistied, of what ſhe moſt doubted, 
for 0O/irus appeared ſuddenly to her view, like ſome 
horrid viſion , apparrelleld in black, that threatned 
by a confuled apprehenſion, a fad Omen to her pre- 
ſent condition , yet his habit was beſet with divers 
Diamonas , reſembling ſo many Stars, that endea- 
voured to give light to a dark Firmament. 

The Princes, as I ſaid, thus ſurprized, by him ſhe 
moſt feared, when ſhe thought her ſelf freelt from 
all incerruption, it was a queſtion whecher doubt or 
amazement layed ſtrongeſt hold of her fenles; 
though the laſt paſſion ar length obtained the greater 
prerogative, by her too _—_ con{ideration ; fo that 
ſhe remained like Pigmalions beatiful Image , that 
wanted borh life and motion : Thus fixed ſhe ſtood, 
until Ofous (after ſome time of ſeeming admiration 
of her pertections, which he uſed as a fitting com- 
plement) began to make his addreſles, as to a fair 
ſtatue , but ſhe, as it were, carried only with a certain 
inſtinct of hatred, or at lealtwiſe diſlke, ( ſince for 
the preſens ſhe had loſt her chief faculties of reaſon, 
that ſhould have managed ber comportment) ſtrived 
as faſt to retire backward, untill his too haſty purſuit, 
compelled her to make uſe of her dainty legs, = 
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avoyd his importunity , like the flying Daphne from 
Apollo, which for ſome ſpace afforded a delightful 
yom_ if any bad been there to have. beheld ir, 
eeing the grave Prince with earneſtneſs chaſe rhe 
fearful Lady ; thongh be thought it a derogation to 
his dignity, to baſt his ſteps much beyond the cuſtom 
of his fol walk , for thatit was the faſhion of his 
Countrey, to ſeem moderat in every trivial affair; 
this was an occaſion that the courſe laſted longer 
than ordinary, ſince, as he was determined, not to be 
wrought our of his pace, by the proyocations of any 
paſſion ; ſo was ſhe conſtrained to endure his leiſure, 
for that all the doors of the room denied her paſſage, 
to prevent his purſuir. In this manner they continu- 
ed, until poor Cloria had loſt that breath, thar ſhould 
have {till defended her from being made a prey to his 
intended Courtſhip : but he now having her in his 
abſolute poſleſſion, firſt arreſted her by the fair 
hand, . as a teſtimony he had a further commiſhon ro 
1mpart unto her, and then began to encercain her 
ears with amorous language, notwithſtanding it was 
the worſt charm he could uſe, to bring her within the 
compals of his Circle ; wherefore, before he could 
utter many words upon that unwelcome theam (in 
witneſs, as he pretended, of his burning love) he 
might feel that curious hand, which in its right tem- 
per, ſeemed at'every touch to melt into a thouſand 
beauties, of a ſudden became cold, like the coldeſt 
Ice; and ſuch a ſhivering alſo he found to poſleſs 
her fair body, that he thought ic was high 
time to apply real remedies, rather than to con- 
tinue vain profeſiions. So that, preſently taking 
her in his arms, almoſt diſtracted , between his 
own love and her danger, he never left rormenting 
her in that manner, until he had again brought her 

in 
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in ſome ſort to her ſelf, w* made herlook upon him 
with thoſe two admirable lights , ( though yet they 
had not recovered their former luſtre) as if ſbi ACCu= 
ſed his cruelty, for this lait part of his care, in ſeeki 

to preſerve her life, more than for the former a 0 

her unjuſt impriſonment, (ince ſhe conceived his in- 
rention was 'only to reſerve her for a worſe end, nd 
then preſently {hut them again, as if ſhe both feared, 
and loathed his fight , withall uttering theſe words, 
that ſhe hoped che Gods would yet protect her inno- 
cent honour again(t his wild luſt. But O firms now 
having found our the ſecret of her diſeaſe, by her 


. expreſſion ; to take from her all accaſion of ſulpici- 


on, he vow'd by all the Deities of Heaven, he had 
for preſent no intention to ule violence. 
Cloria,although ſhe was now pretily well revived, 
ſince it was impo!lible for that extremity long to en- 
dure, and alſo ſomeching confident, char his intenti- 
on at that time only precended to make love ; yet not 
knowing perfealy how to conitrue his words , that 
ſeemedto imply ſome reſervation in his thoughts , 
beſides, having been formerly inſtruted by Roxa- 
»a's Counſels, againſt any delperate denial , or dif- 
courteous language, thought beſt ro comply at the 
preſent with his kumour for her becrer ſafety; and 
therefore cave him mo{t humble thanks for the aſſu- 
rance that her honour ſhould be preſerved by his 
Soodnels;,which,as ſhe ſaid, was the molt noble teſti- 
mony of his love, he could uſe to a poor virgin, now 
altogether under his powerful proteRiion. Oſsrus, not 
only joyful that he had recovered the Princeſs out of 
her ſound, but proud that her words ſounded love to 
his ears, imagining he had got an intire victory over 
her thoughts, however ſome ſmall baſhfulneſs pro- 


cceded from her modeſt nature, which he ou 
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the better, were obſtacles ro hinder the open expreſ- 
fions, after the lively red began _ ro paint thoſe 
more than fair cheeks, he rook her by the hand, and 
led her ſoftly to a Couch-chair ar r i upper end of 
the galery, there to repoſe her” ſelf until her 
diſtempers were abſolutely over : When ſhe was ſar, 
and himſelf ſeated neer her, he began to woo her 
with all his power, vowing her to be the only Mi- 
ſtreſs of his thoughts, in the way of mariage,cthough 
the ſtile of his langoage had the reiemblance more 
of a commanding Emperour, than of a begging Lo- 
ver ; yet to turn the feared Tragedy, to a perte&t Co- 
medy, he ſuddenly roſe from the place where he was, 
and purſy'd all her ſenies in fo antick a manner, 
with his looks, prote'i. ons, and ations, that it might 
have given ſufficient cauſe of delight to Cloria, if 
her heart had been capable of the entertainment 
of any mirth ; bur it did not work from her coun- 
renance at the leaſt lovely ſmile, ſince her melan- 
choly thoughts were laid aſleep inthe bed, both of 
an « (gr qagen cg, and of a deſpairing ſorrow, 
which caſt a kind of a black cloud over all her 
her beauty, though it had not yet the power to 
obſcure the fair teature of her face, but rather, 
as a dark foyl ſeemed to pive them luſtre in

ter; ſince there is ſuch a concurrence of beauty, valgur 
and greatneſs, accompanied with ſo many other vir- 
tres iryyour admired perſon , to make you not only 
Lord of me, but reverenced of all.

(otherwiſe jt might prove prejudicial toyour honour, 
in my ſeeming over-light ) give me leave, ſo far to 
contend againſt your paſſion , that I'may not yield 
wine fark circumſtances as before a free elefion;

Which poſture, although it rendred Ofrus | 
almoſt a greater Captive than her ſelf, yet it ſtirred 
up in him the very deſire of a'Tyrant, being loath to 
be limited, notwithſtanding her bewitching entrea- * 
ty ; ſo that for ſome he ſat like the juſt (though rigid 
Roman , when he was to paſs the ſentence of death 
upon his own Son, overcome by a more maſtering 
paſſion, wull ar laſt, he gave his unwilling conſent 
and with i: inſtantly took his leave, fargetting belike, 
by reaſon of his croubled joy, to preſcribe ſome 
convenient ſpace for her reſolution. However , be- 
fore his deparcure, to ſet up trophees of his own con- 
ceived _ , he imprinted a hatred kiſs upon her 
ſweer lips, which ſhe received no otherwiſe , than as 
ſome loathſom potion drunk, to avoid a dangerous 
diſeaſe.

your cruelties , and my own misfortune ; then pre- 
ſently ſhut his eyes again, as 1f he hated the dayes 
light, though as it might be thought, more for his 
conceived diſgrace to be ſo overcome, than for the 
loſs of his liberty and proſperity ; however Narciſ- 
ſus commanded his Officers, inſtantly. to bear the 
wounded Prince to his Chamber , without any o- 
ther reply, than that his condition required pati- 
ence and not paſſion ; which abſolately made up 
the full period of his fortunat glory, to the ama- 
zed content of his moſt beauritul love ; but Cloris 
being, perſwaded by Roxana, to give Narciſſas a 
vifit in the Hall, ſince that was the honourable 
Thearer, where he had aQted ſo valiant a part 
for her delivery , ſhe haſted in her reſolutions tb 
that wiſhed entertainment , which ' diverted other 
conſiderations ; however Narciſſas not ſo coldin 
his loveto his fair Miſtreſs, after he had difpoſed of 
O frrus to fafe cuſtody, with a ſtrict command for his 
noble ulage, and a dili ent care to be had of his 
wounds, made what hatle he could up into the Prin- 
ceſs Chamber, as to the Temple where he intended to 
offer his firſt ſacrifice after his ViRories , which was 
the occaſton they both met upon the ſtairs.

I, faid the Princeſs, when you have abſolucely 
made an end of your penance, by finiſhing 'your 


ſtory, not yet performed, ſince the chief part 
is behind, the manner of my deliverance ; 
which continued ſtill Narciſzs in his relation. 
After that the Herauld, ſaid he , was returned 
without any fſatisfaQtion to my thoughts, in a me- 
lancholy jealouſie, Iretired from the Army (it be- 
ing the reaſon I wasnot in the laſt conflict, when the 
Forces ſent from Soraſtros entted the Town) for that

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believed you had conſented to Ofrrus deſires. In this 
diftra&ed poſture I continued, until I was ſent for b 
Orſames, te be made acquainted with your Dwarfs 
arrival, who propounded to me the deſign that was 
to be executed.. But the Gods know, my heart being 
freed from tha deadly ſuſpition, of your being won 
by the greatneſs of Oſirus perſon, I was ready in my 
own conceit, to have reached a ſtar from heaven, to 
have made you a preſent, in requital of the injury 
my thoughts had done your vertue; ſo thatI ſtayed 
not -long to conſider of my reſolution ; by which 
example many ofthe youthfull Nobility, our of emu- 
lation, determined to take my part; however , the 
defign was not only with a great deal of care, kept 
ſecret from the knowledge of the Common Souldi- 
ers, but it was ordained by the Council of War, that 
the Army it ſelf ſhould ſeem to retire from the ie 
to give a greater cauſe of ſecurity to the Caſt 
whereby to be leſs prepared, ſo conſequently the 
more ealily ſurprized upon the execution of the en- 
terprize ; with theſe reſolutions (being fortified with 
couragious hopes, ſince they carried with them the - 
delivery of your excellent ſelf, from a tyrannical Im- 
priſonment, againſt all the Laws of Love and Juſtice) 
we ſailed in fmall Barks up the River of Nas; and 
yeſterday by the conduRtion of your Dwarf, we en- 
tred undifcovered the Iron gate of the Ceſtern ; 
where, after a little ſlaughter of the negligent watch, 
we became Maſters of all the Courts ot Guard of the 
Caltle; and ſo with eaſe enough paſt into the Hall, 
until at laſt being diſcovered by ſome that fled from 
deſtruction, we were encountred by Oſfir, and the 
SoulGiers that attended upon his perſon ; which gave 


ifs myo; loymenr, ſince in truth, both he and

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be commended, butin the end, our numbers (I can- 
not ſay altogether our valours) made them all either 
our Captives, or our Sacrifices. 'And ſo, ſweet Prin- 
ceſs, according to your command, you have the ſtory 
of your own power, that is able to inſpire the weak- 
eſt Captives, with ſufficient force to become Conque- 
rors of the greateſt Monarchs. 

Burt he was ſcarce come to this point, when he felt 
the ſmart of a concealed wound he had received in 


- his thigh, which he perceived not whilſt he was hot 


with the tight ; ſo that preſently he deſired leave to 
retire into his Chamber, to havethe aſſiſtance of the 
Chirurgions, which was granted him by Clorea, with 
a pretty fear, however ot ſome danger, diſcovered 
by the often changing of colour in her face, yet 
when he was there and diſfarmed , the Phyſicians 
uickly found that it was but a fleſh-wound, and 
therefore ſubjeR co no hazard, though ſome inconve- 
nience; before he took his relt, becauſe it began to 
be day, he commanded a Flag to be ſet upon the top 
of the Caſtle, to give warning to Orſames of the pro- 
{perous ſucceſs of his enterprize; which gave occaſion 
tothe King preſently, to march with his whole Army 
before the walls of the Town, which ſtruck the minds 
of the people with ſuch a ſudden amazement , that 
upon a Meſlape that was ſent themro yield, they pre- 
ſently called a Council, to reſolve wha: an{wer to re- 
rurn to ſo peremptory a demand , having alſo notice; 
that Ofirs was ak a Priſoner in his own Caſtle. 
This procured a great mutiny amongſt the Inhabi- 
tants ; forthe Townſmen having por the poſſeſſion 
wo Sally, 
being willing to ſave their goods by any Compoliti- 
on, reſolved to deliver Memphis totheenemies For-: 
ces; whilſt the others; by way of honour, ooh 
c 
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ed againſt the determination , not without ſome 
ſlavghrer on both ſides; however, Orſames in the 
confuſion aſſaulting the City, with the afliftance of 
thoſe Souldiers in the Caſtle , who ſet upon their 
backs, quickly reduced them to ſo much reaſon, that 
the Town was willing to render upon Compoſition, 
that Oſirus promiſing to pay ſuch a ranſom agreed 
upon, ſhould have the freedom of his perſon : but 
Orſames would not yield , to have the glory of his 
Conqueſt ſpotted with any other condition ; than 
what his own mercy was willing to grant ; and with 
theſe thoughts prepared his Army again, toenter by 
force, vowing the deſtruRtion of all the Inbabicants. 
The Princeſs Cloria being informed of her Unclesre- 
ſolution,ſfent a Meſſenger to deſire him, that fince ſhe 
had been a Captive, ſo long a time to Oſirus power, 
that he would © pleaſed now, to make him perſonal- 
iy a priſoner to her will, by which means ſhe ſhould 
in ſome ſort, revenge the indignity that was done to 
her birth and condition. This being granted, ſhe 
preſently ſent a —_— to Oſrras,to dilpole of him- 
ſelf and Souldiers, in what way he ſhould like for his 


moſt honour. The Prince, — he accepted of 


Cloria her noble courteſte, with all che expreſhons of 
thankfull acknowledgement could be deviſed, where- 
in he profeſt ſhe had more overcome his thoughts, 
with her admirable humanity , than Orſames for- 
tunes had his perſon with his prevailing power , yet 


\ he aſſured her, he would pay that ranſom that was 


offered for his Liberty ; and withall ſent her a rich 
Chain of Pearl, of anineſtimable valew, which he 
beſought her,ſhe would wear on the day of her Mar- 
riage tor his ſake, as a remembrance of his defire; to 
crown her _ not only of his Kingdoms, but of 
his heart. When the agreement was ſealed by Com- 
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miſfioners of both ſides, Qr/ames prepared to make 
his Triumphant entry into the City, wherein O ſires 
was intreated to be a party ; but he'not being able to- 
brook the ſight of a new Prince, to be inſtalled in his 
Right , not only excuſed the acceptance of ſuch a 
:ourtelie ; but afcer he had given a Ceremonious vi- 
it to the Princeſs Cloria, though carried in a Chair, 
xecauſe his wounds would afford him no other com- 
nodity, he commanded himſelf to be placed in his 
Litter, and fo carried tothe next Garrifon .Town 
under his Juriſdiction , whilſt Orſames as a moſt 
gynom Conqueror took poſleſſion of Memphis in 
this manner : | 
Firſt, the Foot marched with Olive-branches in 
their hands,that foretold Peace and Proſperity to the 
Inhabitants, having all their Arms adorned with 
Flower-de-Luces gilded , beſides the brightneſs of 
their Weapons, that by the reflection of the Sun, 
ave a terrifying though pleaſing beauty to the Spe- 
, <a After theſe, came the Guard of Orſames 
perſon, being ten thouſand in number, who were ſo 
expert by reaſon of the:r continual practice , thart ir 
was a queltion, whether they more honoured their 
Maſter in time of Peace , or defended him in occaſi- 
ons of War. When theſe were paſt, which ſhut up 
the firſt days truumpb, the next morning the Nobility 
richly. apparelled both in their own perſons, and 
their horſes Trappings, were ranked according - to 
their degrees, who by the brave managing of their 
couragtous Beaſts, gave admirable delight to the be- 
holders, {nce the Sun and the wind ſeemed both to 
confpire inthe ſhew, for as the one gave a glittering 
Sraceto the ſplendor of their habits, ſo the: other 


gently playing with their Feathers , rendred them 


more becoming. Then the great Officers of Fyris 


pro-

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proceededin Chariots, by reafon of their Ages and 
Dignities, with all their Enſigns of honour born be- 
fore them, to mark out to the people the ſeveral qua- 
lities of their places, attended by multicudes of Pages 
and Footmen, diſtinguxſhed by their ſeveral Liveries. 
Afﬀeer all theſe appeared Philoftros himſelf, the very 
Soul of the Court, carried in an open Litter, ſince he 
was not to be eclipſed from the eyes of the multitude, 
whoſe Wiſdom and Power was to give them Laws : 
however he was ſurroundred by a particular Guard 
of his own, to prevent all dangers to his perſon; and 
—__ his clothing was ſimply red Satten, yet' his 
Attendants ſufficiently ſhewed torth his glory. But 
Orſames was ſeated in a. Throne drawn with four 
Elephants, wherein 7+piter 'might have triumphed, 
after his Victory againſt the Rebellious Giants , the 
Statue of Mars the God of War, was placed at his 
dack, Crewmwng him with a Victorious Lawrel,whilſt 
many Cxpids ſeemed to ſupport the curtains of. his 
Chariot , where: his Guard hem'd him in from the 
croud of the vulgar,though not from the ſight ofthe 
People, ſince he was to high mounted in his Seat. Af- 
ter followed the Maſter of his Horſe, leading a ſpare 
one of the Arabian'breed, covered with a Capariſon 


.of Watcher Velvet, embroydered with Flower-de- 


Luces of Gold, bearing in his top a Phoenix Plume, 
which ſbevy being paſt,the Cavalry of Syria brought 


 upthe Rear, who exceedeth no more for beauty and 
' number, than-for skill, and valour ; Andin this Order 
_ follovved their great Maſter , to the chief Gate of 


Memphzys, vyhere entring, he vvas for ſome time 
entertained, vvith theſe Verſes vvritten 1n Capitol 
Letters of Gold : | 
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Great Monarch of the Earth, now as the Sun, 
\ Ton ao appear tn Egypt's Horizoy ; 
By which refleftion let Memphis Towers 
Shine ever with propitious howers, 
Until an influence fall from thoſe beams, 
To inrich the vertue of old Nilus ſtreams, 
T hat firanse proauttions in his pregnant ſlime, 
May multiply as by a heat divine. 
So ſhall the fertsle fields in every thing 
Paint forth the Wonders of your Conquering , 
Whilſt we worſhip your Riſe with mach more zeal 
T han doth the Abaſline cloath'd in his veil, 
When at the Altar burning ſacrifice, 
He doth invoke a God unknown for ſpice ; 
And ſuper ſtitiogſly witl not believe 
Natures increaſe, but as ſuch attions give : 
But we in Hieroglyphicks are bid to ſear 
No force butt yours that turns our Hemiſphere , 
For if there come gentle looks from your eye, 
All here is bleſt, our fruits can never dye. 
Longer we ſhall not adoration ſing, 
 Vnto Oftrus, but Orſames King. 


Which finiſhed, he went to the great Temple, to 
offer Sacrifice to the Gods for his proſperous victo- 
ries, and afterward to the Caſtle, where Cloria ſtood 
ready at the pate to receive her Uncle , accompanied 
by the chief Ladies of the City. 

But however every one ſeemed amazed, at that ad- 
mirable beauty dreſt with ſo ſweet a modeſty, ſeeing 
her with baſhfull bluſhes preſent her firſt ſalutarions 
to Orſames , yet Philos whoſe youth and greatneſs 
might, as he thought, pretend to any love, without 
the contradiction of what intereſt ſoever, began to be 
kindled with violent flames at the brightneſs of the 
objec, | 
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obje&, thoughfor the preſent, he tempered his paſſi- 
on from being perceived. This continued the longer 
hid, as well for want of opportunity to operate,as be: 
cauſe the brave Prince of Arabia, who owed the pro- - 
teQion of his Perſon and Country to Orſames, could: 
not chooſe as he believed, bnt honour his Triumphs 
with ſome endeavours of his own : to that purpoſe 
he proclamed in his Camp , a Turnament al all 
Comers, in the behalf of the beauty of his fair Mi- 
ſtreſs A — cook up the imployment, not on- 
ty of all the youthfull Nobility, bur alſo invited ma- 
ny Foreign Princes againſt the day appointed, totry 
their fortunes in that generous exerciſe : The place 
deſigned by Orſames command, was in a large Green 
withour the walls of 1emphss ; when the time came 
the Prince of Arabia appeared in a white Armour, 
painted with craggy Rocks, whoſe tops ſeemed cove- 
red with ſnow, at the bottom of thoſe hills lay a 
fruirfull Country, beſprinkled over with buildings of 
all ſorts; his Baſes reſembled the ſcales of Serpents, 
artifictally repreſented by rich {tones of ſeveral prices, 
which here and there placed by the cunning Work- 
man, ſet forth to the life their natural ſpots. The reins 
of the bridle were made into the form of two Dra- 
$ons necks, that ſeemed to bite at bunches of grapes 

anging at the horſe mouth,which were only the bot- 
ſes of the bridle contrived into that reſemblance, 
whilſt the foam they caſt about , appeared to be the 
poyſon of the Serpents, ſo that the Baſes repreſent- 
ing their bodies, & their rails enterwoven one within 
another (which made the Crupper behind) rhe Prince 
ſeemed to the SpeRators, to have been intangled by 
thoſe venemoris Creatures, And the more were their 
fancies deceived , by reaſon that his Capariſon- was 
wrought into the likeneſs of a turf of graſs, all fet 
P 4 forth 
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forth. with divers coloured filks, in ſome partsruſlet, 
and other where green, as if preſerved from the Sung 
violence, by the neighbouring ſhrubs, contrived arti- 
ficially in the workmanſhip.In his ſhield was piftured 
3 King, with a drawn {wordin one hand, and a whip 
in;the other,whilſt a multitude of comman people aps 
peared to beg his mercy ; bis intention, yas only ex- 
preſſed by this Motto; However I will prevail by love. 
When the Prince had preſented his ſervice to Or- 
ſamezs, by the gallant managing of his horſe before 
his Throne, after his obeyſance, he-retired to a rich ' 
Pavillion, at one end of the Tilt prepared for his re- 
paſe, where he expeRted an Adverſary. 

The firſt that came to encounter him,was one Com 
a neighbouring Prince,though he ſeemed to fetch his 
extraction from 7taly , his armour was Note Over 
with a ſtately Town, whoſe Pinacles of the buildin , 
being imboſt in the workmanſhip, and richly Cilded'

the beams of the Sun gave nat a more glorious than 
pleaſant refleQion to the beholders, whoſe eyes were 
a little dazled with the ſight, his Capariſons were cut 
our into the form of half Rocks, that ſeemed to. haye 
loſt their aſpiring tops, to pive the City a fairer pro- 
ſpect, which cgyering a white horſe he appeared not 
only to be graced by thoſe curious ornaments , bur 
his couragious deportment go a wonderfull delight 
to the SpeCtators. In his ſhield was pictured a calm 
Sea, with a brave gally upoa the quiet face of the 
water, loaden with Merchandize of all ſorts, hanging 
over the ſides of the decks accompanied with this 
Motto, This 1 my greatneſs. After the-Champions 
had performed all circumſtances,required by the Laws

Nefendant that entred that day into the Liſt, was able 
to revenge his quarrel,which finiſhed the exerciſe un- 
ril the next morning, whenthe peoptes early aſſem- 
ME oemeks ak again as great an expeRation, 
notwithſtanding it was late before any appeared, un- 
til at laſt a Kmught called Ferneze , ſhotluddenly like

{ame colour ; but alas, he wanted force to pierce - 
the Princes honour ;; for at-the third courſe he. was 

carried a *PFars length from his hoxſe,wch he concet- 

ved was a {ufficjent privilege,to warrant to him depart 

withour. taking leaye, though he left many Compani- 

ons behinde him, that all run the ſame fortyne ; this 

ſucceſs not only concluded the a&tions of the ſecond 

day, byt began to {pread abroad the fame of the 

Prince,inſomuch as every one prepared, tor the night 

Revels yvith the Ladies,yntil the Princes neceſlary re- 

tirement from thoſe ſports, to give himſelf ſome con- 

venient reſt againſt the next trial, invited the whole 

Company to their ſeveral lodgings : Nevertheleſs,the 

challenger heated vvith his ovvn glory, the next day 
came into the field upon the firſt Summons of Pha- 
bs, vwvho had nevvly gilded the tops of the Moun- 

tains in his oyvn Country, before his Chamber-Win- 
dovv, 7 an early call to his Adverſaries not to be 
flothfull. 

BY longhe had not kept poſſeſſion of the place, 
ywhere he had extremely vvon the hearts of the peo- 
ple, by his dexterous yalour , before there appeared 

a Knight in blevy Armour, enlightned by the rays

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Of a bright ſhining Sun , that ſeemed to the SpeRa- 
lors, the repreſentation of a clear Heaven ;\his Capa- 
riſon andBaſes were wrought into a delightfull piece. 
age, where many flocks of ſheep ſeemingly paltured 
by a goodly River fide, in his ſhield he bore only a 
ſhe:p-hook with this Motto, I have:changed the Inſtrue 
ment: As he was quickly known to be Navarings,that 
had maried the fair Mantaina,ſo before he had made 


many courſes, he was taught by the Princeſs valour, 


that chere was more ſafery in his former profeſſion, 
which fortune alſo happened to many more, that en- 
deavoured to encounter him ; as namely Lorenſexs 
husband to beautious Lawras ; and - Frideus,, who 
thought only to have overcome by his choler ; with 
others of equal ambition: until abour the latter end of 


the day, there ſuddenly ſtarred out two, at fo even ” 


a diſtance to the eye of the Judges, thar it was a

The one was armed in a white Armour, artificially

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by this Motto , 1 ſpeed me to my happineſs . both tri- 
ving to be formoſt in the encounter , they diſputed 
the title, pretending each one to have the privilege, 
for thar they intended to defend ( as they faid) .% 
admirable "ge of the Princeſs Cloria, Daughter to 
the King of Lyaia : this diſcovery ſeemed ſo much to 
increaſe their paſſion, by an appearing jealouſie, that 
they preſently drew out their ſwords to maintain the 
reſt of the quarrel, until the green Knight by his 
prevailing blow , ſtruck off the Helmet of the 0- 
ther, who _— being diſarmed, to be Philos the 
Nephew to the great favourite, which as ſuddenly 
'ſtopt the courteous hand of his adverſary : fo that 
lanes moved by fuch an accidental difference, 
came himſelf into the liſt, and by his own judgement, 
gave the preropative of the firſt tryal to the ſtrange 
Knight, who as be ſaid deſervedit , both in regard 
of his being a foreiner , and for that he had allo by - 
his fortune diſarmed P#1/os. 

Afﬀeer the King, and the reſt ofthe company, were 
apain placed in their ſeats, the two gallant Champi-

- Cloria, although ſhe ſpake ber own inward con- 
tent, in nothing but baſhful ſmiles, yet the ſparkling 
arneſtneſs of her fair eyes ſufficiently ſhewed how 
far her heart was taken, with the fortunes and brave- 
ry of her ſervant, in ſo muchas the whole multitude 
cryed out preſently for the ſolemnization of the ce- 
femontes em, 2. to their nuprtials, pretending the 
Gty of Memphir that had endured fo long a tiege, 
being at laſt delivered by the occaſion of their loves, 
might in ſome ſort enjoy the honour of ſuch Tri- 
umph.

Wl Cleria again by a gentle ſmile, gave him (as he

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thought) ſome new encouragement, though no 0+ 
therwiſe, than like people brought upon the ſcaffold: 
ready to dy , might receive from flattering enduce. 
meats, to be reprived, being only framed by their 
own indulgent tancies, without any other grounds; 
for alaſs alaſs, Tyrant honour, had fo ſtrong a pre. 
domination in Cloria's diſpoſition, that death would 
ſooner have been entertained in her wiſhes, than the. 
leaſt decorum belonging to her baſhfull principles, 
could have been omitted in her reſolutions : Info, 
much as all her fairhfull lover Narciſ«s was to ex- 
pe for the preſent, was comfortable hopes of a fus

But of the contrary Philos, Philoftros Nephew, be- 
gan by lictle and lictle, to engender dark clouds of 
iſcontent in his unquiet boſome, from whence pro- 
ceeded at laſt, thoughts of hatred and revenge , not 
only in regard of thoſe ſparcles of love, -which had 
flown from the bright rayes of Clorias beauty, but 
alſo, for that he found how all mens opinions, were 
tranſported beyond meaſure,to magnihie the gallantÞ. 
deſerts of brave Narciſſus, which (as he believed) 
did not a little overſhadow his own former ſucceſls 
in the wars. Theſe diſtempers, I ſay, did not alone 
make him all day abſtain from cheerfull company, but

ity was ion him, by reafon there remained cer- 
in meſlengersin the City of Aſemphis, ſent from 
the Senate of Lydia, among other troops of Ambat- 
'ſadours, imployed to complement Or/ames proſpe- 
rity. 

To this effet he made choyce of one of them, not 
being willing to communicate his ſecrets to more,un- 
till he could findea probable aſſurance his projet 
ſhould heartily be enterteined : as ſoon as this man 
repaired to his preſence, after ſome uſual ipeeches of 
kindeneſs and flattery,he conducted him by the hand, 
into a private Cabinet of his own ſcarce viſited by a- 
ny perſon whatſoever but himſelf, being loath either 

* to bediſcovered or interrupted; where, when he had 
made him fit down by him, with more than ordina- 
ney, he uttered his mind unto- him after 
this ſort.

ſtick Troubles, by reaſon of the power and incon- 
ſtancy of the ambitious Nobility, who ſcarce gave 
their Kings reſt and quietneſs from care and vexati- 
on, in regard of thoſe hereditary commands they 
utleacad , by alaſting deſcent fromtheir proud An- 
ceſtors, not to be bridled by any endeavours and 
perſwaſion, which now I ſay by the Gods goodnefts 
you have happily ſfuppreſt,ſo cannot ovr preſent and 
well-minded Sexate , but in a very high nature , not 
only own all thoſe ſignal favours, Laowed upon 
them by your moſt 1lluſtrious family, in the proſecu- 
tion of our late tranſactions with our Prince (whom 
' we {till defire notwithſtanding to love and honour , 
though he ſeem to be an utter ſtranger to our honeſt 
intentions ) but humbly bes a continuance till of 
thoſe benefits, as well by your countenance in the 
Kingdome of Syria, as for that you have ſo much 
intereſt amongſt all the Princes of the leſſer A4fia 
who appear only to depend upon your fortunes an 
ſucceſs ; wheretore ſince you have been pleaſed ſo 
far to declare your ſelf in the behalf of our Coun- 
xey,(the ſecret reaſon of which I ſhall no more exa- 
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mine, than,wbat you wiſedome ſhall be willng.to, re- 
yeal, to dire& thoſe ſervices you would have us un- 
dertake to perform ) I do faithfully promife- before 
the immorcal Gods, not only-to make my Makters ac- 
quainted with advantage,how great a happinels the 
may pretend unto,inthe conſerving intirely-your i 
ſection to themſelves, bur alfo. in uſing what other 
means they can,to. become alwayes. beneficial to your 
rinciple : And with theſe words offered to kiſs his 
Ladrarich other proteſtations of bis own humble ers 
deavours upon all, occaſions. | 
Philos, by this diſcourſe , with, the ſeeming. er- 
neſtneſs of the Ambaſladour, finding in a. manner he 
might be confident of his fidelity,when as alſo.he had 
thanked him for ſuch effectuall. profeſtions, he began 
again with, him. co this effect: 
- Then ſaid Philos,fince ſuppoſe. you have judgment 
enopgh to underitand your own good , as well as to 
be gratefull for our benetits,L wil make. the leſs. diffi» 
culry-to acquaint you with thisftory upon which my 
deſires mult be grounded : within this great City,of 
Ademphis,newly as I may ſay ae by. Or ſane 
fortunes , but in truth rather -by Philoſ{ res policy) 
there remains a Lady of our houſe named Arteme ſia, 
whoſe beauty joyned with her other excellent ens 
dowments of nature(if ic be not folly-thus to ſpeak-of 
a. ſiſter) being conſidered, without a.ſpightfull partie 
\ uity againſt the honour of our blood, may merit the 
y._ preferment in A/ia:betweenthis ſiſter of mine 
I fay,and young Narciſſus the Duke of Cyprus Soth 
now prelent in theſe wars, there hath, been. f 
a Treaty of a marriage; however their few.years 
the negletfull proſecution of their friends in thoſ 
Times gave. it neither-birth or much motion:

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Artemeſia being compelled by a certain kinde of a 
-neceſlity'; by reaſon of the removal of Philoſtros fa- 
mi]y into the camp was compelled to accompany her 
great Uncle, bur fince ker arrival at Court,ſhe not on- 

y became an ear-witneſs of Narcsſſ#s comportment, 
bur hath alſo been preſent at ſome of thoſe atchive- 
ments, comportments of his, which for the preſent 
hath afforded him a comperent opinion in the Army: 
whether his perſon or his fame have moſt taken her 
fancy I will not ſay. But theſe inflammations joyned 
with the former Treaty, have created ſuch an opini- 
on in her thoughts, that ſhe conceiverh her reputati- 
on tothe world to be blemiſhed, if Narciſſus be ſuf- 
fered to offer his affe&tions to any other bur her ſelf , 
without her privity and conſent: In the interim ne= 
vertheleſs underſtanding, that the Queen of Lyasa 
arriving by chance upon tke Ifland ot Cypras , hath 
occaſioned Naciſſs to fall in love with the Princeſs 
Cloris , (whereby ſhe eſteems her ſelf flighted, 
and diſhonoured, not only in regard of the tormer 
Treaty mentioned, but alſo in that any ſhould ap- 
pear inthis horizon,more worthy of reſpe&t than the 
Neece of great Phuloſtres ) is grown ys Domke in her 
reſolution : whether I may call her paſſions prepo- 
fterous or no, I will not diſpute, only I may probably 
believe , that Narciſſ« loves to Cleria , are neither | 
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grounded upon right or reaſon,ſince as our Treaty it 
hot engagement was begun upon more mature c0n- 
kideration, accompanied perhaps with ſome promiſes 
efcither {ide,ſo can it not ever be thought, that the de* 
dining condition of Exarchas,will at any time bring 
happineſs to the Iſland of Cypyms , muth lefs to the 
Dake thereof, when as all the benefic he ſhall receive 
from fach ambition”, muſt be the exhauſting of ts

convenient for your ſtate or our kingdome : which 
being, for the moſt part, allowed: common people 
of never ſo inferior arank, much more 1sit to be 
granted, Kings and Princes of the higheſt dignity: If 
reaſons of ſtate, ſhall break and make mariages con» 
tracted by friends and kindred,what oor). ms ſhall 
be denyed enemies to exerciſe one againtt another, 
when either danger or benefit appears in the conſe- 

uence ? the Gods do bur unite hearts in Nup- 
tial Tyes, for the commodity of men, and certainly 
all generals, are to be preferred before particular In- 
terelts, which being granted as a maxim, and the 
proof Neto awe, of the good or evill, in my 0- 
pinion we ought not to ſtumble art the execution: for 
as in my own conſcience] am ſatisfied in the right of 
our pretenſions, Soif you may make War with your 
King, becauſe he doth not ſausfie the publick, with- 
out any queſtion you may alſo poſleſs your ſelves of 
all that is his, by the ſame Juſtice. 

To this purpole therefore be advertized: that as 
*cis reſolved by the Princeſs Cloria (notwithſtanding 
Narciſſus Maltas proſecution) not to make eleCtion 
of him or any other for her husband without the full 
approbation of her Mother, fo very probably may it 
be conceived, thar the youth will be able,to pretend 
fairly to her love, being in his own Countrey; when 
as he ſhall not only have the commodity of ſollicita-

rault be in their paflage by Sea, and this cannot con« 
veniently be put in execution;any other way, than 
by your brave and invincible Navy , which will - not; 
only abſolutely take off all opinion of jealoufie, 'in 
resFd of your Senates difference with Ewarcbus, 
bug when you have by this means ſeparated -thei 
young Couple, and ſo by conſequence deſtroyed 
their loves, you may have the benefit and 
commodity , to diſpoſe of the Princeſs perſon, 
to what match you ſhall think moſt probable for your 
advantages; whereas in doing otherwiſe ( whether 
ſhe marry Narciſſ#s or no)it is likely to whoſoever 
ſhe ſhall be contracted , both their obligations and 
promiſes muſt be grounded upog conditions to aflift 
Ewarchus in his Wars againſt your Senate; which per- 


haps 


{ 
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haps may prove of too greata concernment"andpre* 
judicial to your affairs ; in ſhort, this isall T have td 
lay unto you, until I know more of your mind. 

As the Ambafſadour was very fearful to diſpleaſe 
Philes, conſidering the need the Senate of Lydia had 
of his Uncles friendfhip , ſo of the other ſide he was 
moſt unwilling (1f not partly reſolved) not to under- 
take of himſelf, a buſineſs of Iuch a dangerous conſe- 
quence, where the Ii{land of Cypras might have any 
interelt in the deſign ; fo that after ſomething a long 
pawſe, as if he borrowed leave of his conſideration to 
make a reply, he returned him this anſwer : 

My Lord, ſaid he, although 1 would not have you 
in any kind think, I either fall from my affections, or 
g0 from my profeſſions, yet I muſt humbly beſeech 
your Goodneſs, I may propoſe to your wiſdom theſe 
two doubts , that in regard Tam but a Meſlengper, 
muſt needs reſt upon my thoughts, with ſome fearful 
apprehenſion, what I ought to do jn the quality of my 
office anil imployment : the firſt is, with whac ſecu- 
rity or probability can I undertake the deſign? unleſs 
I make my Maſlters at $urdis , acquainted with each 
particular , who notonly muſt grant out their com- 
miſſion to their Kdaiical at Sea, before any thing 
can be effected, but of the other fide, are to pro- 
vide a conſiderable number of ſhips , 'to be able to 
contend(if any reſiſtance ſhould be made) with thoſe 
Veſſels, that are commanded to wait upon the Prin- 
cels in her journey , the other, to be ſatisfied, how 
the Duke of Cyprs ſhould again be rendred pacitied 
after ſuch a violence offered to a company, in whom 
he may challenge an intereſt, but peaceably comming 
into brs Countrey, from the dominions of Orſames 
King of | Syria: for however Cloria her felfe , 
may be eſtemed a ſubje&t of Lydia , being the 
Q 4 daugh- 
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LTerof Enarchums, yet Nartiſſus will ſtill be known 
to be the fon of the chief commander of Cyprus , 
who therefore ought not to have taſted of the inju- 
rie; whereupon of neceſſity , ſome dangerous con- 
ſequence mult follow, which herhaps our preſent go-/ 
vernours, will be moſt unwilling to put to the ha- 
zard. 

Philos by this reply,ſufficiently perceived the craft 
and cunning of the Ambaſſador ; that was not to be 
engaged, with any wr grep for any party, not- 
withitanding all his violent and glorious profeſlions: 
beſides by his diſcourſe, he found (as he 1magined)a 
great deal more affetionate delire in his thoughts,to 
entertain a firm correſpondency with the Common 
wealth of Cyprus,than with the State of Syria ,which 
upon any terms he was reſolved to hinder, as concei- 
vins it extremely prejudicial to the intereſt of his 
own Nation : not only in regard of the ſituation of 
rhe I{land, but alſo for that Cyprus formerly ever 
had, a moſt particular dependancy upon the King- 
dome of Syria, both for trade and proteCtion:where- 
fore after a little time of ſilence, drefling his counte- 
nance-with a certain kinde of {cornfull ſmile, as if 
not only he contemned his doubts, but alſo diſvalued | 
hisreaſons; at the ſame inſtant taking him by the 
hand, and griping it ſomething hard, as 1t were be- 
tween kindneſs and choler , he delivered himſelf unto 
himin this manner. 

Alaſs poor men faid he, where are your courages 
and wiledoms ? Truly for my part, Ido-not more 
wonder, how you durſt with fuch low thoughts, 
undertake ſuch deſperate deſigns againſt your Prince, 
than now when you have made ſuch a progreſs 
in them (as I may fay paſt any retreat) you ſeem to 
{tumble at ſmall reſolutions: no my friend be yo 

aſſu- 
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aſſured, there is not any obſtacle can ſo ſoon obſtru&t 
the full period of your deſigns, as the want of pur- 
ting in execution tis pro 8, for by that omiſhon , 
you do not only afford your enemy Exarchxs breath 
and aſſiſtance, by the certain ſupply he ſhall have 
from the I{land of Cyprus,in regard of this mariage 
but you are aflured to loſe a Fiend of our family » 
who can moſt hurt you in theſe parts of 4/ia, not 
finding you willing to pleaſure us, when the occaſion 
is fairly offered into your hands : however that you 
may be converted , and made know that [ perfectly 
re your errour, 1 ſhall in a few arguments,give 
ome anſwer to your fears ;. for I ſee weak digeſtions 


\ muſt have light meats for their appetites, not only to 


keep them from ſurfeit, bur ſquemiſhneſs : I do the 
more willingly ſtudy your fatisfaCtion in this nature, 
that if it be poſſible, you may perſwade your Maſters 
at Sardis to undertake this giant work with leſs diffi- 
culty : nevertheleſs I muſt alſo tell you, what is to 
be done, muſt be done preſently, in regard the Prin- 
ceſs preſſeth her departure with all violence. 

In the firſt place therefore that you may ſend to 
your Senate, to acquaint them with the deſign in- 
tended, is not only fit but neceſſery, though withall 
I muſt warn you , that it _ not to be communi- 

elt being revealed, you 


not only thereby loſe the benefit of the proje& , bur 


' ſhall alſo contraR more enmity of a ridiculous con- 


ſequence againſt your peg, having faſly un- 
dertaken as (your adverſaries will interpret)a buſineſs 
of this nature, that you had not the underſtanding 
{ufficient to proſecute to the end : This in like man- 
ner gives intimation to advertiſe you, of only 
two ſhips providing for the young peoples tran- 
ſportation, the one Ms Cloria, the other tor Narci{- 


ſus : 
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ſus: in the next place, whereas you pretended a fear, 
that the diſcurteſie ſhewed tothe Duke of Cyprms ſon 
muſt probably raiſe a difference between your ſtate 
and the Ifland of Cyprzs, which your Maſters would 
be loath to venture ; I muſt inform you, in that you 
ſhew your ſelves but weak Statesmenzthen as it is well 
known by the prattice of all the laws of Afa, an 
enemy, where he can upon the Seas, may prejudice 
another enemies particular, without an offence done 
co a third perſon, fo that it is plain you may ſeize 
upon your Kings daughter'in any poſture you finde 
her, reltorinp all other free perſons,to the common 
right of Nations: Belides, how is it poſſible the Duke 
ſhould come to beinformed of any deſign intended 
ro either?  wherefore this mult be eſteemed as a meer 
accidental encounter and no- otherwiſe, eſpecially 
when it is to be ſuppoſed your Senate at Sardzs,could 
not take any notice of any private engagement'be- 
tween Cloria andNarcifſ ue, and ſo conſequently no 
jult offence ought to be taken by the Iſland of Cyprus 
at ſuch proceedings , knowing what differences are 
daily increaſing in the Kingdome of Lydia , between 
the King and his uubjeas:and farther I muſt tell you, 
that as linterpret this projet, chiefly executed for 
the advantage of our family , ſo you may be ſure to 
be kept in the favour of myUncle, as if it had been 
only effected in his particular, whereas in effe& your 
Senate hach the ſole benefit: *Tis true, -I muſt con- 
tels, ſome natural affeCtion ro my ſiſter, hath a little 
raiſed my pxftion, conſidering how that in her pe 
{on, our houſe is ſomething :&1ſhonoured; yer if 0- 
ther maxims of State, were not tobe preferved, and 
put in execution, by your andertaking this deſign, I 
ſhould rather chuſe ro leave off the enterprize, than 


00 violently & fooliſhly endeavour to fatishe a wo- 
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mans hnmour, farther in this] ſhall not'need to re- 
veal my ſelf unto you , ſince it is ſufficient, your 
Maſters may gain by the bargain , and for the Dukes 
power to do: you' any confiderable miſchiet , if he 
{bould bave any {ach derermination., you may eafily 
free your ſelves 'from the «. or 629eages of ſuch ter- 
rors, Orſames great Favorite being your friend,when 
as that Prince hath not only his meer dependency 
upon our Coprt, but hath alſo purchaſed many ho- 
nours, and other conſiderable fortunes in the King- 
dome of $yrix,; fo that of neceffity alwayes he muſt 
be circumſcribed by our lawes and pleaſure , rather 
than by his owm will and paſſion: beſides,] am confi- 
dent,when he ſhall again have received his Son,freed 
from his fantaſtical love and rambling adventures, he 
will eaſily be perſwaded to believe,that he hath made 
| by much a better exchange, 'than if he had been ma- 
ried to the Princefs, who for her Dower, could have 
but broughr'the troubles of her Father , to have 
incombered if not ruined his houſe ; eſpecially when 
as preſently upon this ſeparation , the old propofin- 
ons ſhall follow from my Uncle to the Duke , con- 
cerning a ſpeedy match to be concluded(if he pleaſe) 
between my fiſter Artemeſia and his Son Narciſſme, 
which I am fore will far better content the people, + 
who by nature neither love Titles nor Trouble, but 
rather expe& gain and proteRion which they have 
from us, and cannot have by Exarchs: befides theſe 
reaſons that] have given youfor your fuller inſtrn- 
ction., whereby:you may be the better able to fatis- 
fe your Senate fitting at Sardis, I ſhall only add to 
your conſideration this one particular : how 1s ir 
poſſible for you to ſubſiſt, ir you contention againſt 
your King , if either we deny your Trade in our do- 
mimons,or withdraw from your affiftance the moun- 

tenous 
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nous Myfavs, although we ſhould not endeavour to 
ſer upon you, with anyother miſchief ; fo that theſe 
things being increaſed, by thoſe diſadvantages we 
can afford you, not only in the diſcountenancies of 
other Princes, butin ſuch Forces we can readily ſend 
for the benefic of your King; I doubt not but you 
may be quickly convincedin pou opinion, that your 
belt policy will be, to comp y with ' our, occaſions, 
ſince we can ſo eaſily as you ſee blow away all your 
attempts againſt Exarchus : with theſe words he of- 
fered to depart, as if he grew ſomething careleſs of 
his reſolutions. 

But the Ambaſſador, however he was ambitious to 
have ſtill retained Philoſtros friendſhip, without et- 
ther engagementto Philos , or offence - to any other 
State, yer finding that as it was impoſlible by any 
crafc, to rr >, 1 deſigns upon the greateſt eſteem- 
ed Politician in Aſia, ſo the time for the departure of 
the Princeſs Cloria, was expeRed to be ſo ſuddenly, 
that of neceſlicy he was at the very inſtant, to declare 
ſame ſetled thing in his reſolution , for Philos ſatif- 
faction and his own ſecuriry : wherefore taking Phi- 
los by his Robe, a little ni his courſe from going 
away from him, after he had thanked him for the 
generous opinion he ſeemed to have of his own fide- 
Iity, to the ſervice of his Family, when he durſt truſt 
him as he ſaid with a ſecret of ſuch a nature and con- 
ſequence, he vowed not only, with as much induſtry. 
and underſtanding as poſlibly he could, ro make his 
Maſters acquainted wich the deſign, 'bur alſo to be ve- 
ry ſea{ible of the obligations due from the State of 
Lydia co himſelf, whereby the Sexate might be ready 
upon all occaſions, to be ſerviceable to his Illuſtrious 
an] molt Noble Family, in requital of his many Fa- 
vours : whea he had ended theſe Complements (and 

probably 
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probably they were not any otherwiſe to be eſteem- 
ed, {ince for the moſt part Miniſters of State, are not 
much troubled either with good nature or charity)be 
demanded of Philos, whether or no he ſhould make * 
his fellow Commiſsioners privy to any of theſe paſſz- 
es; for that as he ſaid having equal authority with 
Fimielf it might elſe be imputed ro him as an act ei= 
ther of preſumption , or give cauſe of too great a 
ſuſpition., not to communucate the intentions to ſuch 
Counſels, before it was to be moved to the Senate of 
Lydia : for that ſaid Philos, if at any time theſe pro- 
ceedings come to be laidto your charge as a crime, 
you may very well allege my defire was, by way of 
condition to the contrary, in regard there were ſo 
many Spies remaining of other Nations at emphes, 
that ſcarce could it have been hid from publick know- 
ledge : neither would I have many of your unnece(- 
ſary Senators themſelves, made knowing of ſuch a ſe- 
crecy between us, ſo cautious I am in that particular : 
but only to be imparted to the Aſſembly called your 
JunRo, who asI underſtand, are the ſole ge 
of all Tranſactions of this nature, whether abroad or 
at home : This being alſo promiſed by the Ambaſſa- 
dor, he intimated that Philos would be pleaſed, to 
protraQtas long as was poſsible, the departure of the 
young Couple, not only as he ſaid, whereby his Ma- 
ers might have the better conveniency, to digeſt all 
their Reſolutions, to the moſt advantage for the de- 
ſign intended, bur alſo to have time ſufficient, where- 
by he himſelf might be truly informed from Sardw 
(by ſome of his own particular Friends) in what na- 
ture the Senate was diſpoſed in the proſecuting of 
Oar purpoſes, either againſt their King or any other 
ation. / 


When Philos had condeſcended to all the deſires ot 
4 E 
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the Ambaſſador, having firſt as may be ſuppoſed ren- 
dred him fully ſatisfied in very many particulars m 
State poucy, which the Meſſenger before had nei- 
ther learned or underſtood, they took their leaves of 
one another, with ſuch an entire embracement, asf 
their bodies were perpetually to be joyned in nature, 
ascheir fouls were combined in the deſtructive de- 
figns, to the poor lovers felicicies : but now Philos be- 
ing left alone, with a {ſtrong contidence of the wiſhed 
ſucceſs of his unhandſome project, he pleaſed him- 
ſelf ſufficiently with the conſideration, how much he 
found the Ambaſlador inferiour to his skill, in politt- 
cal rules , for that by a contrary ſtratagem, it ſeemed 
to him exſie, to deitroy all the Lydias Fleet, if he did 
noc conceive, that the effeRting of this enterprize, 
would be much more advantageable to his affairs ; 
and at the worſt he knew, it was in his power by diſ- 
covering the defign , beforeit was acted, to create 
ſuch a jealouſie berween the two common govern- 
ments, as would alwayes make them at odds one a- 
ainſt another, to the commodity and benefit of Oy. - 
| oa Kingdom ; which could not any way be over- 
powered, but by the conjun&ion of thoſe two Na+ 
tions at Sea, who only abounded in multitude of 
ſhipping; which how ever ſhe intended to put in 
practice, when he had compaſled his own ends upon 
them both : in the mean time he was content'to'let 
the Zydian Ambaſſador, nor only to play with his 
own thoughts, but to became inſtrumental for ſome 
ſeaſon to his purpoſes, that were npon the ſarprizal 
of the Princels Cloria,and the ſeparation of herlove, 
to demand Emarchus daughter of the Senate for his 
wite ; not doubting but the ſute would beeafily gran» 
ted, in regard of that friendſhip, they d '20 
maintain with his Uncle Philoftres, And then _ 
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make the like motion to the Duke of Cyprus,concer- 
ning a martage to be made betwcen his Son Narci/- 


fu and his own Siſter Artemeſia , which he concei- 


ved might be done withoutthe leait ſuſpicion he had 
any former hand in the deſign ; for be knew the 
Ambaſladour durſt not reveal the ſecret publickly, 
leſt it might be ſuſpeRted bimfelf to have combirſed 


 orplorted the atfcurteſie offered to the Ifland of Cy- 


pris in the violence ufed at Sea to Clria and Nar- 
ciſſ«s;, And arthe worſt he fuppofed., he could deny. 
at his pleafure any fuch thing by him contrived, 
bh tbe Ambaflador ſhould affirm ic. 
k Philos now having eated (as] may ſay) the heavy 
weight of thar, burthen, which be found lay continu- 
ally upon his confuſed thoughts and working fancy, 
not onely byreaſon of his love to Cloris barkis hate 
to Narciſſus, began alſo to think, that diflimulation 
from that time forward , would be a moſt neceſlary 
companion to all the reft of his aQions, ſince as al- 


'ready, he bad betrayed the lovers felicities in his own 


determinations, fo were they , with others of Orſa- 
mes Courtto be kept, as muchas might be free from 
all ſuſpicion & jealouhe, until the grand proje& con- 
erived between him andthe Ambaſſador,(who under- 
took to be the meſſenger bimſelf )might have a firing 
conveniency to. be pur in execution, wch-he could not 
yet beicertain of, until the return of his defire ſhould 
comefrom the Senate of Lydia:in the interim he had 
warned the Ambaſſador-, nor to uſe his name to his 
Maſters in the partxcularity of the defign ; butrather 
to ſeem as if the conſideration had bnly moved 
frombys. own intelligence being at Aemphi, of the 
departure of Cloria and Narciſſus : nevertheleſs to 


 Ingratiate himſelf the more in their belief, he wiſheq 


the: Ambgſſador in the: general, to intimate to 


his 
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his Maſters at Sardis, how great a friend Philoſtros 


his Uncle intended to be , not only to their Nation, 
bur alſo to their proceedings : in proſecution of this 
intention of diſhimulation, Philos put on a better 
countenance , in all manner of ſocieties than he 
was accuſtomed, intermixing himſelf with the moſt 


delighrful company , both of the Town and Court, 


and to this purpoſe, he would not only often goa 
hunting of Eſtriges, according to the frequent uſe 
of the Country, in the wild' deſerts bordering upon 
the confines of Egypr, attended by many of the or- 
dinary ſorts of mls but perſwaded the King him- 


ſelf, to celebrate in an antient Theatre neer the Py- 


ramides, the magnificent ſports of: fighting with -Ly- 
ons, and other ravenous beafts of Africa, but chiefly 
with an intention, to entertain the yourhtal choughts 
of Cloria & Narciſſ us,that they might not fo violent- 


ly think mw their intended journey into Cyprus: A- ' 


mongſt all theſe projets contrived in his brain, one 
day when 0r{ames was a hunting, he addreſt himſelf 
co Narciſſ xs particularly,intending a little to feel his 


inclinations, or rather I may ſay, to perſwade his 


judgement, contrary to the very maxims of his heart, 
where in a moſt familiar way he uſed this kind of 
diſcourſe unto him : 

My Lord, ſaid he, it ſeemeth ſtrange unto me, how 
the glory of your youth and valour , can be confined 
to any other region inthe world than: Syria ? where 
not only worth 1s beſt underſtood, but virtue from 


thence ſeems to take her birth and original, for in 


truth other nations appear butto praGiiſe by her imi- 
cation and example:Sciences there I mult tell you,are 


taught new rules to walk by, whilſt admiration ſtands | 


ata maze, to behold more than could be thought 


were poſlible, for both art and nature to produce to 
mans

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mans capacity to underſtand : if you look at the 
Court, you may ſee, how riches and honour go hand 
in hand, to work viſible miracles in the eyes of all 
ſtrangers , imagining during their aboad there, they 
remain rather in ſome inchanted Palaces, thanin 

earthly apt 6+ ſince beauties are ſo numerous and 
excellent of both ſexes, that the variety in a manner 
confounds the apprehenſion : If the ſtreets of Dameſ- 
cs be conſidered in each particular,what can be more 
gnificent to the view, than to fee guilded and try 
umpbant Chariots, filled with Nymphes and Gani- 
medes, ride through multitudes of popular acclama- 
tions, for great Orſames continued proſperity? yourh 
there in academies, are taught fuch civility & know- 
lege that they are redred men ig all perfetions,whilft 
they ſeem ſcarce to be yet born for their years : there 
I malt ſay, ſacrifices flye, with fo much zeal up to the 
heavens, from the Altars of thoſe Temples, where 
reverend Prieſts are ever attending, to 47 rot reli- 
giouſly thoſe offices, appointed them by the immor- 
ul Gods; as cannot but procure proſperity to our Na- 
tion ; The victories of our Armes Uſperſed over all 
Aſia,make not only wonder at a ſtand, but even fame 
it ſelf weary with founding : The Martial glory of 
Orfames after his conqueſts, is a ſpeRacle not more 
terrifying, than delightful to common ſpeRators,that . 
are not able to underſtand the Theory of his great- 
ne6:In fine, our Ladies there in affomblies want not 
confidence , to make their beauties appear to the 
"| moſt advantage , and yet all is ſo varniſhed over with 
a baſhfol m , aSIf nature only had learned an 
at to be beſt becomming , In diſcourſing they ſeem 
to be the faireſt Syrenes, without any intention 
a all of deceit, only by a Noble power, they force 
men to be their capuves, becaule virtue HE hEnuey 
us R ow, 
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know not where again-to be ſo well ſatisfied, asin 
thatimpriſonment : ifour laws arid policies be obſer. 
ved, they rather teach preventions, by their threatned 
ſeverity and wiſe cautions, than have any intention in 
their conſtitutions'either to deſtroy or circumvent 
people; all which being conſidered, I fee no reaſon 
why your excellent virtues,accompanied with an age 
notyer exceeding eighteen , ſhould want thole juſti- 
fable ambitions, as not violently to cover againſt all 
obſtacles,ſuch rareties that-can only beſtow upon you 
luſtre 'and greatneſs, when as the contrary perhaps; 
will render you leſs famous than you are; for nothing, 
but becauſe you have not-yet taſted perſonally of 
thoſe perfettions in Syria,granting in your own par- 
ticular}, 'you. are already furniſhed with them, ins 
large meaſure beyond other A ow : burperchance 
you may ſay you have not only ſeen Damaſcas alteas 
dy in palieg 5y : butthe glory of Orſames in theſe 
Wars, which I muſt tell you, is no other tharrto be- 
hold heauties in the night, or the _ in his eclipſed 
ſplendor : all which my LordI only-lay, to give'my 


ſelf the greater happinels, by enjoying {till your com, 
e 


pany, not knowing but theſe motives, might divert 
your preſent intentions from Cyprus, with that excel- 
lent Lady the Princeſs Cloria , whom you ſeem to 
conduR, which office I cannot deny, bur in it ſelf is's 
moſt ſupreme happineſs , bur ſince 1t may be concei- 
ved both the Duke your Father , and the Queen her 
Mother, would be glad of the occaſion in their own 
erſons to viſit es Court : me thinks you may 
ave” reaſon enough to alter your reſolution; 
when he had done .Narciſſ#s anſwered him in this 

manner . 
O Sir ſaid he, you are. miſtaken, a ſtronger influ- 
ence a great deal, draws both ny thoughts and per 
on

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ſon into the Iſland of = than all thoſe rarities 
e Kingdom of Syria, finc® 

.one perfect carbuncle ( by whoſe light I muſt fail) is * 
more worth, than a thouſand other ſtones of leſs va- 
ſue : And if you would behold-beauties indeed, look 

upon the fair Lillies and Roſes in Cloria's ' cheeks, 
whoſe dainty mixtures in the whole, ' appear to be a 
ſweet and heavenly Garden, compoſed of ſuch flow- 
ers, that the earth-cannot parallel either in taſt or co- 
lour ; whilſt her fair eyes ate two powerful ſuns of 
equal brightneſs, that can -illuminate all places 
of the world alike, though never ſo” much dark- 
ned by natures malice, if ſhe bur there vouchfate her 
prefence*; her perfetions I lay are Books ſufficiently 
inſtructive, to teach the -world knowledge and ſct- 
ence, in which are to be daily read, multitudes of ſe- 
veral varieties of that excellency, that greateit Do- 
Rors know not how to define them, but 1n loves Aca- 
demy ; when ſhe moves, you may behold a certain 
ſhining throne of ſanRiry, whereon are placed Al- 
tars in abundance, whereon are only Sacrifices offe- 
red to her ſelf, of wounded hearts that need compaſ- 
fion; when as in the interim her Muſick , when ſhe 
pleaſeth, charmeth mortals with a raviſhing delighr, 
to ſuch extaſtes of pleaſure & content, that they "=. 
to be ambicious of no other happineſs : you ſpeak of 
hlorious, victories gained by your powerful Armies, 
when as every look of hers, 1s able ro conquer whole 
Nations without reſiſtance, and Favourites to Kings, 
muſt of. neceſſity become flaves in thoſe Triumphs : 
Theſe laſt words could uot chuſe but refle& upon Phi- 
los,apprehending that either Narciſſus had ſome ink- 
= of his intentions, or that a divine inſpiration 
had ſecretly inſtruted him in his thoughts and de- 
lires; wherefore at the inſtant he begarr to bluſh, 
= R 2 —_ with 
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with a certain kinde of inward guilt, that proceeded 
from his apprehenſion rather than his judgement : 
. 'for the Gods knew Narciſſus only ſpake , by the 
meer inſtigation of his own partial affection, pro 
ced from the flames of his conſtant and vertuous love, 
bearing Philos utter ſuch vanities, in commendation 
of his own Country , tothe diſparagement of all o- 
ther places. Sad Y 
"But how this diſcourſe, or rather Dialogue would 
have been concluded between them, cannot well be 
determined,fince a great Paxther belonging to'thoſe 
deſerts, lying "28. in certain ſhrubs by the ſide of 
a pool, not only for the preſent interrupted them, 
but violently flew upon Philos , as be rid alongrwith 
Narciſſus, which quickly.overturned both hum and 
his horſe, to the apparent; danger and hazzard of his 
life, but that Narciſſus having a bunting ſpear. in his 
hand , quickly ſtroke [the 'beaſt ſo - Aaipiho ig 
the breſt, that the bloud ſoon followed che wound 
in great abundance , however the furious or 1 my 
ſay rather valiant creature, ſeemed ſo little to be dil- 
couraged by the {troak, that with an appearing out- 
wardrage , to find himſelf ſo aſſaulted contrary to 
his expectations looking firſt upon Narciſſus, as if 
he either challenged him wich unkindneſs or in gras 
titude, for having attempted him without any pro» 
vocation, and then turned his eyes again upon Phi- 
los, asif oy ne made ſome queſtion in his a Sk cy 
whether he ſhould releaſe his ſeeming conquered 
Captive, or be revenged upon his injurer, at lalt flew 
at Narci([us with fach a ſpight and violence, as not 
only put him to his beſt defence, but undoubtedly had 
prevailed exceedingly to his prejudice , if Philos had 
not haſtily diſingaged himſelf fromthe inconyenien 
cy of his fall,and made haſt to hisaſliſtance zas m_ 
| EUIC 
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elſe his owndeath might follow, which ſoon obliged 
them all rhree to moit ſharp and deſperate combare : 
And however the Panther received multitudes of 
wounds by their induſtry , in ſo much as it was un- 
poſlible for him to eſcape deſtruQion , yet with his 
claws , feiſing by chance upon the left arm of Nay 
ciſſus, he made in it ſo deep an impreſſion , that he 
tore part of the fleſh from the bone, ſhewing thathe 
was even ambitious of revenge in his laſt end; for 
pm in 4 ſtaggering manner (not having 

ength ſufficient remaining, to ſupport any longer 
his own body, which one might perceive his cour 
was loath to confeſs') be fell backward upon his tail, 
and fo reſted for a great ſpace, panting and blowing 
with open mouth : but both Narciſſus and Philos, 
nor being very willing to complement with his inten- 
tional fary gave him ſo many other ſtroaks in all 
parts, that not long it was before they left him for 
dead, inthe interim many ofthe huntſmen om—_— 
mco the place : bur the beaſt, as if he yet retaine 
ſome vigour or malice in his heart , notwithſtanding 
for a long time there appeared no life at all in him , 
whilſt che company were diſcourling ſeverally of the 
accident and incounter, and applying ſome remedies 
wp the bleeding of Narciſſus wounded arm, the 
Panthar of a ſudden , not onely again revived, but 
flew violently upon one of the dogs Iying neer him, 
and bit him ſo, that the bloud followed which in a 
manner ſtartled the whole company thinking him to 
be dead: wherefore again they ſet upon him, though 
with a jeſting violence, until at laſt they made tum 
fure from Sing any more hurt to them or any 
others. | 

However this unexpe&ed wound, which Narciſ- 
ſus had received in his arm, from the ſharp clawes 
R 3 the 
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Panther ,was not eſteemed by himſelf either dange+ 
rous or worth much confideration,yet by way'of con- 
veniency if not not neceſfity , both he and the Prin- 
ceſs Cluria were forced forced for ſome time moor . 
to put of their journey to the Iſland of Cypris,which 
ſeemed much to comply with the contrived deſign of 
Philos, for their ſurprizal at Sea by the Lyaiar fleet , 
ſince for ſome dayes Narciſſus not only kept his 
chamber þut his bed , which however afforded him 
many viſits, fromall the youthtull Nobility of the 
Court, as I may fay in ſome ſort ſeemingly glad of 
the accident , whereby he might by reaſon of that 
neceſlity, be ſtill obliged to remain in their company 
This cure of his, protracted the time ſo long that the 
ſeaſon of the year drew on, for the ceremonious cut- 
ting of the banks of the River of Nil, whereby the 
whole Country of Egypt might be fludded, to aug- 
mentits fertility ; or rather to take away the natu- 
ral barrenneſs of the ſoil, which would be occaſio- 
_ ned by ſuch omiſſion ; To this work of induſtry be- 
longed certain triumphes, that had been time out of 
mind inſtituted , by the ancient Kings that governed 
the people,which cuſtom, as the inhabitants ( by a 
cerialn kind of ſuperſtition in their diſpoſitions)eve- 
ry yeare moſt religiouſly obſerved ; as believing in 
ſome ſort their wealth would increaſe with their de- 
votion ; ſo Orſames himſelf, whereby the better,'to 
retain the affetions of his new conquered Siibjedts of 
that Nation , was perſwaded not only to be preſent 
at thoſe ſpor:sin perſon, but Ph/os thinking it alſo a 
oppoerans occaſion to demonſtrate his Uncles great- 
nels,relolved to entertain that night, the whole com- 
pany of Princes at femphzis, in a moſt magnificent 
manner, though his chief1ntentions were to fee whe- 
ther he could by that means , the ſooner disjoyn = 
af- 
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affetions of Cloria, to whole honour he ſeemed to 
conſecrate his feaſt , whereby more particularly to 
beſtow the Loves both of. her ſelf and Narciſſzs 
upon him and Artemeſia, by reaſon of a certain kind 
of luſtre , domineering as might be thought more in 
their Family, than any others viſible in Aſa, in re- 
ard of Philoſtros intimacy and power with Orſames: 
eſe were his fantaſtical thoughts , grounded onely 
upon opinion and his own ambition , when as the 
, irtuous Loves between Cloria and Narciſſus, were 
veſtabliſhed upon Niamond rocks, not to be ſha- 
ken by any blaſts of grearnels or fortune. 
When the day came for this mighty ceremony 
(the people being aſſembled upon the banks of the 
River) the whole afternoon was ſpent, in the taking 
and deſtroying of Crocodiles, which with certain 
baited hooks of 7rox , where by their huge bodies 
drawn out of the water, tothe no ſmall amazement 
of thoſe ſtrangers, that had never ſeen the like be- 
fore : The young men alſo of the Town in new Bar- 
ges made for that purpoſe, offered many delightful 
ports, in a kind of a rural Triumph before the 
Caſtle, where alſo was the great Ceſtern,which hath 
been formerly mentioned in taking the Fort, mark- 
ins out to the Inhabitants the riſe and fall of the Ri- 
ver, by which conjecture the fertility and ſcarcity of 
the years appear : This Ceſtern oy not onely adorn- 
ed with with many Garlands and preparations for 
fire-works, but Roxana's dwarf, that had been ſo 
Sreat an actor in the ſurprizal of the Caſtle, was upon 
an open Teatre preſented -to the view of the people, 
calting out ro their expectations Orſames bounty : 
all which'notwithitanding were deſigned , for no 0- 
thec than preparatives for the nights Ceremo- 
nies. 
IK 4 At 
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At what time Philos, woe | to the cirenm- 
ſtance of his invitation , 'conduRted the Princeſſe 
Cloria to his Lodpings, in full oppoſition to rhe 0- 
rher Caſtle, with the reſt of the Noble Company then 
remaining at Memphis, and however Narciſa; 
felt ſome tncommodation, in regard of- the wound 
he had ſo lately received , withour any great impor- 
tunity was perſwaded by Philss to be of the ſame ſo- 
ciety ; it being in ſome ſort alſo intended for his 
entertainment, that he might not onely be aneye- 
witneſs of the glory of Philoftres Family , but ( as 
the ſequel will teſtifie) have a view of his intented Mi- 
ſireſs Artemeſia Philos Siſter, having never — 
his abode at Aemphis beheld her perſon , thong 
for what reaſon, was not known by any. 

The room that was deſigned for the Feaſt was 
perfe&ly Oyal,crowned un the top with a brave C#- 
pelo, acccording to the antick Egyptian manner, a- 
dorned almoſt all over with antient Hierog/yphicks 
in Moſaick work : the Galleries of each ſide for the 
commodiry of Muſick, were wrought jnto ſeveral in- 
rricate knots of gilded braſs, intermixt with other co- 
lours, for the more beauty of the eye: the table it 
ſelf alſo anſwered exactly to the oil proportion of 
of the Room, leaving a convenient ſpace from the 
the Wall, for the commodity of neceflary arten- 
dants: it was1n the middle hollowed in a large mea- 
ſure, to take off apartof its bredth, the company 
onely appointed to fit, without any oppotſiion to 
one another: however in that ſeeming vacancy of 
the board, was ereQted from the ground a moſt ſtate- 
Fountain (that at leaſt reached half way to the uppet 
part of the ſeiling) where appeared, the Goddeſs Di- 
«x4 and her Nymphs bathing themſelves , cutout in 
moſt excellent white Marble, which being alſo inter- 

mingled 
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mingled with certain arrifical Trees, according to the 
nature of the Countrey, it afforded a moſt dele&ta- 
ble proſpe& to the beholders, and the rather, for 
that the Fountain being built, in a ſeeming criſtal 
lake of clear running water, brought rhither by the 
ancient King of Exypr, with infinite charge and ad- 
mirable *Kill, not onely proved exceedingly, to be a 
commodity to the Feaſt , but a refreſhment to the 
company ; eſpecially for that from rheir ſeeming nas 
ked Breaſts, there continually run, into ſeveral imall 
veſſels appointed for that purpoſe, all ſorts of excel- 
lent Wine, both Greek and Aprican, where dainty 
boyes {tood ready to diſpoſe of it to the ſtrangers , 
when any pleaſed to call for it, of each ſort:the com- 
any at the firſt entrance into the Room, ſeemed to be 
a lictle amazed at ſuch a magnificent beauty, wch the 
knew not of to be before in Memphis; though the 
building had not onely long time apo, been ereRted 
by the greareſt Monarchs of thoſe parts: but the place 
it ſelf had for many years paſt , been reſerved ſuper- 
ſtitiouſly by the Inhabitants, for no other uſe, but 
for the celebration of the day and night, when the 
banks of Nilzs were to be opened, to letin the water 
over the Conntrey. Thos they continued caſting rheir 
eyes about ar ſeveral] varieties (the Moſick in the in- 
terim, meeting with the concavity of the Fabrick, to 
the beſt advantage to the ear) whilſt of a ſudden, 
there flew open a two-leaved door , that diretedus 
proſpe&, through a lareand long Gallery into ano- 
ther Room, at the upperend of which appeared a 
Lady fitting on a Throne, however ar ſuch a diſtance 
that her conntenance could not be perfeRly diſtin- 
gutſhed : but being ſoon conduRted by Philos ro- 
wards the place, ſhe was quickly diſcovered by his in- 
formation, to be hisfiſter the moſt fair ens þ , AT 

_ ealtwile 
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leaſtwiſe ſo eſtzemedin her own opinion : and truly 
was ſoineff:&, if her mind hadinevery kind been 
anſw2rable to her body , ſince any way wanting the 
inward beauty, ſome defect of neceſlicy mult be in 
whole; and fo conſequently not moſt fair : Upon 
their approach, they tound her incompaſſed by ma- 
ny Negro (layes,who with huge Fanns in their hands, 


appcared to give her breath and refreſhment : - bur. 


why onely ſo accompanied, could not well be ima- 
gined, unleffe ic were by the blackneſle of her at- 
rendants, the better to ſet forth hec own beauty.in 
the apprehenſion of che ſpeQators :. when chey came 
at ſomeching a neerer diſtance (for before ſhe would 
riot ſeem to riſe) in a certain kind of careleſs poſture, 
ſhe deſcended trom her Throne ; whilſt the lovely 
Princeſſe Cloria, with another kind of quickneſs in 
her cariage , made up between Courteſie and good 
Nature, (wherein Pride had not the leaſt intereſt) 
addrelt her ſelf to give her an affable and ficting ſa- 
latation, proceeding not onely from the gentleneſs 
of her diſpoiition , but the ingraticude in her 
choaghts, in thac her Brothers entertainment , was 
wholly upon the matter (as was pretended) intended 
for hec welcome and reception. .: Nevectheleſs Arte- 
m?fia met her with ſuch a Countenance, as if ſhe yet 
made ſome qteſtion, which of both was-to. be e- 
ſteemed the perſon of moſt dignity , however atlaſt 
Artemeſia gave Cloria the better hand, though with 
that dzmeanour , that did more divulge her inſolen- 
cy, than ſh: her judgement to all the aſſembly : 
bur ſelf-opinion , when onely governed by an impe- 


rious ſoul, accompanied vvith paſſion and proſperity, 


can have no othec cure, but either by deſtruction 1n 
efte&t,or contrary torcunes in poſſeſſion: but all chis,as 
it ſhould ſeem, vvas to gain a heart from poor Nar- 

ciſ[us, 
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ciſ[#s ; that was already captivated by a ſtronger 
inflnence ; . who , thou h he had underſtood her 
maning, -he could not have been brought from ſa- 
crificing to virtue and goodnefle, to have committed 
idolatry before a painted image ; wherein was con- 
tained , as might be thought, nothing-but Pride 
and vanity. Fo be ſhort, theſe ridiculous paſſages 
in a; ceremonious March , conducted them to take 
their places. The Feaſt it ſelf did not exceed more 
in ſumptuous magnificence , than in exquiſite curi- 
olity : for the Fruits ſeemed rather all growing vp- 
on natural Trees., than conveyed to their taſte by 
induſtry, whilſt Birds of all ſorts in the interim flew 
about the Room , warbling forth ſuch variety of 
notes , to entertain the company , as if they had 
been taught their skill by excellent Maſters. And the 
more admirable it was, in regard the clarity of the 
place, by reaſon of an artificial ſplendour newly 
created, proceeding from divers places in the'room, 
rendred their ſeveral colours to the view, more 
beautiful chan they were by Nature ordained. It 
were a kind of groſs ſimplicity to talk of abundance, 
when as the power of Syria, joyned with the fertili- 
ty.of Egypt, conjoyned with a full, if not (as I may 
lay) an omnipotentability, to perſwade Love, and 
ſhew greatneſs. 

But. however this entertainment ſeemed to be the 
proviſion of many ages, and the Feaſt intended for 
ſome years continuance, yet that nights ceremony | 
(though cuſtomary init ſelf, yet at the preſent, or- 
dained for the ſight of the greateſt eſteemedMonarch 
tn Afi ) could not wait upon any other intention, or 
conventency; wherefore, the company being adver- 
tized that Orſames with his Favourite in the other 
Caltle, was already ſeated, expeRting the ſhew , in 

ſomething 
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ſomething a confuſed manner riſe from the Table, 
leaving af other ſervices behind to be recommended 
onely to fancy and imagination; ſince every one 
haſted to thoſe windowes upon the River, thar were 
moſt convenient for their purpoſes ; for that already 
the fire flyingin the Ayr, and the Trumpets ſound- 
ing upon the Land, rp—_ to ſenſe , as if the 
Heavens had changed their ſtations : for as the nighe 
ſeemed to be day, by a contrary, though more illu-

Notwithſtanding all theſe paſſages, Philos whoſe 
heart and thoughts, were already too violently ſer 
upon his own particular concernments, (however 
he found more cauſe of deſpair every day than other, 
of parting the young Lovers affection, although he 
might by the ſacceis of his deſignes ſever their per- 
ſons, and had made his Siſters prepoſterous paſſions, 
in part, as aftale, the better to compaſs his. own 
ends) ' though he would have been moſt willing al 
ſo, to have rendred her nody ſatisfied, in regard 
the contrary (as he thought) lomething conduced 
to the:diſhonour of the family, began a little ro con- 
ſider what he ſhould do at the preſent : wherefore 
becauſe he would leave no way unattempred , that 


might pretend to probility, and finding the Princeſs 


Cloria, at a window alone, earneſtly. bebolding 
the fire-works and. other paſtimes , anſwerable to 
the ſeaſon, which ſeemed: ſomething convenient for 
his purpoſe, he began a diſcourſe to her in this na- 
ure , 45 he had formerly done a hunting to Narciſ- 
ſ«,although the noyle of the people below upon the 
banks of the River, ſeemed not very well ro. comply 
with his intention, 

Madam,, ſaid he, you may here behold in part, 
the infinite glory and happinefle of the King your 
great Uncle in his own proper ſphear , the rich Ciry 
of Damaſcus : but preſently finding ſhe could not 
perte&ly underſtand whathe ſaid, by reaſon of the 
cryes and ſhouts of the multitude, though he percei- 
ved an inclination in his courteous alia , to 
bearken- tothe matter of his diſcourſe, as well as the 
lound of his word, drew ber by little and little from

a diſtance, that they had free þberty,. to uriderſtand 
what each other would deliver, which made him be.

Traly faid he, ſince theſe magnificences now be- 
held, are no better than meer ſhadowes, to what 
brightnefles Orſames ___ in his own' Country, 
( of which' you have already a large ſhare by birth, 
being ſprung from thar flouriſhing Tree, of that 11- 
luſtrious and Royal houſe of $yria,and ought to.have 
more in my opinion by poſlefſion,in regard of thoſe 
rare perfe&tions, which both Art and Nature have ſo 
liberally beſtowed upon your ſelf, to the wound of 
our ſex) I cannot be but ſomething amazed, ifnot 
candalized how your thoughts,can carry you'into a- 
ny other region, (eſpecially _—_ ſuch convemien- 
cies) before you had taſted of thoſe excellencies in 
Syria, that may not again be ſo well underſtood and 
apprehended,as by ſuch curious fancies as yours, that 
are able even to add a new life both to them, and to 
every thing elſe you ſee and hear:T muſt tell you moſt 
admirable Princeſs,that the Nobility of Syria in their + 
own proper Elements, appear rather like fo many ſo- 
verge Lords themſelves,crowned with honour and 
reſpect,than Subjects to anyMortal King whatſoever, 
by reaſon of their commands & dependances,not any 
way to be equalled, or made leſs by what power ſoe- 
- ver, (continuing in Orſames favour ) but as their own 
retirements, ſome:imes give them appetites for privat 
recreations,wherby they become famuliar'& ſolitary , 
Alas dear Madam, ſaid he,did you but behold the glo- 
rious Palaces of Damaſcas,with other rich buildings 
of leſſer note(onely appointed to be the inhabitations 
ofMerchants)you would think this great eſteemed Ci- 
ty (ſo much extold by the boaſting Egyptians) aN 
ut 
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bur an unforniſhed Village, in regard of its magnifi- 
' cence & ſplendor; & for the Iſland of Cypres,whither 

pudte now going (which 1 muſt conteſs 1 admire, 
icethe Queen your Mother by your attraction, 
world ſuddenly be enduced to viſit Syr5a)ought to be 
eſteemed in your view and apprehenfion, : poor and 
contemptible part of the world, only ordained to 
breed up a few petty perſons,” of no honour and 
birth, as common drudges throagh the world,where- 
by to maintain the better Trade and Commerce, for 
the benefit of our people, which country notwith- 
ſtanding without Fyrias immediate afsiſtance,can nei- 
ther detend itſelf 1n time of War; or preſerve it ſelf 
intime of Peace : To this greargeſs 1 proſperity of 
the. Syrian State,as 1 will notf{ay my Uncle Philoftrs, 
gives our flouriſhing fields greeneſs, or caufeth the 
earth in due ſeaſon to produce bountifully to the in- 
habicants, yet I may boldly affirm, that his fairhfull 
policy, hath reneie Orſames great and mighty, and 
o conſequently his Subjets happy& forcunate,other 
people being over-run by rheir enemies, whilſt we 
make war into al Countries to our advantage,though 
bur'in part demonſtrated by this City,not only as you 
ſee made ſubje&byſtrong hand to our power, butin 
the inhabitants, being perſwaded upon the matter in 
x moment, willingly to obey our Laws and Juriſdict- 
on, as the great acclamations of joy, now offered to 
Orſames proſperity, in the preſent Feaſt of cutting 
the Banks of the River doth witneſs : by Syria, I ſay, 
you ſhall be honoured as a Goddeſs, and in Cypres 
you cannot be maintained as a Princeſs ; in the one 
your worth will be loſt for want of knowledge,when 
as the other ſhall give you more valued, in re- 
gard there are Beauries allo worthy of eſteem : the 
rich Palace of Orſames can afford you a habitatio l

But as the ſweet Princeſs took theſe glorious ex- 
reſfions of Philos (not being any whit luſpitions of 
his inward intentions) as meer gallant courtſhips, 
whereby to furniſh out the reſt of his encertainments 
thongh ſhe could not, but have reaſqn as ſhe thought 
to ſmile at his vanity ) ſoof the other (ide, hearing, 
as ſhe imagined, rathgr blaſpbemves than dilg 
{peeches utrered,not onely againſt that Countrey Me 
bad already partly reſolved to make her. own, bus 
asit were in deſparagement of the honour of that 
Noble family , from whence her dear Narcsſas was 
extracted, which the knew yielded to none in Aſia, 
either for perſonal worth or antiquity in deſcent, 
could ſcarce forbear the returning hum a moſt ſharp 
reply : however again conſidering , the pretentions 
of his magnificent entercainment, 'to be as it were 
wholly conſecrated: for her ſatisfattion., ſhe let his 
words paſſe at the preſent, either a5 high flown ex- 
preflions,, proceeding from his paſſionate youth; 
whereby himſelf might become the better eſteemed, 
or from ſome cuſtomary diſcourſe or yolubility of 
rongue, incident to the nature of his Countrey-men. 
yet would not abftain from telling him though in a 
kind of a jeering way, that as her own ſmall experi- 
ence, inthe glory and bounty of many placesin the 
world, beſtowed upon them by the Gods favour, or 
natures partiality, was not a knowing confidence faf- 
fidient,to judge of their valours (weh made her really 
in 
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in her own thoughts, ſatisfaRtory contented, with 
what ſhe hath already ſeen in ſome States, and was in 
part born unto in her Fathers Kingds) ſo ſhould ſhe 
ever hold it, but a fitting. obligation belonging to her 
duty, firſt by her perſonal preſence in the arid of 
Cyprws, to enquire after her Mothers pleaſure, and 
then to be abſolutely directed by her will, either to 
wait upon her'into Syria, orto any other Region 
where ſhe would command ; which alſo was deliver- 
ed, with ſuch a kind of vermillion bluſh,as very well 
demonſtrated, that rather anger and baſhfulneſs, ex- 
acted from that beautiful TinCture ; Philos ſcarce ex- 
pected from her reply ſuch an Anſwer/: yet putting 
on in his countenance, certain confhdent ſmile,made 
up between diſpleaſure, and the opinion he mighr 
have of the Princeſſe want of experience and breed- 
ing, to deal with him in diſcourſe, continuing (till 
notwithſtanding his intention to mix ſome flattery 
with his words, he quickly made her this return: O 
Madam, ſaid he, do not fo injuriouſly tax your own 
judgement, bur rather lay it upon the obſtinacy of 
your own Will, which is a property I mult con- 

eſſe incident in a moſt high meaſure , to all thoſe of 
your Sexes; that is notto do athing, becauſe you 
wil not do it, and not for that reaſon,and conſidera- 
tion tells you, 1c may be the beſt. Truly Sir, an- 
{wered the Princeſle , asI thank the Gods, I find not 
in 4; own Nature, ſuch an obſtinacy as you ſpeak 
of, 1o cannot I yet be diverted from theſe maxims, 
thatT have learned in my youth : which are , that 
obedience to my Parents , and a contentedneſle in 
diſpoſition , ought to be eſteemed neither Folly or 
impiery, but of contrary, Wiſdom and goodnefle: 
I confeſs the ſame,replyed Philqs : but when the one 
may be conſerved, and the other encreaſed, rental

than thoſe of another nature,that had happened from 
Cloria onely by accident ; _—_ of the other ſide,

elteemed an impertinent vanity , to dwell here again 
—_ deſcriptions, ſince not onely by what hath been 
already ſaid. he reſt in part may be imagined, but the 
tine of che night alſo. calling the company to their 
reſt, may very well give a full period to Philos ſump- 
fuous entertainment,chough in them according to his 
&peQarHdn he found not his wiſhes ſatisfied, neither 
in his own violent affeftions to Cloria, nor his ſiſters 
prepoſtetous paſſions concerning Narcisſ#s : which 
was the occaſion, that being retired into his private 
chamiber, inſtead of ſleep,he became incumbred with

Philos as 1 ſay, being withdrawn into his own ſoli- 
tary'lodgings(in imitation of the reſt of the company 
to the outward view , thawgh not to the ſame iuten- 
ton, according to his inward monces) Mage 
mite ſexfioully to refle& upon his purpoſes,conſider- 
ing nor onely the progreſs bahng chade in them, but

the iſlues conſequeritly were probably to follow; T 
wes conieq ou ytof at; 
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this effe& in the firſt place he found,jit was impoſſible 
to remove ſetled afteRions between the young lo- 
vers Cloria and Narciſſus , as well by their manner 
of diſcourſes he had made to them both , in the com- 
mendation of the Syriax excellencies, as by divers 0- 
ther reaſons and circumſtances, that he had obſerved 
in either, which made him believe,asthe combinatios 
he had made with the Ambaſſador,would prove to lit- 
tle effetto his benefit, ſo would they be of moſt de- 
ſperate concernments to thoſe ſweet and innocent 
creatures: next he laid before his remembrance , 
not onely the gallant bravery of Narciſſus perſon,in 
many attempts he had made at the _ upon the E- 
ptians, having withall in a manner ſaved the life of 
is Uncle Philoſtros in the fight , as another time his 
'own from the fury of the Lyon, but alſo more particu- 
larly he refleted ups the courteous diſpoſition of the 
Princeſs Cloria,notwithitanding her dignity & qualt- 
ty,accompanied with her excellent beauty& rare per- 
fections,not to be equalled again in all Aſ;a:Laſtlyhe 
conſidered with ſome horror,what a world of incon- 
venience his family had brought,upon Emxarchs and 
his Kingdom of Lyaia, not only at the firſt hy ſtirring 
up of the ungrateful Myſians, to contend with him, 
bur alſo inthe diſcountenancing of Hiacinthia the 
Queen,jn her ſolicitations with Orſawes her Brother 
to her husbands intereſt, however there ſeemed to ap- 
pear no other reaſon for theſe latcer evils,but that A- 
24xiathe old Queen of Syria(being in disfavour with 
Philoſtros ) had been received by the Court of Lydia, 
with tome more than ordinary affeftion and ceremo- 
ny.Theſe conſiderations after a long debate privately 
1n is own boſom, made him at{laſt utter this lan- 
Suage : | 
. O Heavens ſaid he,with what a Torrent of impious 


nadneſſe, 
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madneſs, are mortals carried on in their courſes, when 
they ſteer their ations only by ambition, and fill 
the ſailes of their intentions, with nothing but vio- 
lence andPride ? O wiſe Moderation that ſhould 
temper the heat of all our paſſions, & make us rather 
good than politick, to what Region art thou flown, 
to ſeek Virtue and Quiet? what if our endeavours, 
could attain every day to new Conqueſts, until the 
World ſhould become ours by the ſword, accom- 
panied with Blood and Slaughters, what were the 
purchaſe worth , ſtill living in diſtempers and vaxati- 
on? doth more Tiles any thing elſe, bur ſerve to 


' create new appetites, which daily encreaſe without 


fatisfacions ? what ſerve command ; and great- 
neſſe but to inflame deſires, that torment day and 
night our over indulgent thoughts, with reſtleſle la- 
bours of ſuch impatiency, as abſolutely deſtroy thoſe 
felicities, that onely Nature and Reaſon ſhould de- 
light in? do weeat or fleep better, becauſe we are 
great and mighty ? or can all the paſſionate acquiſt- 
tions of theearth, in honour and dignity, render us 
bealrhful if we be diſeaſed , or make us fall back one 
year from our age, either 1d ro us more vigor or 
onger being? will not the falt comming on of that 
allotted time by the divine powers , mingled with 
gray haires and wrinkles, ſoon puta period to all 
vapours of delight, which we rather imagine than 
poſſeſs, though we ſhould live to the uttermoſt date 
of all mortaliry ? of the contrary, the Gods onely 
know, by what accident we may be cut off, betore 
that expeRation can be performed,to an eternal for- 
etfulneſs perhaps , both of us and our ations : O 
Pered truth, ifnot Religion, ſaid he, let me here in- 
voke your productions,to accompany hence forward 
all my intentions , with chat power and alliltance,

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may make me at leaſtwiſe to a& temperately in what 
I go about: with theſe thoughts though nor ſetled de- 
terminations, within a while he fell a ſleep , and fo 
continued, until] the cheerful Moruing brought un- 
to-bis chamber window the Sun , being the bright 
gOVErnour ofthe day, that ſoon bſperied from Iv 
imagination , all thoſe melancholy vapours of che 
night, that had ſet before his more recolleGQed fan- 
cy, the lively repreſentation of his own condition , 
infomuch as he not onely again flew from his pious 
thoughts, but was content to perſwade at laſt his un- 
deritanding, that as the buſineſs in it ſelf was not of 
any wicked Nature , in regard of the intereſt of 
Crowns and Kingdoms (that ſeemed to claim privi- 
leges and maxims, above all Mortality and Rehgon) 
ſo was itunpoſlible for him,(ſince the Ambaſſador of 
Lydia was himlelf departed from Memphis) to frame 
any probable way for prevention, without indanger- 
ing his Uncles honour ; upon which, as he pretended, 
depended the whole welfare and abſolure proſperity 
of Syria: Thele flatteries I may ſay,made hun reſolve 
to let the young Lovers to ruu their own hazard, ra- 
ther than endanger ſuch an incoveniency to fall up- 
on bis family : ſo aptare men in worldly honours and 
Mappines.n0 entertain all unjuſt chimeras,that trickle 
up thoſe indulgent apprebenſions , that onely corre- 
{pond with ſenſe and appetites: Thus again was he 
confirmed in his untoward faith,made up only by his 
own defires,without any Counſel at all of yirtye : ſo 
that with che ſame garhe & greatneſs as he was accu- 
ſtomed, not onely went out of his own chamber , at- 
tended by multitudes of flattering Sutors, but accorg- 
ing to the diſſembling cuſtom of that policy,wcb pro- 
perly belongs to the ations of States-men, he ſaluced 
every perſs he met, with ſeveral voluble complengs, 
| that 
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that were of force ſufficient to have make the believe 
they had abſolutely his hearr in all cheir, pet tions, if 
experience had uot taught them oftentimes the vali- 
diry of fayourits words : however they were to com- 
ply'in countenances, as hedid in language : which 
continued all things in a ſeeming calm in the Court of 
Orſames,until the two young lovers Cloria and Nar- 
ciſ[ns, could be no longer perſwaded to tay, by the 
al uring enticements, magnificences, and eakite 0 
the ſame : wherefore, as a couple of pallanc ſhips 
were provided for their tranſportation, (lince for the 
honour of $ Jri41t was not held convenient, one vel- 
ſell ſhould contain both their, perſons, though the 
lovers themſelves were not well pleaſed with the ce- 
remony) ſo Or{ames himſelf, would needs accompany 
them from Jdemphzis to the Sea-ſide: In the way vey 
were met by divers petty Triumphs, from thoſe 
Towns as they paſt down the River of N:/zs; which 
howeyer protracted the” time, longer than Cloria 
= Narciſſ#s deſired , nor only in regard of their 
own paſſionate deſires to be in the Iſland of Cypres, 
where rey might have the opportunity, to proſecute 
the period of their wiſhes, according to their ditates 
of love” and engagements; but for that they both 
knew alſo their affeRionare Parents, waited for their 
arrival with a moſt violent zeal , having been a lon, 
time before hand, by themſelves advertized of their 
comming. Wa 

"So th after ſomething a long and tedious journy, 
(becauſe they ſo eſteemedir) they arrived arthe ſalt 
Hayen in 'Feypr ; where the fair and pallant' pro- 
ſpect upon the Sea , gave their eyes no bounds, bur 
what the Wn Qceg i was content to afford them ; 
which proved delightful enough, in regardthey bad 
besn io long atime ſhur up bercn PANE Ren 


| 
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As this gave ſome period to their wiſhes, of im- 
barking ſuddenly for the Tfland of Cyprus; ſo the 
chief Nobility of the Court appeared diſcontented 
at the reſolution : for if the men honoured,and took 
a ſingular contentment in Narciſſus Noble virtues, 
his gallant preſence being accompanied with youth 
and valour, fo had the Ladies of Memphis no ſmall 
delight and fatisfaQtion, in Clorias affable converla- 
ton; who had accompanyed her in her journey, 
ſince ſhe had not ſo much pride in her diſpoſition, as 
to be either humorous or negleatful , although ſhe 
never wanted a ſufficient _— in her carriage, 
to make her ſelf reverenced of all, according to the 
dignity of her perſon : to ſay the plain truth , ſhe had 
« Rabaricy that perſwaded love from the meaneſt, 
however ſhe never failed to procure reſpe& from the 
higheſt. And however , many croſſes had rendred 
ker thoughts inwardly ſomething Muſing, neverthe- 
leſs the greatneſs of her diſcretion, alwayes ſo tem- 
pered the prejudicial properties of it, that thoſe in- . 
clinations of melancholy, were never viſible, but to 
her Governeſs Roxana , in her own privat Cabinet, 
when they entred ſeriouſly into conſideration of 
their fortunes, which a certain kind of neceſſity 
ſometimes ſeemed to exaR from them both : if at 
allſhe appeared a little amazed art her frequent diſa- 
ſters, it was rather a mark of her extreme innocen- 
cy, than any courage ſhe wanted to ſuſtain her loſ- 
ſes ; as it were in a manner not believing , that it 
was poſlible for people to be ſo wicked a6T the Gods 
{ill co continue entirely patient. Theſe are the attri- 
butes, (if not much more)that all indifferent tongues 
and pens muſt hs her. And the Syrians inthe gene- 
ral, were loath to ſend away out of their own poſ- 
ſeſſion, ſuch perfeRtions into another Cn 

whic 
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which they eſteemed far leſs worthy than their own, 
or rather, 'that ſhe accompanied with thoſe ex- 
cellencies, ſhould be loſt from - their ſociety and 
expectation , which 1 muſt confeſs,made her fair per- 
ſon aptly to be likened to a rich enameled caſe, all 
ſeet over with Diamonds, and other precious 
ſtones ; that notwithſtanding . within , contained 
a picture that was not to valued by any e- 
ſtimation : only ſome ſympathy remained by a di- 
vine determination between the two lovers, for as 
ſhe was pleaſed by her very eleCion, to parallel with 
her ſelf Narciſſss, ſo he could love no other ever,but 
excellent Cloria. 

In this poſture, I ſay, when they came to the Sea- 
ſide, (inthe interim ,the King leading Cloria by the 
hand) the ſweet Princeſs, wich a few beautiful rears 
in her faireyes (being, asit were, loath to depart, 
though ſhe deſired nothing more than to be gone) 
fell / if preſently upon her knees, with acertain 
gentle intermixture of grief, made up between ſor-

opt her imprecations, by two or three loving kiſ- 
ſes, imprinted upon her fair lips; which kept inthe 
other part of her diſcourſe. Whilſt Narciſſzs in 
another place, with a ſmiling countenance ( as it 
were beſieged by multitudes of embracements) 
diſpatched his complements as faſt as he could, ſince 
he imagined, they gave his thoughts ſcarce an 
thing but trouble and impediment, in that already all 
his wiſhes and deſires were directed to another regi- 
On, 
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on, which ſeemed more violently to carry his ambi- 
tion than the. Southern wind pda on 
preſent to drive them out of the haven : only he ap- 
eared yet ſomething unſatished, when het = 
bred that his love was to be tranſported in gne ſhip, 
and he in another, by the rigid rules of honour he- 
longing to the Syrian Nation: When they had been 
conveyed (after all their complements ) by many of 
the Nobility , into the gallant veſſels , char lay [0 | 
diſtance from the ſhore, the Trumpets of cither fie 
founded their departure, as if they intended to ſum- 
mon the Gods to beſtow a bleſſing upon the voyage : 
when preſently the fails being iſplayed, 22d The 
pendants and colours let fly ro the beſt adyantage, 
they lanched into the deep, where Neptune agai 
ſeemed moſt willing to take their prote ion 2 Fee 
ſcarce a wave moved other than gently, to give them 
auy manner of diſturbance. "= | 
Thus ina kind of a certain ſuppoſed tran piigy

contemplating the waters, and the more pleaſant ani 
ſatisfaRory ir was,in regard ofthe ſea-mens ſomerime 
caſting out their nets, to carch fiſh, for the delight 
the Fees and the reſt of her MJFogante | hs 
Whilſt the company imployed their thoughts wit 
theſe entertainments , he Mariners COA to (A 
a change of the weather , as well for that many Dol- 
phins appeared oftentimes to ſhew themſelves above 
the waves q an indubitable ſign eſteemed of a ſtorm) 
as alſo for that the wind of a ſudden hag. altered 
its ſtation a Feat deal more Eaſtward, which as 
they perceived, diverted their courſe from the Iſland 
of Cypre, and carried them direRly rowards Crete-: 
the other ſhip in theinterim, where Narciſac wo 
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ſeemed to he at ſome diſtance having got the ſtart of 
them, by reaſog of thoſe ſports the” Marriners had 
to the Princeſs. 
either were their ETPEFFarions long deceived,for 

preſently they might obſerve, not only certain black 
clouds to unite together ſuddenly in the Eaſt , but 
the winds began already to bluſters with ſomething 
an open mouth. As this warned the Princes Cloris 
to retire into her own Cabiner, ſo the Marriners buſt- 
ly imployedthemfelyes, to put their ſhip in a poſture 
againſt all accidents ; being the more precipitare in 
their intention, for that it wanted not much above 
an hours to night. | 

The ſtormincreaſivg, Cloria within a ſhort time , 
not being able longer to brook the tofling and rol- 
ling of the ſeas calther {elf down.upon her bed , to 
to take off, as ſhe imagined, the Aba and in- 
commodities of ber indiſpgſxtion ; in which poſture 
notwithſtanding, her fancy proyed as well diſturbed 
as her body, ſince both the cracks of thunder, with 
the uncourch whiſtling of the windes in the night ſea- \ 
ſon; hecame a great deale more unpleaſant to her 
apprehenſion. However ſhe was tyed thoſe obſer- 
yances, untill it ſhould pleaſe the Gods, cither to 
calme the ſeas, or putthemin more ſecurity ; Bur ir 
ſhould ſeem neither her prayers, nor her companies 
wiſhes, were able at ajl' ro preyail with the diyine 
powers, ſo far as to make themin opinion confident 
of their own ſaferies. Until at laſt it was neceffary , 
not onlyro take down all the chief Tackhngs belong- 
ing.to.rhe ſhip, bytalſo the main Maſt it elf: def 
ring they might rather, commit their fortunes and 

reſervation tothe mercy of the ſeas, thay any more 
rely upon the windes cyrteſie and gentlenets, fince 
tbey couldnot caſt incheir Anchors to any effect, by 


rea- 
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reaſon the water was ſo deep, and their Cables ( as 
they knew) not ſtrong enou h , to ſuſtain the force 
of the tempeſt, which ſeemed rather to increaſe 
in violence, then to give them hopes of abate- 
ment. | 

In this danger and perplexity they continued ma- 
ny hours, the gallant veſſel all the while being toſt 
from one pillow to another, as if the waves intended 
to ſhew to the heavens by their lofry motion , how 
much they difdained and ſcorned any controle , 
whilſt the ſhip notwithſtanding with a brave kind of 
fortitude , ſeemed ſtill to contend againſt the rude- 
neſs of their malice; in ſo much as Gr being 
being rather deſperately wounded, than abſolutely 
overcome ) ſhe made her way through the ſeas 
with incredible celericy,in regard of the {trength and 
highneſle'of the wind, though ſhe wanted both her 
Sailes and Maſts : but the Pilots not being able to 
inform themſelves, which way ſhe ſteered her courſe 
by reaſon thick miſt , had zjoverclouded the ſuperti- 
cies of the water, were put again into new doubts , 
leſt they might; fall upon ſome rocks to their ruine , 
though there was no remedy; for as all was to be left 
to the hazzard ofthe ſeas, ſorheir truſt in ſuperna- 
tural mercies, wasto be their chief comfort notwiths» 
ſtanding this more than deſperate danger, poor Clo- 
_ ria ſeemed in her inward thoughts, to be more ſoli- 
citous for Narciſſas ſafety, than for her own preſer- 
vation ; as it were invocating privately the pure 
heavens to that purpoſe whilſt the reſt of the compa- 
ny ſent out their prayers alſo to theGods in their own 
behalfs. 

It was about noon the next day before the windes 
abated, (when the Marriners informed the Maſter , 
they ſpied ſome land at a good diſtance, the skie ha- 
ving

ving ſuddenly cleared much of its darkneſs, And not 

long after they might perceive many ſhallops upon 

the ſeas belonging to poor fiſhermen caſting their 

Nets into the water. 

As this gave them all ſnfficient cauſe of joy 
and encouragement, ſo did they preſently ler 
out the long boat, that they -had drawn into the 
= during the ſtorm , with intention to enquire 
ofthoſe people, not only neer what, coaſt they re- 
mained, bur how they might by their direQions, 
provide in the beſt manner they could, for their 
conveniency of landing , whereby to repair the 
veſlel. | 

It was not half an houres time before the boat a- 
gain returned with this information, that as the land 

ey were neer was part of the Iſland of Creel not 
above haltfe a daies Jail from that place, was the fair 
haven town of Pergame , whoſe governour at pre- 
ſent, was agreat Noble man of the Countrey named 
Deaalus , that notwithflanding the 1fland was divi- 
ded into many fations, by reaſons of the differences 
between Exarchs King of Lydia and his Senate,had 
kept that City wholly for the Kings intereſt ; this 
news you may be ſure, had put the Princeſs 
Cloria in ſuch an extaſie of joy , as would have 
created an entire felicity in her thoughts, if ſhe had 
not in the interim, called again to her remembrance, 
her ſeparation from Narc:ſſus: but the company , 
rather flattering her opinion , then aſſuring their 

own thoughts, that undoubtedly he was paſt all haz- 
Zard, being inſo gooda ſhip, ſhe was quickly per- 
Iwaded to go to Pergame, reſolving there to remain, 
not only whilſt ſhe heard ſome newes of Nerofer, 
but during a neceſſary c6veniency might alſo be had 
for the reparing of her own ſhip, being as they rold

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This gave the opportunity one day to Rexana (her 
Lady being aſleep)to enquire of Dedalus, concerning 
the affaires of the [{land ; fince, as ſhe ſaid , there 
could dot chuſe but be many things worth the 
knowing , in regard of Exarchus contention 
with the Senate belonging to the juriſdiction thereof. 
Truly Madam, faid he, as the paſſages have been 
lately many and (trange, inthis moſt unhappy Iſland 
of Crete , ſo to give yourhe better ſcantling of the 
buſineſs that from time to time have hapned , I muſt 
in ſome ſort begin with the original,when the Coun- 
rrey firſt became under the Lydiay power and juril- 
diction. And to this purpoſe therefore you muſt 
know, that after the Seneration of the Gods had 
totally left Crete, to a certain kind of wild barba- 
riſm, notonly in the manners of the people, but 
inthe rudeneſs of che ſoyl, for want of being indu- 
ſtriouſly manured, ſome of the ancient Kings of Ly- 
dia conceiving, that the Ifland lay convenient for 
the juriſdiction of their own Crown, both by reaſon 
ofche nacural fertility of the ground, asin regard of 
the ſafery of the Harbours, began to create ſome am- 
bition in their choughts to be Lords of it, yet know- 
ing , they could have no Title to the Countrey in 
their on right, but what the lawes of the ſword 
might violently (if not injuriouſly ) afford them, 
made earneſt ſolicitation, to the great Arch-Flam- 
mwinof D:Iphos, thatin reſpeRt ofihe degenerating 
of the people, from all religious maxims, with the 
ractice of other inhumane cuſtoms, (pretended to 
upon it for want of order and government) he 
would be pleaſed, under the ſacred banner of his ho- 
ly protection and power, to grant them the princi- | 

pality and jurisdi&tion of the 1ſland ; upon the. 
condition nevertheleſſe , that they ſhould ſtill Wt 
ou: 
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obliged, to obſerve thoſe rights in their facrifi- 
ces to the Gods, as were) only uſed in the Temple 
of -Delphos : with theſe Titles and pretences , ma- 
ny of thoſe Princes, taking alwaies advantage of 
the inhabitants factions and diſagreement amongſt 
themſelves, ſent ſeveral Armies, either by force or 

olicy, or both, to conquer the Country: which',to 
be ſhort, within ſome few yeers was totally effeRed, 
notwithſtanding now and then many contradictions, 
and diſturbances hapned, proceeding rather from the 
inconſtant natures of the people, than that they had 
any great cauſe , to complain of their ſybjectionto 
the Lydian Lawes and government. This gives me 
occaſion a little to digreſs from the matter of the ſto- 
ry, with ſome explanation of the diſpoſition of the 
antient Natives ; which in part perhaps hath cauſed 
ſo _ changes, and revolutions in our Ifland. Tis 
true, they have bodies capable of ſuch labour and 
aQivity , as might enrich the Countrey , if their 
mindes were an{werable to their compoſure anfl ma- 
king , butthey are ſo extremely lazy and proud 
nature , that as they had rather beg or ſteal , than 
work, - or take pains, ſo doth the loyl wholly upon 
the matter lie unmanured ; rather chaſing in 
forein parts any ſervile office whatſoever, than 
they will make the beſt of their own livings and 
eſtates, at home in their own Countrey: whilſt their 
wives and families alſo in the interim, are content to 
ſeek out new: and ſtrange fortunes , with whole 
troops of attendants; not omitting nevertheleſs ths 
leaſt part of thoſe ceremonies, that belong to per- 
ſons of the greateſt quality , although every night 


_ they lye in” barnes , and in the day feed ſcarce 


upon any thing, that can afford nourifhment tortheir . 
= = appe- 
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appetites. The women may be ſaid to be rather chaſt 
by nature,than that they can give any reaſorrin their 
own thoughts, why they are honeſt at all, for that 
cominonly they ſleep altogether,without any diſtaſte 
in the general, or the leaſt ſhew of jealouhe inthe 
articular ,, a laudab!e property, incident to moſt 
arbarous Nations, however perhaps meerly procee- 
ding, .from want of luxurious enticements , that uſe 
to ehffame luſts in diſpoſitions. The men are valiant 
enough in the wars of other countries; but whether 
by conſtrainc or nature I will not ſay, ſince at home 
it is malt apparent, they even want courages to de= 
fend their wives and children, rather truſting to thewr 
own craft and ſubtilty in circumventing their ene« 
mies,than any way deſiring with their {words in ther 
hands to oppoſe, perbaps thinking it a folly, where 
they any. way can get advantage to complement a» 
bout honour, -for no people in the world hate with 
a moreunrelenting ſpight,or revenge by a more bhid- 
den cguelty. When they go to the wars, whole Troops 
and families follow, to accompany their friends, our 
F kindeneſs; though their intentions for the moſt 
are thereby, to pillage camps of either fide , accor= 
dins to the fortune of che day: Concerning their re- 
ligion, though they do exa&ly adhere to the anti- 
ent rules of Dp, and that with a ſeemung zeale 
outwardly, yet ſeldome or never perform they thoſe 
rights, with an intencion to obſerve any mora- 
liry , in fo much as it may be faid, they rather 

uſe fuch ceremonics » becauſe they will not chang 
cuſtomes , than that they hope to receive ablo- 
lute benefit by them, in this manner being con- 
rent to ſuffer themſelves to be' flattered, only with 
an opinion they do well, when they will not take any: 
F. Care

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care at all to be better ſatighed. In concluſion, they 
love to talke of lands & poſlefſions, with-held injuri- 
oully from their right, but never attempt any means 

obable to come to them again. And this, Lady, 
Gang as neer as I can gueſs, the trueſt charaRer of 
our common people, I ſhall again recurn to the pro- 
ſecurion of our ſtory. 

As I ſaid before, after the Kings of Lydia by -ma- 
ny defeats given to ſome of the principal of the No- 
bility, that eſteemed themſelves Princes in Authority 
and command, if not in Titles and right, had fetled 
an abſolute Monarchy in the Iſland, by degrees, the 
people were brought into a kind of flaviſh condition, 
fince they conceived they were fitter to de obey 
than to command, not only in regard of their lack 
of knowledpe,and conſtancy in the genera), but alſo 
for that the governours perceived, that however they 
wanted ſufficient "_—_ to mannage the Counſels, 
as well as their lawes in their own Countrey,yet they 
had ſpight enough againſt the: juriſdiction of ſtran- 
gers : was ſufficient they did not affeCt other Nati- 
ons, andthereforecould not love the Lydians, inf 
much as main a, the apparent benefit they 
found, by practiſing and uſing the Lydian cuſtomes 
in many things concerning the ſowing of Corn and 
the like , they rather chole co undergo the penalty , 
for their not putting them in execution, { wha they 
would in any kinde ſubject themſelves, to thoſe lau- 
dable and proticable obſervations, asif their pride 
appeared ſufficiently ſatisfied, in not ſeeming willing 
to follow that which certainly was the beſt, for no 
reaſon but that it was preſcribed them ; however 
I muſt ſay the Noble men mn the general, were 
not aaly for the maſt penny much civilized , but 

| 2 Extreme- 
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extremely affected to the Crown of Lydia, as know- 
ing from thence were brought tearning, riches, and 
education:though ſome great perſons amonglt them, 
notwithſtanding rather endeayoured to head many 
barbarous factions, (out of I cannot tell what man- 
ner of ſordid ambition)than they would either come 
to Court themſelves, or ſeem to hold an Ty 
correſpondency with any of thoſe that aid , thoug 
they were of the ſame blood and kindred with them- 
ſelves; which not only raiſed many jealouſies a- 
mong{t the Nobility in the particular, but alwaies cau- 
ſed a great Court ſuſpition,concerning the affetions 
of the Nation in the general, ſo thatthoſe that for 
the molt pagg, antended upon the perſon of the Kings 
in Lydia, notwithitanding their continuall induſtry 
to do their Princeſs ſervice, were looked upon with 
no eyes of favour and grace, by reaſon of this unpo- 
liſhed ambition of thoſe Lords , that ſtill addicted 
themſelyes to the old Cretan menners;* asit were 
loving it for no other cavſe , but thar it ſeemed 
to thwart and contradict the Lyadian cuſtomes : This 
de indiſcreetly executed , at the firſt I ſay, crea- 
red jealouſtes1n our Princes, which again returned 
hatred to us; whereſore, as the wiſedome of 
counſellors, thinking to provide againſt rebellions 
would never make choile of any of the natives for go- 
vernours, ſo the natives thinking themſelves diſho- 
noured thereby, were unwilling to obey ſuch Com- 
manders ſet over them : upon this followed com- 
plaints on all ſides, And many of our Lords, not 
daring to diſpute the right of their juſtifications in Ly- 
dia, oftentimes forbore to appear upon ſummons, ſo 
that advantages being made of their fear, rather than 
knowledge of their crimes , their eſtates became 


con- 
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confiſcated for their omiſſion; which 'of neceſlity 
enflamed their hearts to thoughts of more diſloyal- 
ty, untill at laſt their ſpleen ( joyning with the hu- 
mours of the people, who had not much to loſe be- 
cauſe they would poſſeſs bur little) made them at laſt 
fall into an open Rebpllion, which for ſome years 
filled our Countrey with bloud and ſlaughters. 

But now Madam, ſaid he, asI have but hitherun- 
to preſented you with a glaſs, whereby you may the 
better underſtandrthe ſtory 1 am to tell , fo ſhall 1 in 
as brief a way as I can, repeat unto you not only the 
occaſions as I conceive of the late Tragedies, ated in 
this poor and unfortunate Iſland, 'but alſo make 
you acquainted with the very realities themſelves: to 
this purpoſe I muſt ſay in the og of a late Queen 
of Syria, a woman endowed with admirable gifts of 
nature, as alſo had a ſpirit anſwerable thereunto, 
( whereby ſhe ſeemed to give her undertaking coun- 
renance) fell out both with the Arch Flamin of Del- 
phos and the great King of Egypt atthe ſame time : 
the firſt ſhe pretended uſurped an unjuſt Authority 
over her Subjects and dominion,as the other ſhe alle- 
ged, too ambitiouſly endeavoured an univerſal Mo- 
narchy over all Princes: theſe differences likely to 

0 into ſome deſperation, between theſe mighty per- 
ons and the Queen, gave caules ſufficient of 2 = 
ration to all theſe parts of 4a; and the rather, for 
that, as they could not well comprehend, how ſuch 
a maſculine courage could be ina woman, ſo did 
they as little know, in what manner ſhe would de- 
fend theſe extraordinary breaches : but experience 
quickly made them ſee, ſhe not only intended , bur 
proſecuted her intentions with all vigour : for as ſhe 
abſolutely aboliſhed within a ſhort ſpace,all the jurif- 
T 3 diction 
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&ion of Deiphos out of herKingdoms,ſo did ſhe with- 
ina while after, pive the King of Egypt ſuch over- 
throwes by ſea, that ſcarce could he in many yeats 
recover his loffes. In the interiny, whilſt thefe cor- 
tenti6s were afting,with no-ſmall viokence of all ſides, 
to the contentment {if not the amazement) of many 
other Princes , that efteemed the differences a kind 
of ſafety to themſelves; The enwife Ifland of Creet 
believing they might againt recover,either 4} or fome 
part of their loſt privileges , (pretending they were 
obſtructed in their Religion ) not long alter entred 
into open Rebellion. To tell you, that the main fno- 
tives of their _ proceeded from the inſtigations 
of Egypt and De phos, is not an improbable conje- 
Rure, fince asthe one in a ceremonious aſſembly 
of Flamins, declared the Queen an! accurſed ene 

to his rights and juriſdiction , ſo.did the other ſend 
Forces into Creet , to ftrengthen the grople 'n their 
pretenſions ; which however theſe Afliftanes , 
feemed not to prevail entirely againſt the Queens 
governours in the Iſtand, yet apparently they pro- 


cured her Officers , ſo many difturbances from time 


to time, that however ſhe neither failed them with 
fapplies , or was wantins to them in counſels, yet for 
many years together , the Rebels kept a conſiderable 
body in the field,in deſpight of all theQueens forces. 
In this manner theſe contentions continued man 
your , for as the Queen ſeemed with majeſtick 
P 


leen , to be inflamed with her SubjeRs difobedi- 


ence , ſo were her SubjeRs in their rage animated 

by Meflengers ſent from Delphos,to putthem always 

in mind of their Religious Obligations : whereunto 

; being added their hate to the Lydian government, 

& the confidence they had of Egyprs _ wc 
CEmme 
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ſeemed oftentimes to have received a new ſpirit of 
valour , contrary to their nature and cuſtom, how- 
ever for the moſt part, they rather made uſe of their 
ſabrilty, in ſending out ſmall parties to circumvent 
& entrap the enemy, than being willing at any time 
to hazard in the Feld a main bartel,ro decide the con- 
troverſie ; which was the reaſon the war was fo long 
prolonged, with ſeveral ſucceſſes of either fide : for 
as the Cretays had rhe Advantage of perfeRtly know- 
ing the Country , amongſt Woods and Bogs, ſo had 
the Zydians a great deal the better in their condu& 
and reſolution: but which way ſoever buſineſſes wenr, 
as the Rebels were conduRed by a Nobleman of the 
Nation , whoſe Family and Name was as great a- 
mongſt the people, as if his Spleen and Courage: was 
againſt the Queen, ſo became the State of Lydia, 
exceeding weary of the Warr, being moſt certain, 
the money disburſed in the contention, would never 
by any conqueſt ſhe could make of the Iſland, be a- 

ain repayd into her coffers : wherefore, after ſome 

eliberation it was reſolved, to ſend over a princi- 
pal Favourite of rheg/Queens , whereby to put the 
ſooner an end by his authority and fidelity, to thoſe 
chargeable and bloody differences,that not onely de- 
ſtroyed her people in the Ifland of Creer , but difqui- 
eted her own government in the Kingdom of Lyaia: 
and the rather was it it ſo determined , for that ſhe 


| had been perſwaded,thar the Souldiers of her army in 


this Iſland, lengthened the war on purpoſe, for their 
own benefit and command : knowing when that 
ſhould be once abſolutely finiſhed , their eſteem at 
Court, would fall with their want of imployment in 
the field:but contrary to her expeRation, this Fay6u- 
rite of hers having more ambition than foreſight, 

T 4 ( ſince 
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(fince he was ſent awayonly by his enemies, to ſepa- 
rate him from the Queens perſon )as alſo being more 
vain-glorious in his thoughts, than experienced in 
his yeers ( and ſo conſequently not having much 
knowledge either of the Countrey, or the enemy) 
afrera net vaſ expence of money, and nothing in 
a manner acted againſt the Rebels,he returned again 
into, Lydia, with ry ry and diſhonour , which at 
laſt by reaſon of his fubtil adverſaries praCtices, , that 
undermined him in the Queens favour, he loſt his 
head upon a ſcaffold, by the common Execurioner, in 
whoſe place notwithſtanding, ſuch a brave perſo- 
nage was ſent, thatin a very ſhort ſpace, reduced the 
Rebels to ſo much neceſſary reaſon , both in their 
perſons and eſtates, that they offered quietly to 
ſubmit to mercy , without either condition. or 
contention. This being entertained, and the peo- 

le ready in all places to lay down arms, the Queen 

bor ſelf ſuddenly changes her own habitation here , 
for a more laſting one in another world ; that made 
all things ata ſtand for a time. But as Exarchwus fa- 
ther met with no oppoſition , in that poſſeſſion 
that belonged unto him with ſo much; juſtice,ſo upon 
his firſt entrance into Lydia , be was;preſented with 
an ablolute ſubmiſſion, not only of the . great No- 
blemen of our Iſland, that bad for many yeers con- 
tended with the Queen, bur alſo of all his party,that 
were neither few in number,or penurious in fortunes. 
Nevertheleſs, although this King was merciful e- 

nough in his diſpoſition, as well to pardon all faults , 

as to forget former diſaffeQtions, yet the hungy Mi/- 
ſcans his natural countreymen , perceiving that the 

forfeitures of the Ifland of Creet, by. reaſon of 

the late rebellions, were not of valew, to be returned 


back 
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back again to the owners, without ſome profits made 
thereby ; and finding the ſituation and fertility of 
the Countrey able to make full reparation to their 
greedy ſtomacks, for the defects and ſterility of their 
own habitations , not only perſwaded the King, that 
his at of mercy would prove of dangerous conſe- 
quence to rebellious diſpoſitions hereafter , but ob- 
tained at his hands, ſo many grants of poſſeſſion in 
this Iſland, that gave them ſufficient conveniency 
and authority, to tranſport a great part of their own 
people hither , where being eſtabliſhed after a while 
with peace and ſecurity, by their induſtry, joyned 
together with their power, they ſoon outed moſt of 
the inhabitants of their eſtates, and at laſt took from 
all.in general both their liberty and religion , in ſo 
much as many antient Families were either turned a 
begging in their own Countrey, or forced to ſeek ſer- 
vile offices in other parts, for ſubſiſtence. This, I muſt 
ſay, is the commonallegation of the natives; andin 
part exue, although I-muſt confeſs much of their mi- 
ſeries, proceeded from their lazy diſpoſitions ( as I 
bave formerly ſaid) that would not permit them, to 
equal other Nations in painful endeavour , rather 
chuſing in their natures to be wanderers,than become 
willing to ſubmit their perſons under the juriſdiction 
of better Cuſtoms. But be it what it will , in this 
condition they remained without any power at all to 
act, until the beginning of theſe differences, between 
our King Ewxarchys, and his great Senate ; when the 
people, (not having altogether forgor their old hate 
tothe Lydians, and now finding ſome opportunity 
to expreſs it) began a new to flie out, however the 
particular cauſes were theſe: When the 2yſians firit 
proclaimed their diſlike, by leading Armies to op- 


pole 
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poſe Kingly authority in theif own Nation, one Pols- 
»ex, once Governour of this Iſland (though fince 
deſtroyed for his ſervice) prepared a company of ex- 
pert Souldiers, to be imployed againſt the 2yſſians, 
as eſtee ming them moſt proper to the purpoſe, in re- 
gard of their hate to thoſe people : but, not to de- 
' tain = over long by needleſs reperitions, and cir- 
cumſtances of things which are only conjeRral , 
After that our King, Exarchas, in a manner had com» 
mitted the mannagement of affairs into the hands of 
his great Senate of Lydia , it was not held either 
needial by way of oppoſition, or convenient by rea- 
ſon of theexpence, to continue a foot thoſe Souldi- 
ers that had been leaViedand provided by Polinex, in 
this Iſland of Creer ; wherefore orders were preſent- 
ly ſent to disband the Troops ,” but in ſome ſortne- 
vercheleſs to give them fatisfaRion, leſt they might 
prove dangerous and troubleſome to the Govern- 
ment, they gavethem what libe DO __—_ to 
contract with other Princes, for their future enter- 
rainment in ſome forein Wars, However the Ays- 
ans, when they perceived the ſouldiers were thus 
y bargain to be tranſported, - either fearing their 
return in a body to their prejudice, or rather (1 may 
ſay )envying all felicity of theirs, made earneſt ſute 
to the Senate of Lydia, (w.th whom then they held 
a molt intimate correſpondency)not to ſuffer them 
to $0 out of the Kingdome. As thele perſwaſions 
prevailed, before the conſideration of the contrat 
made for their tranſportation, ſothe won of this 
Iland, being not only inflamed with theſe injurious 
proceedings, as they eſteemed them, bur alſo fearing 
an utter extirpation of the whole Nation , by reaſon 
of the malice & praRtices of the My ſſians,of a I 
a- 
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(ay, entred before into many conſultations 
anionglit themſelves) began as well to make uſe of 
thoſe Arms they were already provided of, as to 
ſeize ifito their hatids many ſtrong Towns in the 
Country : however in the interim, they ſet forth 
many Proclamations in- ther own defence ; which 
in efte@ were to this purpoſe, that i regard the King 
himfelf had in a manner loſt all his own Preroga- 
rive, whereby he was formerly impowered to 
Govern, they in their own behalfs row were ne- 
ceflitared,to take up artns for their preſervation both 
againſt yſſia and the Kingdom of Lyaia, that 
fought not only the aboliſhing of their Religion, 
but an extirpation of their perſons ; but however 
theſe pretentions were plauſible enough , and per- 
haps no otherwiſe meant by them at the firſt, yet the 
outtagious violence committed of both ſides, ſoon 
drew many Commanders of Creet from other parts, 
who inſtead of contributing their endeavours in ma- 
king only a defenſive War, they violently perſwa- 
ded the people to ſtand upon their own pretended 
Privileges before the Conqueſt , as having either 
Kings of their proper Nation, or at leaſtwiſe no 
ſtrangers to command over them , whilſt they them- 
felves alſo began to challenge old Dignities and 
Titles, with the poſſeffion of moſt of the Lands in 
the Country, that for many yeers had belonged to 
other perſons and families, that perhaps had boughr 
thera to them and their heirs, at moſt valuable and 
conſiderable rates. This in a very ſhort ſpace ſet the | 
whole 1landin ſuch a burning and outragtous flame, 
that ſlauphrers of ſuch execrable natures were com- 
mitted, (to the very horror, as I may ſay, of man- 
kind) both my ſelf, and ſome azher Noblemen of 
the Country were ſorced to take up arms , not _ 
| or 
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for the defence of our perſons, and eſtates, but to 
bring the people of both ſides:to a better temper : 
wherein, tor my own part, as I uſed what modera- 
tion I could in executions upon my Countrey-men,at 
what time ſoever I gained any victories over them, 
(which truly was not very ſeldom) ſo by this means 
their hatred began to be augmented towards me as 
againſt a MMyſſian enemy : inſomuch as they began 
to form orderly Counſels of their part, as we did 
entertairwith regularity thoſe Supplies were ſent us 
out of Lyaia; for however they had the greateſt part 
of the Country art their diſpoſe, yet we held the moſt 
commodious for our purpoſe, things reſting in doubt- 
full chough bloody conflicts, until the differences be- 
tween our King Exarchus , andthe Senate now re- 
maining at Sarazs, began to take up new conſiderati- 
ons, inthe thoughts and appetites of all ſorts of peo- 
ple, that had any relation to the Lydias Govern- 
ment ; wheretore the King having drawn Armies 
into the Field for his own pretended defence, as the 
Senate had raiſed forces to contend againſt his inten- 
tions, the Souldiers under my.command, being more 
deſirous to ſerve in the Lydian wars, where gain and 
honour were (as they thought to be obtained) than 
to remain here without either pay or benefit, both 
they and my ſelf in a JHVOne way, endeavoured to 
ſerve the King: againſt his Senate; and of a ſudden, 
ſhuffling up a Truce with the Rebels in theſe parts, 
upon their faithfull promiſes, not only to ſubmit to 
their Princes pleaſure, upon reaſonable. conditions, 
but further to aſſiſt him in his preſent wars, both 
with their perſons and eſtates, I ſent all the Soul- 
diers preſently to the Kings Armies, keeping in the 
interim this Town, with ſome other under my ju- 
riſdition, to be diſpoſed of-as he ſhall at any time 
appoint. 
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appoint: In fine, as thisis as ſhort a relation as I can 
make of thoſeaccidents, that have befallen our un- 
happy Conntrey, from the beginning of the Lydian 
Rule,' ſo cannot I but eſteem my ſelf extremely ſatis- 
fied for the preſent, that although it hath not yet 
eome within the compaſs of my” ability , to do the 
King any remarkable or profitable Services, that the 
Princeſs Cloria'is not only her ſelf in perſon , come 
under the power of that command 1 fold under her 
Father, but that her difſtreſſes and neceſlities at Sea 
alſo have been'iin part”, relieved by the natural fitu- 
ation of this Iſland of Creet, which as a good and 
lncky Omen, will preſerve it henceforward, 1 hope 
from deſtruction , if not grant it a better bleſsing, 
than lately,it hath Rees from the favour of the 
heavens, and with theſe words, accompanied by ſuch 
a look, that was capable enough to win belief , con- 
cerning his affeionate endeavours to the King , he 
ended his Diſcourſe. 

Roxana, after ſhe had returned the Governour 
thanks, with two or three ſighs, to expreſs in a ſort 
her inward ſortow for the accidents, as it were both 
pittying the people, and doubting the event,(fince as 
Deaalus himſeHf ſeemed not over-confident of his 
power, ſo had ſhe heard of many Factions in the - 
Iſland :) ſhe deſired him, that he would be yet plea- 
ſed, to augment ſo far her Obligation , as in a few 
more words, added to his further trouble, to let her 
know ,'how the common intereſt at- preſent ſtood 
in the Country , as vvell in regard of the King , as 
the Senate , for that himſelf appeared not to have 
(as ſhe ſaid) an abſolute command through the 
whole Iſland. 

' Deaalus ſoon replyed, That as he could not 
much brag of the affetionsof the Inhabitants, con- 
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cerning his own particular pro (not « only. in re- 
gard he had giyen them, ashbe ſaid, mgny eſperate 
overthrows, in their late comteritions ; but for that 
he vvas not of the ſame « opinions with them in the 
worſhip of the Gods, u " the which they ſcemed 
to ground their chief diſlikes againſt both Kz n_ 
Senate) ſo could he eaſily relols her,that the | 
tryin the general was divided into three Factions 
the firſt, being for the King intirely , the ſecond en» 
clingd to the Antient Natives, and the third was 
wholly addicted to the Senates latereſt; bur whether 
inthe end will prevail, ſaid he, the Gods only can 
inform, ſince, however the firſt ſeems to bave the 
beſt rig be,, yet the tworemaining exceed in power 
and diy: the one being betger furniſhed with 
ny and Proviſions, as the others are acco 
ed with numbers and violence. As he was about to 
proceedin his Diſcourſe, they were both advertiſed 
of the return of thoſe Meſſen gers , that bad been 
ſent to enquire after the ſafety of the other Ship 
yvherein Narciſſ# was, rb. preſently called 
roger prevece. one of them As po rt a6 
count of their voiage by Sea : wal. for many days, _ 
laid he, not only pf ſeveral ifands belonging 
to Greece , but much alſo of the continent apper- 
taining [0 che Lefſer Aſia, we. could have no news 
at all of any ſuch Veſſel, either Shupwrackt , or A 
..4nto Harbour , until at laſt by chance we met wi 
-., Merchant of Rhodes, going for Carthage, who Ay 
formed us, that for ; ging his departure from 
that City , a gallant Ship both with S7riaw & E p 
tian Colours , was bone Aur in the chief Haven 
longing to the Iſland, however much beaten and 
rorn with the Weather: but what le or Com- 


modities yyere containedin ber, he laid be could aot 
inform 


inform us, inreſpe& he himſelf was under Sail upon 
his departureÞvvhen that = came in. 

The Meſſenger. alſo added further, that a great 
Fleet of Lydias Veſlels , that were newly come up- 
on the Seas, lay between Rhodes and Cyprus, which 
hindred them for the preſent , for making any fur- 
ther Enquiry or Experiment, ſince if they ſhould 
have approached the Iſland, as hefaid, it had beeu 
almoſt impoſſible to have eſcaped , by reaſon they 
could not but: have eaſily been diſcovered to be of 
King Exarchus Party : it is not to be doubted, bur 
as this intelligence ſufficiently fatisfied them,concern- 
ing the ſafery of the other Ship, ſo did they haſte 
to the Princeſs Chamber with the Meſſengers, to 

ive her Information of the Expedition, which for 

e preſent hindred the period of Dedalas his Rela- 
tion, concerning the paſlages of the Iſland, accord- 
ing to his intention.
